My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  health, 
sanitary  circumstances  and  vital  statistics  of  the  City  of  Hull  for  the  year  1932. 
The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  has  been  incorporated  with  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  birth-rate,  viz.,  19-2  per  1,000  of  the  population,  remains  low,  and  is  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  death-rate  declined  from  13-2  per  1,000  of  the  population 
in  1931  to  1T8  in  1932.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  68  per  1,000  births  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  City. 

As  far  as  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  concerned,  attention  is  directed 
to  the  small  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  and  to  the  widespread  prevalence  of 
diphtheria  of  severe  type.  Many  of  the  diphtheria  cases  were  of  the  “  gravis  ” 
type  with  a  high  mortality  rate.  Particular^of  the  preventive  measures  adopted 
are  given  in  the  text  of  the  Report.  Facilities  for  Schick  testing  and  immunisation 
have  been  available  in  the  City  since  1927,  but  parents  have  been  hesitant  to 
accept  this  form  of  protection  for  themselves  and  their  children.  In  December, 
1932,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Education  Authority  for  Schick  testing 
and  immunisation  to  be  done  through  the  schools.  An  additional  clinic  session  for 
this  purpose  was  commenced  at  the  School  Clinic  premises,  100  Coltman  Street. 
It  is  hoped  that  full  advantage  will  be  taken  by  the  public  of  the  facilities  now 
provided. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the 
Committees  concerned,  the  Chief  Officials  of  the  Corporation,  and  all  the  members 
of  the  Staff  of  the  Department,  for  their  valuable  co-operation  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  his  efforts  to  preserve  the  public  health  during  1932.

GENERAL  AND

AFFECTING  THE  AREA 
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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


Meteorology.  Meteorological  records  are  kept  by  the  Parks  Superintendent 
at  a  Climatological  Station  in  Pearson  Park.  Readings  are  taken  twice 
daily,  at  9  a.m.  and  9  p.m.  Hull  has  a  lower  rainfall  than  most  parts  of 
England,  and  in  1932  it  was  again  low,  being  22-98  inches,  or  8-04  inches 
below  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  1,204  hours  of  bright  sunshine, 
compared  with  1,293  in  1931  and  1,291  in  1930,  or  a  reduction  of  89  hours  in  the 
year  under  review.  The  number  of  days  on  which  rain  fell  was  194  ;  there  were 
282  sunny  and  84  sunless  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  from  the  south-west. 


Particulars  of  the  meteorological  readings  will  be  found  in  Appendix  1 ,  pages 
147  and  14S. 


Population.  At  the  Census  taken  on  the  26th  April,  1931,  the  number  of 
persons  enumerated  in  the  City  was  313,544  (152,632  males  and  160,912  females), 
as  against  290,681  in  1921. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Hull  now  ranks  on  a  population  basis  as  the 
eighth  town  in  England  and  Wales. 


The  increase  of  22,863  persons  in  the  City  was  7-9  per  cent,  of  the  1921  popu¬ 
lation,  and  compares  with  the  intercensal  increase  of  4-8  per  cent,  in  the  East 
Riding  and  2-8  per  cent,  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  and  with  5-5  per  cent, 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Included  in  the  above  intercensal  increase  of  22,863,  however,  is  the  population 
of  7,466  persons  added  on  the  extension  of  the  City  on  the  1st  April,  1930. 


Another  factor  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  intercensal  increase 
is  that  whilst  the  1931  Census  took  place  on  the  26th  April,  that  taken  in  1921 
was  on  the  19th  June,  when  the  populations  of  the  holiday  resorts  were  swollen 
by  temporary  visitors  and  the  populations  of  other  areas,  including  Hull,  corres¬ 
pondingly  reduced.  Consequently  the  increase  in  1931  as  compared  with  1921  is 
undoubtedly  larger  than  would  have  been  the  case  in  normal  circumstances.

STATE  OF  EMPLOYMENT  AND  AMOUNT  OF  POOR  RELIEF. 

Unemployment.  The  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  has  kindly 
furnished  me  with  information  which  shows  that  unemployment,  as  recorded  by 
his  Department,  was  more  prevalent  in  Hull  in  1932  than  in  1931.  The  average 
number  of  persons  registered  as  unemployed  in  one  week  of  each  month  during 
1932  was  19,958,  compared  with  an  average  of  18,751  in  1931.  The  average 
number  of  unemployed  men  was  17,321  in  1932  compared  with  15,774  in  1931. 
The  numbers  of  women  and  juveniles  in  1932  were  1,711  and  926  respectively. 
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against  2,161  and  816  in  the  previous  year.  The  “  peak  ”  period  in  1932  was  in 
December,  when  the  total  was  21,369  ;  the  highest  number  in  1931  was  in  March, 
when  the  total  was  19,783  ;  the  highest  total  in  1930  was  in  October,  when  it 
was  17,343.  The  lowest  totals  in  each  of  the  last  three  years  have  been  18,381, 
March,  1932  ;  17,444,  August,  1931,  and  15,211,  August,  1930. 

Poor  Relief.  The  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  poor  relief  on  the  31st 
December,  1932,  was  21,413  :  1,731  were  receiving  indoor  and  19,682  outdoor 
relief.  The  total  in  receipt  of  relief  was  3,439  more  than  at  the  end  of  1931. 

The  average  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  relief  per  10,000  of  the  population 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  was  680  ;  that  considerably  more  relief  was 
required  in  Hull  than  in  other  places  is  shown  by  the  corresponding  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  (335),  and  County  Boroughs  (467).

Marriages.  The  number  of  marriages  solemnised  in  the  City  was  2,846, 
compared  with  2,774  during  1931.  The  marriage  rate  was  17-9  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  17-6  in  1931  and  18-8  in  1930. 

Births.  The  births  registered  numbered  6,108  ;  this  includes  the  births  of 
the  children  of  Hull  parents  which  occurred  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home 
or  at  places  outside  the  City,  and  excludes  those  of  children  bom  of  mothers  who 
were  resident  in  Hull  only  temporarily.  The  6,108  births  are  equal  to  a  birth-rate 
of  19-2  per  thousand  of  the  population,  which  compares  with  19-2  in  1931  and 
20-3  in  1930.  The  birth-rate  for  the  previous  5  years  (1927-31)  was  20-3. 
The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  :  1932,  15-3  ;  1931,  15-8,  or  a  decrease 
of  0-5.  The  Hull  rate  for  1932  was  the  same  as  in  1931.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that,  with  the  exception  of  that  in  1930, 
when  the  rate  was  0.3  above  that  for  1929,  the  birth-rate  shows  a  slow  and  steady 
decline.  The  rate  for  1932  is,  as  already  stated,  the  same  as  that  for  1931. 

There  were  279  illegitimate  births  ;  this  is  4-6  per  cent,  of  the  total,  compared 
with  4-5  per  cent,  in  1931  and  5-0  per  cent,  in  1930. 
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Deaths.  There  were  3,762  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  1T8  per  1,000,  compared 
with  13-2  in  1931  and  12-4  in  1930.  The  death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was 
12-0  in  1932  and  12-3  in  1931.  The  total  deaths  in  Hull  in  1932  was  406  less  than 
in  1931.  In  1932,  however,  there  were,  compared  with  1931,  increases  in  the 
numbers  registered  in  some  of  the  causes  of  death,  those  principally  concerned 
being  cancer  (59),  diphtheria  (39)  and  congenital  debility  and  malformations,  etc. 
(35).  The  diseases  mainly  responsible  for  the  decreased  total  of  deaths  in  1932 
were  :  broncho-pneumonia  (163),  heart  disease  (135),  bronchitis  (82)  and  measles 
(55).

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  which  are 
small  pox,  measles,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  diarrhcea  and  fever 
(including  typhus,  enteric  and  typhoid)  was  276,  or  an  increase  of  21  on  the  total 
for  1931.  From  the  table  hereunder,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  period  under  review 
there  was  a  decline  of  55  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  measles,  but  an  increase 
of  39  deaths  from  diphtheria,  compared  with  the  mortality  from  the  same 
causes  in  the  year  1931.  The  zymotic  rate  for  1932  was  0-87  per  thousand

Full  particulars  as  to  the  mortality  amongst  infants  and  children  under  5 
years  of  age  appear  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  this  report. 
(See  pages  126  and  127.) 


Age  Distribution.  Only  1,492  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  65  years  and 
upwards  ;  there  were  626  deaths  under  the  age  of  5  years  ;  161  of  school  children, 
that  is,  between  5  and  15  years  ;  170  of  adolescents  between  15  and  25  ;  391  died 
in  the  prime  of  life  from  25  to  45  years,  and  921  in  middle  life,  from  45  to  65. 
With  the  exception  of  those  regarding  persons  of  5  to  15  years  and  65  years  and 
upwards,  where  there  were  very  slight  increases,  these  figures  show  decreases  in 
all  the  age  periods  when  compared  with  the  returns  for  the  previous  year,  namely, 
under  5  years,  176  ;  45  to  65,  131  ;  25  to  45,  85  ;  and  15  to  25,  30. 


Ward  Statistics.  Appendix  2,  page  149,  gives  the  vital  statistics  for  the  whole 
City  from  1927  to  1932,  and  Appendix  3,  page  150  gives  the  ward  statistics  for 
1932.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  highest  birth-rates  were  in  Paragon  (27-1)  and 
Albert  (25-6)  Wards,  and  the  lowest  in  Newland  (6-3)  and  Beverley  (10-0)  Wards. 
The  highest  death-rates  were  in  Myton  (17-0)  and  Paragon  (14-5)  Wards. 
In  these  wards  are  included  the  oldest  parts  of  the  City.  From  this  point  of  view 
the  healthiest  wards  were  Pickering  (9-2)  and  Marfleet  (9-6). 


Appendix  4  (page  151)  compares  Hull’s  vital  statistics  for  1932  with  those  of 
England  and  Wales.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  birth-rate  for  Hull  is  higher 
and  the  death-rate  lower  than  in  the  country  as  a  whole. 


Causes  of  Death.  Appendix  5  (page  152)  gives  the  principal  causes  of  death, 
divided  into  certain  age  groups  and  into  the  wards  where  the  deceased  resided, 
To  take  first  the  two  extremes  of  life,  “  Old  Age  ”  caused  196  deaths  and  congenital 
debility  and  prematurity,  209.  Heart  disease  caused  611  deaths;  and  cancer 
was  responsible  for  452,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  392,  and  tuberculosis  317 
deaths.  Cirrhosis  of  the  liver,  generally  the  result  of  alcoholism,  was  recorded 
as  the  cause  of  death  in  14  instances.  There  were  36  suicides,  and  108  deaths 
from  violence.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  comparisons  that  in  only  3  towns  is 
the  infantile  mortality  less  than  that  for  Hull,  whilst  in  not  more  than  4  towns 
is  the  crude  general  death-rate  at  all  ages  below  that  for  the  Third  Port.  Liverpool 
is  again  the  only  town  in  the  table  that  has  a  higher  birth-rate. 

Male  and  Female  Deaths.  There  were  2,005  deaths  of  males  and  1,757  of 
females  :  the  death-rates  being  12-9  per  1,000  of  the  male  population  and  10-8 
per  1,000  of  the  female  population.  The  diseases  with  heavier  incidence  in  males 
were  cancer  (250  males,  202  females)  ;  pneumonia  (155  males,  116  females)  ; 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  (138  males,  114  females),  and  congenital  debility  and 
malformations,  etc.  (116  males  and  93  females).  On  the  other  hand,  the  following 
diseases  were  more  fatal  to  females  than  to  males  :  heart  disease  (307  females, 
304  males)  ;  cerebral  haemorrhage  (102  females,  92  males)  ;  and  senility  (108 
females  and  88  males). 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospital  Accommodation.  The  total  hospital  beds  available  for  Hull  people 
in  and  outside  the  City  number  3,154  ;  these  include  beds  at  General  and  Special 
Hospitals,  and  in  Public  Assistance,  Maternity,  Tuberculosis,  Fever  and  Mental 
Hospitals  ( see  Appendix  8,  page  156). 

Included  in  the  above  total  number  of  beds  are  the  new  38-bed  pavilion  and 
the  10-bed  cubicle  block  at  the  City  Hospital,  Cottingham,  which  were  put  into 
service  in  January,  1932,  thereby  increasing  the  beds  available  at  this  hospital 
from  112  to  160.  Regarding  the  reference  in  the  last  annual  report  to  the  plans 
for  the  erection  of  two  further  pavilions,  each  to  contain  28  beds,  it  is  anticipated 
that  building  operations  will  be  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1933.  The  complete 
scheme  visualizes  a  hospital  of  374  beds  for  the  accommodation  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease. 

Out-patients'  Attendances.  The  attendances  during  1932  numbered  144,618 
at  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  44,750  at  the  Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
and  98,065  at  the  three  general  dispensaries. 

Insurance  Medical  Service.  The  approximate  number  of  insured  persons 
entitled  to  medical  benefit  was,  on  the  1st  January,  1933,  121,505,  of  whom  1,779 
were  deposit  contributors  and  119,726  members  of  approved  societies  and  included 
members  of  the  Navy  and  Army  Fund.  The  number  of  persons  on  the  lists  of 
panel  doctors  was  114,392,  and  those  on  the  list  of  the  Hull  Friendly  Societies’ 
Medical  Institution,  1,823.  The  number  of  prescriptions  issued  was  547,530,  at 
an  average  cost  per  prescription  of  8-9d. 

Clinics.  Particulars  of  Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres  in  the  area  will  be  found 
in  appendix  6  (pages  153  and  154). 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Laboratories.  The  analytical  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  as  of  all  the  other  Corporation  departments,  is  carried  out  by  the  City 
Analyst,  A.  R.  Tankard,  Esq.,  F.I.C.,  at  the  City  Laboratories.  Mr.  Tankard  is 
also  responsible  for  the  bacteriological  work  of  the  Corporation,  except  the  V.D. 
work  and  that  requiring  a  vivisection  licence. 

Mr.  Tankard  issues  an  annual  report  containing  details  of  the  work  done 
in  his  laboratory,  and  I  need  not  therefore  give  particulars  here  ;  let  it  suffice  to 
say  that  during  1932,  1,797  chemical  analyses  of  foods  and  drugs  and  8,583 
bacteriological  examinations  (including  pathological  specimens,  8,365  ;  milks 
and  miscellaneous  samples,  218)  were  made  by  him  and  his  staff. 
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Local  Legislation.  No  addition  has  been  made  to  the  list  (on  pages  227  and 
228  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  for  1930)  of  enactments,  bye-laws 
and  regulations,  apart  from  the  general  law,  which  apply  to  the  City. 

'  Certain  bye-laws  with  respect  to  the  prevention  of  gas  poisoning  have, 
however,  been  inserted  in  the  bye-laws  in  regard  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings,  1929, . 
and  were  allowed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  20th  June,  1932. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  following  bye-laws  (extended  by  a  special 
bye-law  to  the  1st  April,  1932)  were  revised  by  the  Local  Authority  in  pursuance 
of  Section  34  of  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Extension  Act,  1929,  and  were  approved 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  19th  January,  1933,  excepting  those  relating  to 
Houses  let-in-lodgings,  which  were  allowed  by  the  Minister  on  the  28th  February, 
1933  : —

PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

The  Anlaby  Road  and  the  Beverley  Road  Institutions,  transferred  to  the 
City  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  are 
administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Appendix  10  contains  reports  submitted  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officers 
which  show  the  number  of  patients  and  types  of  disease  treated  at  the  two  hospitals 
throughout  the  year,  and  furnish  detailed  information  supplied  by  the  Masters 
regarding  the  Institutions. 

Ambulance  facilities,  entirely  separate  from  those  provided  for  the  removal 
of  cases  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  are  utilised  for  Public  Assistance 
hospital  work.  The  Corporation  hearse  is  used  for  all  funerals  from  both  the  Anlaby 
Road  and  the  Beverley  Road  Institutions,  and  for  funerals  arranged  by  the 
Relieving  Officers. 

Casuals.  The  Beverley  Road  Institution  is  now  the  only  Institution  in  the  City 
admitting  casuals.  A  Circular  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  continuing 
the  operation  of  Article  131  of  the  Public  Assistance  Order,  1930,  until  the  2nd 
January,  1933,  after  which  date  Article  7  of  the  Public  Assistance  (Casual  Poor) 
*)rder,  1931,  was  substituted  therefor. 
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The  casuals  are  now  allowed  to  smoke  in  the  yard  and  day  room  between  the 
hours  of  6  p.m.  and  8  p.m.  daily. 

The  average  nightly  number  of  casuals  occupying  beds  at  Beverley  Road 
throughout  the  year  was  37.  During  the  year  5,539  casuals  were  admitted  to  the 
wards  at  Beverley  Road  compared  with  4,100  in  1931  and  3,474  in  1930.  Details 
of  the  monthly  admissions  of  casuals  to  this  institution  are  given  in  appendix  9 
on  page  158.  In  1932,  135  casuals  were  transferred  to  the  “  house  ”  and  140  casuals 
were  transferred  to  the  hospital  as  patients. 

The  City  Council  are  members  of  the  Yorkshire  Casual  Poor  Assistance 
Authority. 

Anlaby  Road  Institution — House.  This  Institution  will  accommodate  210  men 
and  169  women.  The  number  of  persons  in  the  house  on  the  1st  January,  1932, 
was  202,  and  on  the  31st  December,  1932,  197.  New  admissions  to  the  Institution 
during  the  year  numbered  188,  compared  with  198  and  281  in  1931  and  1930 
respectively.  Detailed  particulars  of  the  admissions  month  by  month  will  be 
found  in  appendix  9  on  page  158.  The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  in  the 
House  in  1932  was  200,  and  the  aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  they  were 
resident  there  was  83,220. 

The  Corporation  were  responsible  for  the  burial  of  90  persons  who  died  in  the 
Institution  during  1932. 

Anlaby  Road.  Institution — Hospital.  The  number  of  beds  available  at  this 
Hospital  during  1932  was  545. 

It  will  be  seen  from  appendix  10  (page  159)  that  the  admissions  to  this  hospital 
in  1932  numbered  3,084,  compared  with  3,338  for  the  previous  year,  a  decrease 
of  254  ;  867  operations  (625  major  and  242  minor)  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  ;  this  is  46  more  than  in  1931,  when  the  number  was  821.  The  daily  average 
number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  in  1932  was  480,  and  the  aggregate  number  of 
days  during  which  the  beds  were  occupied  was  175,121. 

Throughout  the  year  cases  treated  with  radium  were  re-examined  and 
carefully  followed  up.  For  this  purpose  certain  patients  were  re-admitted,  while 
others  were  seen  bv  the  medical  staff,  and  allowed  to  return  to  their  homes.  There 
are  many  satisfactory  cases,  particularly  those  suffering  from  rodent  ulcer, 
carcinoma  of  the  breast,  and  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus  ;  a  certain  number  appear 
to  be  completely  cured  by  radium.  Further,  many  advanced  cases  have  obtained 
temporary  relief  from  unpleasant  symptoms.  Frequently,  surgical  methods  and 
radium  treatment  are  combined.  During  1932,  47  new  cases  were  treated  and 
records  were  kept  as  to  their  condition  at  varying  intervals  ;  64  re-examinations 
took  place,  and  there  were  19  re-admissions  for  further  treatment. 
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The  greater  part  of  the  radium  which  is  used  is  the  property  of  the  Hull  Radium 
Trust,  and  the  scheme  for  interchange  of  supplies  between  this  hospital  and  the 
Hull  Royal  Infirmary  has  worked  satisfactorily. 


Beverley  Road  Institution — House  ( including  Margaret  Street  Nursery).  The 
certified  accommodation  at  this  Institution  is  for  300  men,  175  women  and  30 
children,  total  505  ;  but  the  actual  number  of  beds  available  on  the  31st  December, 
1932,  was  533 — Men,  324  ;  women,  173  ;  and  children,  36.  On  the  1st  January, 
1932,  there  were  407  persons,  excluding  casuals,  in  the  Institution,  and  on  the 
31st  December,  1932,  434  persons  were  accommodated.  Included  in  these  figures 
are  7  and  4  persons  respectively  who  were  admitted  to  the  Institution  from 
districts  outside  the  City.  There  were  861  new  admissions  to  the  Institution 
in  1932,  compared  with  725  in  1931  and  766  in  1930.  During  1932  15  persons  were 
admitted  from  the  areas  of  other  Local  Authorities.  Twenty-nine  persons  were 
transferred  to  Patrington  Institution  during  the  year.  The  number  of  persons  in 
the  Patrington  Institution  for  whose  maintenance  this  Authority  was  responsible, 
was  14  on  the  1st  January,  1932  and  16  on  the  31st  December,  1932.  Detailed 
particulars  of  the  admissions  month  by  month  to  the  Institution  are  to  be  found 
in  appendix  9  on  page  158.  The  daily  average  number  of  inmates  in  the  House 
in  1932  was  378,  and  the  aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  they  were  resident 
there  was  138,268. 


During  the  year  44  burials  took  place  from  the  Beverley  Road  Institution 
at  the  expense  of  the  Corporation. 


Beverley  Road  Institution — Hospital.  The  number  of  beds  available  at  the 
hospital  during  1932  was  400. 


The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year,  namely,  2,832,  showed  an  increase 
of  183  compared  with  the  number  for  the  previous  year — 2,649  ;  503  operations 
(324  major  and  179  minor)  were  performed  as  compared  with  a  total  of  508  during 
1931.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  was  381,  and  the 
aggregate  number  of  days  during  which  the  beds  were  occupied  was  139,233. 

District  Medical  Officers  and  Medical  Out-Relief.  There  were  two  changes 
in  the  personnel  of  the  District  Medical  Officers — Dr.  H.  B.  Shepherd  and  Dr.  J. 
MacNidder  retired  on  superannuation  ;  Dr.  G.  W.  Yule  and  Dr.  A.  M.  Boyne  were 
appointed  to  the  posts  thus  vacated.  After  further  consideration  the  scheme  for 
the  re-allocation  of  the  City  for  Public  Assistance  purposes  was  not  proceeded 
with  during  the  year.  The  district  served  by  each  District  Medical  Officer  was 
therefore  the  same  as  set  out  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1930.

The  dispensing  of  the  prescriptions  of  five  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  is 
provided  for  by  the  use  of  two  dispensaries  attached  to  two  of  the  Relief  Offices. 
The  prescriptions  of  one  of  the  other  District  Medical  Officers  are  dispensed  by 
two  private  chemists  under  contract.  The  other  three  District  Medical  Officers 
dispense  their  own  medicines,  the  drugs  being  supplied  by  the  Corporation. 

Surgical  Appliances,  Spectacles,  Dentures,  &c.  The  provision  of  surgical 
appliances,  spectacles,  dentures,  &c.,  is  included  in  the  scheme  of  interavailability 
of  the  clinic  services,  and  in  this  way  a  more  satisfactory  method  of  supplying 
these  various  requirements  is  in  operation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  W.  D.  Bingham,  Esq.,  the  City  Water  Engineer,  informs  me  : — 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  sunk  into  the  chalk 
strata  at  three  pumping  stations  ;  these  stations  are  all  within  a  three  mile  radius 
of  the  City,  and  are  situated  at  Springhead,  Cottingham  and  Dunswell. 


About  30  miles  of  new  mains  have  been  laid  in  the  City  during  the  year, 
principally  to  give  supplies  of  water  to  a  large  housing  estate  being  developed  by 
the  Corporation. 


The  approximate  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  City  is  81,131  ;  these, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  are  supplied  directly  from  the  Corporation’s  mains. 


The  average  number  of  gallons  consumed  per  head  per  day  during  1932  was 
35-3  for  all  purposes,  the  domestic  and  unmetered  trade  supply  being  26-3. 


The  water  is  analysed  by  the  City  Analyst  and  Bacteriologist  for  the  Water 
Department  every  quarter. 


Sampling  of  Water.  During  the  year  19  samples  of  water  were  taken  at  premises 
at  which  there  was  a  supply  of  water  other  than  or  in  addition  to  that  provided  by 
the  Corporation.  These  samples  were  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  and  Bacteriolo¬ 
gist  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  and  in  14  instances  he  reported 
that  the  water  was  of  an  unsatisfactory  character.  Of  the  14  samples,  four  were 
taken  from  pumps  used  in  connection  with  farm  buildings  ;  three  from  dwelling 
houses  ;  three  from  pumps  in  fields  attached  to  farm  premises  and  accessible  for  use 
by  the  general  public  ;  one  from  a  tank  at  a  dwelling  house  situated  at  some  con¬ 
siderable  distance  away  from  other  dwelling  houses  ;  one  from  a  tap  in  the  laundry 
at  one  of  the  Corporation’s  Institutions ;  and  two  from  pumps  at  farm  buildings 
situated  outside  the  City  boundary.  In  connection  with  the  latter  two  samples, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district  affected  was  informed  of  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  condition  of  the  water.  In  10  cases  the  question  of  discontinuing  the  use 
of  the  water  was,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  being  taken  up  with  the  persons  concerned. 
Regarding  the  sample  from  the  house  situated  a  considerable  distance  away  from 
adjoining  dwelling  houses,  suggestions  were  made  with  a  view  to  more  efficient 
means  of  filtration  being  adopted  ;  and  from  the  tap  in  the  laundry,  steps  were 
taken  to  prevent  such  water  from  being  used  for  drinking  purposes. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  following  particulars  are  submitted  from 
information  supplied  by  the  City  Engineer  : — 

No  important  extension  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  has  taken  place 
recently,  but  a  new  main  drainage  scheme  is  in  process  of  design.  This  scheme 
will  contain  improved  methods  of  screening  raw  sewage  prior  to  its  being  pumped 
into  the  river. 


Rivers  and  Streams.  No  nuisance  was  reported  during  1932  from  any  of  the 
rivers  and  streams  within  the  City. 

Scavenging.  The  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse,  Street  Cleansing,  and  the 
maintenance  of  Public  Lavatories  in  the  City  are  under  the  control  of  the  Public 
Cleansing  Department.  A  separate  report  regarding  these  services  is  issued  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Cleansing,  by  whom  the  following  particulars  have  been 
furnished  : — 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  During  1932  a  total  of  71,101  tons  of  house 
and  trade  refuse  were  collected,  namely,  dry  refuse  70,730,  nightsoil  288,  and 
waste  paper  83  tons. 

Of  the  70,730  tons  of  dry  refuse,  34,005  tons,  or  48  per  cent.,  were  disposed 
of  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant,  and  36,725  tons,  or  52  per  cent.,  at  tips. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  some  1,141  loads  (321  tons)  of  refuse  were  delivered 
to  the  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  by  private  traders,  and  967  loads  (1,064  tons)  to  the 
various  tips. 

The  whole  of  the  nightsoil  was  railed  to  fanners  as  soon  as  collected,  and  the 
paper  baled  and  sold  to  waste  paper  merchants. 

Public  Lavatories  and  Urinals.  There  are  5  Public  Lavatories  and  45 
Urinals  in  the  City.  An  additional  public  lavatory,  the  erection  of  which  was  in 
progress  in  1931,  providing  accommodation  for  both  sexes,  was  completed  and 
ready  for  opening  early  in  the  New  Year  (1933).  The  provision  of  further  urinal 
accommodation  in  the  suburban  districts  is  under  consideration. 

Disinfecting  Station.  The  following  figures  show  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
staff  attached  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Scarborough  Street,  during  the  past 
5  years  : —

All  the  school  children  treated  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  during  1932  were 
cases  of  Scabies. 

1,547  disinfectant  baths  were  given  to  other  persons  suffering  from  Scabies, 
and  372  verminous  persons  were  treated  ;  19  others  were  contacts  with  cases  of 
infectious  diseases. 

Forty-eight  Midwives  received  baths  and  had  their  clothing,  etc.,  disinfected 
after  contact  with  infection,  and  prior  to  attending  further  cases. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  articles  of  bedding,  etc.,  dealt  with  at  the 
Disinfecting  Station  is  partly  due  to  the  system  adopted  in  the  re-housing  of 
persons  removed  from  the  slum  clearance  areas  to  newly  erected  houses  or  flats. 
In  all  these  cases  thorough  disinfection  of  articles  of  furniture,  &c.  was  carried  out, 
and  the  bedding  was  taken  to  the  Disinfecting  Station  for  disinfection  before  being 
transferred  to  the  new  homes. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  PRIVY  CONVERSION  SCHEME. 


There  have  been  39,630  conservancy  sanitary  conveniences  converted  to 
the  water-carriage  system.  The  Corporation,  in  default  of  the  owners,  have  done 
more  than  35,000  of  the  conversions,  the  work  having  been  carried  out  by  con¬ 
tractors  engaged  by  them.  The  owners  have  dealt  with  the  remainder. 

The  total  loans  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Corporation  for  this  purpose  has 
amounted  to  over  £248,000  ;  out  of  this  sum  about  £99,000  has  been  charged  to 
the  owners  of  the  affected  properties. 
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Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  there  have  also  been  678  conveniences 
dismantled  by  owners,  mostly  at  houses  where  water  closets  were  already  provided. 
In  other  cases  the  conveniences  were  dismantled  as  the  result  of  the  demolition 
of  the  premises  to  which  they  belonged. 

The  conversions,  apart  from  a  relatively  small  number  dealt  with  under 
Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  have  been  carried  out  under  notices 
served  under  Section  39  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  in 
the  case  of  privies,  and  under  that  Section  of  that  Act  as  amended  by  Section  20  (1) 
of  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1924,  in  the  case  of  pail  closets. 

There  remain  only  30  conveniences  to  be  converted,  all  of  which  are  within 
the  areas  added  to  the  City  on  the  1st  April,  1930.  There  are  also  roughly  350 
sanitary  conveniences  which  are  not  being  dealt  with.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  of  them  are  situated  in  unhealthy  areas  in  respect  of  which  action  is  being 
taken  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  the  conveniences  will  be  demolished  as  the 
areas  are  dealt  with.  The  remainder  of  the  conveniences  cannot  be  dealt  with 
owing  to  difficulties  connected  with  sewerage,  water  supply,  etc. 

During  the  year  24  conveniences  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors: 
The  number  of  notices  served  was  7,  and  8  inspections  were  made  of  drainage 
and  other  works. 

The  following  are  the  approximate  numbers  of  water  closets  and  privies  and 
pail  closets  in  the  City  at  the  end  of  1932  : —

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District.  The  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  was  18,902.  This  figure  shows  a 
decrease  of  2,237  compared  with  the  number  of  inspections  during  the  preceding 
year.  There  has,  however,  been  a  considerably  increased  number  of  houses  inspected 
by  the  staff  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1925-1930. 

During  the  year,  6,890  informal  and  696  statutory  notices  with  regard  to  the 
abatement  of  nuisances,  &c.,  were  served,  compared  with  7,473  informal  and 
1,077  statutory  notices  served  during  1931.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  1,025  notices 
(863  informal  and  162  statutory)  were  not  complied  with,  but  all  the  other  notices 
reported  as  not  complied  with  at  the  end  of  1931  were  complied  with  in  the  year 
under  review.

The  298  statutory  notices  served  under  Section  20  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1925,  were  in  respect  of  67  courts  and  passages  which  were  not  formed,  flagged, 
asphalted  or  paved  as  to  allow  of  the  effectual  drainage  of  the  subsoil  or  surface. 
Included  in  the  352  notices  complied  with  (referring  to  78  courts  and  passages), 
were  166  (61  courts  and  passages)  in  respect  of  which  the  works  were  carried  out 
by  the  owners  concerned.  The  works  required  by  the  remaining  186  notices 
(17  courts  and  passages)  were,  in  default  of  the  owners,  executed  by  the  Corporation. 


Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  10  cases  in  connection  with  notices  served 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  Nine  summonses 
were  withdrawn  ;  in  two  instances  the  persons  responsible  had  taken  the  necessary 
steps  to  comply  with  the  notices  before  the  cases  were  due  to  be  heard,  and  in 
seven  instances  the  person  concerned  gave  an  undertaking  that  the  work  necessary 
to  comply  with  the  notices  would  be  carried  out  immediately.  In  the  remaining 
case  an  Order  was  made  by  the  Court  for  the  work  to  be  done  in  3  days  ;  the 
Order  was  not  complied  with  and  the  person  concerned  was  fined  27/-  or  19  days. 
All  the  notices  were  subsequently  complied  with. 
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Smoke  Abatement.  During  the  year  the  number  of  observations  (each  of  half 
an  hour’s  duration)  made  by  the  two  Smoke  Inspectors,  in  respect  of  emission  of 
smoke,  etc.,  was  3,165  ;  1,115  inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  concerned. 


An  analysis  of  the  3,165  observations  shows  that  in  2,941  instances  smoke 
was  emitted  during  the  half  hour  observation,  but  was  not  in  sufficient  quantity 
to  be  regarded  as  a  nuisance.  In  224  cases  smoke  (116  black  and  108  dense)  was 
emitted  for  varying  periods  ;  of  the  116  black  smoke  emissions  94  were  for  periods 
under  two  minutes  and  22  for  periods  over  two  minutes  during  the  half  hour 
observation  ;  of  the  108  dense  smoke  (other  than  black),  83  were  for  periods  under 
two  minutes,  whilst  the  remaining  25  were  for  periods  over  two  minutes.  During 
the  whole  of  the  observations  recorded,  it  was  found  that  dense  smoke  was  emitted 
for  354  minutes,  the  average  being  an  emission  during  6-7  seconds  per  half  hour’s 
observation. 


The  number  of  warning  letters  sent  out  in  the  more  serious  cases  was  78 
(including  16  follow-up  letters)  ;  and  verbal  cautions  were  given  by  the  Inspectors 
in  149  instances.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices  during  the 
year.  The  two  statutory  notices  which  were  not  complied  with  at  the  end  of  1931 
were  complied  with  during  the  year  under  review. 

Altogether  205  nuisances  were  abated  during  the  year,  and  as  a  result  of 
representations  by  the  Inspectors,  57  improvements  have  been  made  to  plant 
in  order  properly  to  control  smoke  emission. 


Reference  in  another  section  of  this  report  has  been  made  to  the  mitigation 
of  smoke  nuisances  caused  by  the  locomotives,  etc.,  at  the  Fair  Ground. 

Deposits  of  Soot.  The  City  Analyst  has  examined  monthly  throughout  the 
year  the  contents  of  two  atmospheric  pollution  gauges  placed  (1)  in  the  garden 
at  the  rear  of  Kingston  Almshouses,  Beverley  Road ;  (2)  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Northern  Cemetery.  The  detailed  results  will  be  published  in  the  City  Analyst’s 
Annual  Report.  The  total  deposit  of  solid  matters  (soluble  and  insoluble)  shown 
by  the  two  gauges  was  as  follows  : —

with  322|  tons  per  square  mile  in  1931  and  336|  tons  in  1930. 
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Ultra-  Violet  Light  {Natural).  The  City  Analyst’s  records  of  the  Ultra-Violet 
Light  received  from  the  sky  and  sunshine  are  obtained  by  noting  the  fading  of  a 
standard  methylene  blue  solution  in  an  apparatus  fixed  on  the  roof  of  the  new 
City  Laboratories.

One  Ammoniacal  Liquor  Works  and  one  Knacker’s  Yard  are  also  regularly 
visited  by  Inspectors  from  the  Health  Department. 

Two  applications  were  received  for  permission  to  resume  the  trade  of  a  fish 
curer  upon  premises  previously  used  for  the  purpose.  The  applications  were 
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granted  to  the  end  of  the  year.  There  are  now  11  cases  where  consent  has  been 
given  by  the  Corporation  to  the  carrying  on  of  an  offensive  trade  for  a  limited 
period. 

The  installation  of  additional  machinery  and  plant  at  the  fish  meal  factory 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  has  been  completed. 

All  the  premises  wherein  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  are  subjected  to 
systematic  day  and  night  observations.  The  total  number  of  inspections  made  in 
1932  by  the  Offensive  Trades  Inspectors  of  these  premises  and  other  places  where 
nuisances  from  effluvia  might  arise  was  4,632,  comprising  3,748  day  and  884  night 
observations.  87  informal  notices  were  served  with  respect  to  breaches  of  the 
Byelaws.  At  the  end  of  the  year  84  notices,  including  13  outstanding  from  the 
previous  year,  had  been  complied  with  ;  the  remaining  outstanding  notices  are 
being  followed  up. 


Pig  Keeping.  The  number  of  premises  registered  as  complying  with  the  City 
Byelaws  was  235,  provided  with  610  styes,  of  which  1,893  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year.  In  1932  there  were  21  contraventions  of  the  Byelaws  regarding 
which  informal  notices  were  served,  and  these,  with  the  exception  of  two,  were 
complied  with. 

In  addition  to  the  235  registered  premises  referred  to  above,  there  are  some 
78  premises  provided  with  236  styes,  in  the  added  areas  brought  within  the  new 
City  boundary  on  the  1st  April,  1930.  Whilst  the  existing  byelaws  do  not  apply 
thereto,  these  premises  are  periodically  inspected,  pending  the  revision  of  the 
byelaws. 


Removal  of  Offensive  or  Noxious  Matter  or  Liquid.  In  addition  to  verbal 
cautions  in  a  number  of  cases,  it  was  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  three 
firms  to  their  contravention  of  the  Byelaws  with  respect  to  the  removal  of  offensive 
or  noxious  matter  through  the  streets  of  the  City  during  prohibited  hours ;  the 
firms  concerned  immediately  took  steps  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Byelaws. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  registered 
Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City  containing  172  rooms,  with  accommodation 
for  799  lodgers. 

Three  houses  are  provided  with  cubicles,  and  there  is  accommodation  at  one 
house  for  seven  married  couples. 
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During  the  year  1932  the  Inspector  made  871  day  and  71  night  visits. 
Contraventions  of  the  Byelaws  were  found  in  174  instances ;  5  letters  and 
28  notices  were  addressed  to  the  persons  concerned,  and  170  verbal  cautions  were 
given  by  the  Inspector.  The  close  of  the  year  found  all  requirements  complied  with. 

Seamen  s  Lodging  Houses.  There  were  21  of  these  houses  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  compared  with  22  in  1931.  Included  in  the  21  houses  above- 
mentioned  is  the  Victoria  Mansions,  which  provides  accommodation  for  490  men  ; 
the  sleeping  places  consist  of  single  cubicles.  The  other  20  houses  contain  altogether 
111  rooms  or  cubicles  and  provide  for  284  seamen. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Inspector  during  the  year  was  992 
(919  day  and  73  night).  During  the  year  52  contraventions  of  the  Byelaws  were 
found,  in  connection  with  which  3  letters  were  sent  and  49  verbal  cautions 
were  given  by  the  Inspector  to  the  persons  concerned.  At  the  end  of  the  year  all 
the  matters  had  received  attention. 

In  addition  to  the  above  inspections,  visits  were  paid  to  other  premises  where 
it  was  believed  that  coloured  seamen  were  being  lodged,  and  it  was  found  that  in 
three  instances  seamen  had  been  and  were  being  lodged  at  certain  premises  which 
had  not  been  licensed  by  the  Authority.  In  one  case,  where  the  keeper  had  been 
previously  warned  and  had  also  been  refused  a  licence,  evidence  was  submitted  to 
the  Town  Clerk  with  a  view  to  proceedings  being  instituted  ;  in  the  other  two 
instances  letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  the  keepers  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Houses  Let-in-Lodgings.  There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  houses 
let-in-lodgings  registered  under  the  Byelaws,  the  total  at  the  end  of  the  year  being 
255,  compared  with  286  at  the  end  of  1931  ;  the  reduction  was  due  to  the  demolition 
of  certain  properties  in  connection  with  slum  clearance  and  other  improvement 
schemes.  The  255  houses  contained  1,460  rooms,  of  which  138  unfurnished  and 
205  furnished  were  used  for  sleeping  purposes  only  ;  504  unfurnished  and  613 
furnished  were  used  for  living  and  sleeping  purposes.  Owing  to  the  rentals  charged, 
a  large  number  of  houses  let  off  in  rooms  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
existing  Byelaws.  New  Byelaws  passed  by  the  City  Council  were,  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  awaiting  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health.  It  is  anticipated  that 
as  the  result  of  the  operation  of  these  bye-laws  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  houses  to  be  registered. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  to  houses  let-in-lodgings  was  5,025  ;  these 
include  846  visits  to  houses  exempt  from  registration  and  86  night  visits  to  regis¬ 
tered  houses  ;  545  notices  were  served  and  317  verbal  cautions  were  given  with 
regard  to  various  infringements  which  were  found.  During  the  year  it  was  not 
necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 
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Detailed  information  as  to  inspections  made,  and  defects,  etc.  found  at  houses 
let-in-lodgings  is  to  be  found  in  appendix  12  (pages  164  and  165). 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1,097  workshops 
and  110  workplaces  on  the  register,  compared  with  1,090  workshops  and  112 
workplaces  for  last  year  ;  3,660  inspections,  including  810  re-visits,  were  made  of 
factories,  workshops  and  workplaces  ;  405  contraventions  of  the  Acts  were  found, 
and  were  mainly  concerned  with  failure  to  carry  out  the  periodical  cleansing  of 
workshops,  neglecting  to  send  in  lists  of  outworkers  at  the  stipulated  times,  and 
unsatisfactory  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  298  notices  were  sent,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  277  had  been  complied  with.  In  a  number  of  cases  it  was  not 
necessary  to  serve  notices  as  the  defects  were  remedied  at  the  verbal  request  of  the 
Inspectors. 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  forwarded  to  this  Authority  43  notices  regarding 
matters  needing  attention  at  factories  and  workshops.;  12  of  the  notices  referred 
to  workshops  and  eight  of  them  could  not  be  sustained.  (Appendix  13,  page  170.) 

H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  was  notified  of  26  workshops  in  which  protected 
persons  were  employed. 

Two  water  closets  were  provided  at  premises  where  there  was  no  closet 
accommodation,  and  three  additional  water  closets  were  installed  at  buildings 
where  the  accommodation  was  insufficient. 

Bakehouses  are  dealt  with  under  the  Section  relating  to  “  Food.” 

Outworkers.  There  were  262  persons  employed  as  outworkers,  namely,  127 
males  and  135  females.  The  employers  number  91.  The  workers  are  principally 
employed  in  net  braiding  and  tailoring.  Visits  have  been  paid  to  most  of  the 
premises,  particularly  those  where  the  making  of  wearing  apparel  and  of  furniture 
and  work  incidental  thereto  has  been  carried  on.  Appendix  13,  pages  166  to  169, 
gives  the  details  required  by  the  Home  Office. 

Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire.  Special  inspections  were  made  of  the  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire  at  34  factories  and  55  workshops.  Additional  means  of 
escape  were  found  to  be  required  at  one  workshop  and  five  factories.  The  workshop 
was  vacated  following  the  service  of  notice.  At  two  of  the  factories  additional 
means  of  escape  were  provided,  and  at  the  remaining  three  the  firms  are  arranging 
for  the  necessary  work  to  be  done.  There  were  also  20  fire  escapes  found  not  to  be 
in  order.  Twenty  fire  escapes,  including  a  number  being  dealt  with  at  the  close 
of  last  year,  have  been  put  into  a  satisfactory  condition. 
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New  Factories,  Workshops,  etc.  Thirty-five  plans  of  factories,  workshops,  etc. 
were  received  and  examined.  Four  plans  were  not  approved  until  they  had  been 
modified.  Four  other  plans  were  also  not  approved  ;  three  of  the  firms  concerned 
are  giving  the  matter  their  attention.  In  the  remaining  case,  where  proper  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire  were  not  shown,  the  requirements  of  the  Department  were 
complied  with  as  the  result  of  the  service  of  an  informal  notice  after  the  firm 
concerned  entered  into  occupation  of  the  premises. 

Factory  Steam  Whistles.  No  applications  were  received  for  sanction  to  use 
steam  whistles.  There  are  65  registered  users  of  steam  whistles. 

Rag  Flock  Acts.  Twelve  samples  were  taken  and  all  were  found  to  comply 
with  the  standard  of  cleanliness  laid  down  by  the  Rag  Flock  Acts  1911-1928. 


Shops  Acts.  There  are  7,335  shops  on  the  register,  at  which  3,892  males  and 
2,387  females  are  employed.  The  inspections  totalled  14,483  ;  305  contraventions 
were  found  chiefly  in  relation  to  failure  to  exhibit  the  required  notices.  In  six  of 
the  cases  shop  assistants  were  found  not  to  have  been  given  a  weekly  half-holiday. 

Cinemas  and  Theatres.  The  Workshops,  etc.  Inspectors  continued  to  inspect 
the  sanitary  conditions  at  cinemas  and  theatres,  and  they  made  183  inspections. 
The  premises  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Four  tests  were  made 
of  the  atmospheric  conditions  in  cinemas,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Fabrics  ( Misdescription )  Act.  No  sample  was  taken,  as  the  Inspectors  did 
not  find  any  premises  where  declared  non-inflammable  materials  were  being  sold. 

Canal  Boats.  The  report  of  the  Canal  Boats  Inspector  is  printed  as  Appendix 
15  (pages  173  and  174).  Visits  of  inspection  numbered  949  ;  at  the  end  of  the 
year  particulars  of  875  canal  boats  were  on  the  local  register. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds.  Regarding  the  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1931, 
it  was  necessary  in  the  early  part  of  1932  to  institute  proceedings  in  7  instances 
for  contraventions  of  the  provisions  of  Section  45  of  the  Kingston  upon  Hull 
Corporation  Act,  1930  ;  2  against  persons  who  had  without  the  previous  approval 
of  the  Corporation  let  or  permitted  to  be  used  land  for  occupation  by  tents,  vans 
and  sheds,  etc.,  5  who  had  placed  or  kept  vans  on  land  within  the  City  without 
the  previous  approval  of  the  Corporation,  and  one  who  had  placed  or  kept  a  tent 
on  land  without  the  previous  approval  of  the  Corporation.  Judgment  in  each 
case  was  postponed  for  fourteen  days.  The  vans  and  tent  having  been  removed 
from  the  land  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  the  summonses  were  withdrawn. 
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The  publicity  given  in  the  Press  with  regard  to  these  cases  was  very  helpful 
and  resulted  in  applications  from  owners  of  land  for  information  respecting  the 
procedure  necessary  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  Corporation  for  such  land  to  be 
used  for  occupation  by  tents,  vans  and  sheds.  Nine  applications  were  received 
and  approval  was  given  in  7  instances  in  respect  of  land  with  accommodation 
for  17  vans.  Twenty  applications  were  received  from  occupiers  to  place  or  keep 
vans  on  land  ;  permission  to  do  so  was  granted  in  11  instances. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  10  vans  were  being  kept  on  the  7  approved  lands 
and  these  were  occupied  by  12  males  and  10  females.  The  lands  and  vans  were 
periodically  inspected,  and  at  no  time  was  it  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
owners  or  occupiers  to  any  contravention  of  the  byelaws. 

Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  ( Restrictions )  Acts,  1920  and  1923.  During  the 
year  3  applications  were  made  in  respect  of  houses  which  were  not  kept  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair.  In  2  instances  the  owners  carried  out  the  necessary 
work  before  the  certificates  could  be  issued.  In  the  other  case  a  certificate  was 
issued  to  the  tenant  of  the  house  ;  the  owner  subsequently  carried  out  the 
necessary  repairs. 

H'idl  Fair.  There  were  304  vans,  7  booths  and  5  tents  on  or  near  the 
Fair  ground,  occupied  by  708  adults  and  179  children.  A  total  of  1,896  visits  was 
paid  to  the  vans,  etc.,  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  enquiries  made  as  to  the 
health  of  the  occupants.  One  case  of  infectious  disease  (diphtheria)  was  reported 
and  the  patient,  a  boy  aged  5  years,  was  removed  to  hospital,  and  the  living 
van  and  the  contents  were  fumigated.  No  overcrowding  was  discovered. 

In  preparation  for  the  Fair,  a  new  brick  building  was  erected  on  the  Fair 
ground  containing  permanent  sanitary  accommodation,  consisting  of  11  water 
closets  and  a  13-stall  urinal  for  males,  and  13  water  closets  for  females,  together 
with  12  lavatory  bowls  fitted  with  hot  and  cold  water.  It  was  found  that  late  in 
the  evenings  during  the  Fair  the  urinal  accommodation  was  inadequate.  The 
question  of  providing  additional  facilities  of  a  temporary  character  will  have  to  be 
considered  in  the  future. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  accommodation,  temporary  sanitary 
conveniences,  consisting  of  14  pail  closets  (7  for  each  sex)  were  provided  for 
the  use  of  van  dwellers  in  the  Fair  ground  and  in  Spring  Bank  West,  and  9  carts 
were  also  provided  for  the  reception  of  refuse.  The  conveniences  and  refuse  carts 
were  disinfected  daily  after  the  removal  of  the  contents.  The  closets  were  main¬ 
tained  in  good  order  and  the  pails  were  of  sufficient  capacity.  Arrangements  made 
by  the  Public  Cleansing  Department  allowed  for  the  removal  of  the  whole  of  the 
refuse  (including  street  sweepings)  by  eleven  o’clock  each  morning. 
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The  lodging  house  inspectors  visited  846  houses  in  the  streets  adjacent  to  the 
Fair  ground  and  found  43.  houses  in  which  lodgers  were  taken  (97  males  and  22 
females).  No  infringements  of  the  byelaws  were  discovered,  the  houses  being  well 
conducted  and  clean.  Night  visits  were  made,  and  it  was  ascertained  there  was 
ample  accommodation  for  lodgers. 

One  hundred  and  eighty  inspections  with  regard  to  smoke  abatement  were 
made  ;  66  verbal  cautions  were  given  and  in  6  instances  where  effective  steps 
were  not  being  taken  to  prevent  the  emission  of  heavy  smoke,  letters  of  caution 
were  addressed  to  the  responsible  persons.  The  attention  of  all  concerned  had 
previously  been  drawn  to  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abatement) 
Act,  1926. 

The  Sampling  Officer  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  took 
4  samples  of  sweets  and  6  samples  of  ice  cream,  the  latter  for  bacteriological 
examination,  in  and  near  the  Fair.  The  4  samples  of  sweets  and  3  of  the 
6  samples  of  ice  cream  were  reported  by  the  City  Analyst  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  remaining  2  samples  of  ice  cream  were  reported  to  be  of  unsatisfactory 
character.  The  Sampling  Officer  visited  the  places  where  the  ice  cream  had  been 
manufactured,  and  made  an  examination  of  the  plant  and  instituted  enquiries. 
It  was  found  that  2  of  the  manufacturers  had  ceased  to  make  ice  cream.  The 
premises  of  the  third  manufacturer  were  kept  under  observation. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction.  One  rat  catcher  is  employed  upon  this  work, 
and  drainage  attendants  assist  him  when  necessary.  The  Authority’s  Sanitary 
Inspectors  are  appointed  as  officers  under  the  Act  of  1919,  and  they  enquire  into 
all  cases  of  rat  infestation,  and  where  necessary  give  advice  as  to  the  best  action 
to  be  taken.  The  total  number  of  rats  killed  was  4,556,  and  they  were  secured  by 
the  following  methods  : — ■

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The  number  caught  in  1931  was  4,973  and  in  1930,  3,749.  Thirty-two  poison 
baits  were  laid  and  taken. 

During  the  year  638  complaints,  mostly  from  occupiers  of  dwelling  houses, 
were  received  of  infestation  of  premises  by  rats.  These  were  investigated  by  the 
Rat  Officers,  and  information  as  to  methods  of  destroying  rats  was  given.  Where 
necessary,  action  was  taken  by  the  rat  catchers. 

Informal  communications  were,  in  a  number  of  instances,  addressed  to  persons 
whose  premises  were  rat  infested,  requesting  them  to  rid  the  premises  of  rats  and 
to  take  steps  to  prevent  infestation. 

During  National  “  Rat  Week  ”  from  7th  to  12th  November,  communications 
were  addressed  to  the  occupiers  of  a  number  of  premises  which  were  thought  likely 
to  be  infested  by  rats,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  need  for  making  a  special 
effort  for  the  destruction  of  rats.  A  copy  of  the  Bulletin  on  the  "  Extermination 
of  Rats”  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  was  sent  to  these 
persons.  The  Bulletin  was  also  distributed  during  the  “  Week  ”  in  suitable  cases 
to  persons  who  complained  of  rat  infestation  and  sought  the  Department’s 
assistance. 

The  Director  of  Education  circularised  the  head  teachers  of  schools  in  the 
City  and  requested  them  to  take  such  action  as  they  considered  desirable  to  draw 
the  scholars’  attention  to  the  importance  of  "  Rat  Week.” 


The  local  newspaper  kindly  made  several  references  to  the  need  for  taking 
action  to  exterminate  rats  and  mice. 


Mosquito  Control.  An  anti-mosquito  campaign  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  on  lines  similar  to  those  that  obtained  in  1931.  The  charted  breeding  places 
within  the  City  boundary,  as  well  as  new  places  discovered  during  the  course  of  tjie 
campaign,  were  kept  under  observation  and  treated  at  intervals  when  necessary. 
In  all,  some  50  areas  were  observed,  30  of  which  were  found  to  require  treatment. 
Mosquito  larvae  were  discovered  in  the  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  instars  as  early  as  the 
24th  May,  and  regular  treatment  continued  from  May  until  October.  During  the 
very  warm  period  of  the  year  (July  to  September)  as  mosquito  larvae  were 
developing  very  rapidly,  it  was  necessary  in  some  instances  to  treat  the  breeding 
places  at  three-weekly  intervals.  Although  more  frequent  treatment  of  the  larger 
ponds  and  ditches  was  necessary,  it  was  found  that  a  considerable  number  of  the 
smaller  breeding  places  became  completely  dried  up,  with  the  result  that  it  was 
possible  to  keep  under  control  all  the  breeding  places  treated  by  the  Department. 
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One  of  the  principal  breeding  places  in  the  City  is  a  large  pond  near  the 
Humber  foreshore  to  the  east  of  the  King  George  Dock.  Certain  steps  have  been 
taken  by  the  owners  of  this  pond.  It  is  hoped  that  by  more  complete  co-ordination 
between  such  owners  and  the  Health  Department,  effective  control  of  mosquito 
breeding  will  be  obtained,  and  the  nuisance  in  this  part  of  the  City  be  successfully 
dealt  with. 


Several  ditches  known  to  the  Department  as  breeding  places  and  situate  on 
land  belonging  to  the  Corporation  in  the  near  vicinity  of  dwelling  houses,  etc., 
have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  committees  concerned  with  a  view  to  such 
ditches  being  piped  and  filled  in. 


In  the  course  of  the  campaign  some  500  gallons  of  Anti-Malarial  Oil,  100 
gallons  of  Larvicide  and  seven  gallons  of  “  Rentokill  ”  Oil  were  used. 


Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  mosquitoes  give  rise  to  considerable  annoyance, 
apart  from  the  pain  and  discomfort  inflicted  on  those  bitten  by  them,  the  results 
of  the  anti-mosquito  campaign  fully  justify  the  expenditure  incurred. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Corporation  to  carry  out  another  campaign  in  1933. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Open  Spaces.  From  a  return  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer,  it  appears  that 
there  are  in  the  City  and  immediately  adjoining  it,  507  acres  of  Public  Parks, 
Gardens,  Recreation  Grounds  and  open  spaces  owned  by  the  Corporation.  They 
include  4  parks,  a  golf  course,  6  large  playing  fields,  2  boating  lakes  and 
various  smaller  open  spaces  upon  which  children’s  playing  equipment  has  been 
erected.  Educational  Institutions,  including  the  University  College  and  Hymers 
College,  have  the  use  of  over  280  acres  of  ground  for  school  sports,  and  private 
sports  grounds  used  by  different  clubs  and  organisations  associated  with  places 
of  worship  and  large  manufacturing  firms  occupy  over  200  acres.  The  land  used 
for  public  allotments  is  280  acres.  As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  importance 
to  the  public  health  of  developing  facilities  for  open-air  recreation,  cannot  be 
over-rated. 


Public  Baths,  Washhouses,  etc.  The  total  attendances  at  the  public  swimming, 
slipper  and  vapour,  electro-medical  baths  and  public  washhouses  during  1932 
was  680,591. 
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New  baths  are  being  constructed  in  Albert  Avenue  providing  accommodation 
for  137  adults  and  86  children.  It  is  anticipated  they  will  be  ready  for  use  in  June, 


1933. 


Mortuary.  The  public  mortuary  is  situated  in  a  disused  burial  ground  in 
Castle  Street.  Attached  is  a  properly  equipped  post-mortem  room  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners,  at  which  164  post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  1932. 


There  is  no  Coroner’s  Court,  and  inquests  are  usually  held  in  a  room  at  the 
Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 


Dr.  John  Divine,  His  Majesty’s  Coroner  for  the  City,  has  kindly  furnished

Deaths  from  Road  Vehicular  Accidents.  Coroners  ( Amendment )  Act,  1926, 
13  (2)  (d).  The  Coroner  has  also  been  good  enough  to  supply  the  following 
information  on  the  fatal  road  accidents  which  occurred  in  his  area  during  1932. 

Inquests  with  jury  are  required  in  all  fatal  accidents  due  to  the  use  of  a  vehicle 
in  a  street  or  “  public  highway.”  During  1932,  44  such  inquests  were  held  as 
against  47  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  in  the  year  under  review,  34  were 
in  respect  of  accidents  that  occurred  in  the  City,  and  10  in  regard  to  accidents 
outside  the  City  boundary,  the  total  for  1931  including  38  in  the  City  and  9 
outside. 
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A  summary  of  the  facts  established  in  the  34  local  cases  in  1932  is  as  follows 

Pedestrians  (20). — 16  knocked  down  as  the  result  of  stepping  off  the  pavement 
or  running  across  the  road,  namely,  one  by  a  push  cyclist,  one  by  a  tram  car,  and 
14  by  motor  vehicles — motor  lorries  6,  motor  buses  4,  motor  cars  2,  and  motor 
cycles  2.  Of  the  other  four,  2  fell  underneath  and  were  run  over  by  a  horse  and 
rully  ;  one  was  knocked  down  by  a  runaway  horse,  and  the  other  was  knocked 
down  after  walking  into  the  hind  wheel  of  a  motor  cycle. 


Push  Cyclists  (8).- — Five  collided  with  motor  cars,  one  with  a  motor  cycle  and 
one  with  a  motor  lorry,  and  one  fell  in  front  of  a  moving  tram  car. 

Motor  Cyclists  (3).- — Two  as  the  result  of  a  collision  with  tram  cars  and  one 
(who  was  a  pillion  rider)  following  a  collision  with  a  motor  car. 

The  remaining  3  cases  were  a  child  (who  had  been  riding  on  the  connecting 
rod)  run  over  by  the  trailer  attached  to  a  motor  lorry  ;  a  youth  who,  whilst  at 
work,  was  crushed  between  a  motor  lorry  and  a  brick  wall,  and  a  man  knocked 
down  by  scaffolding  with  which  a  motor  bus  collided. 

The  persons  killed,  etc.  numbered  25  males  and  9  females.  The  age  periods 
of  the  males  were  :  under  5  years,  2  ;  5  to  15  years,  4  ;  15  to  25  years,  2  ;  25  to 
45  years,  5  ;  45  to  65  years,  8  ;  65  to  80  years,  4.  The  9  females  were  aged  3,  4,  61, 
70,  72,  74,  74,  75  and  85  years  respectively. 

Disposal  of  the  Dead.  The  City  Engineer  considers  that  the  Corporation  have 
provided  adequate  accommodation  for  the  disposal  of  the  dead.

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The  Crematorium  has  recently  been  refitted,  a  new  gas  furnace  having  been 
installed. 

Training  of  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  arrangements  for  the  practical  training 
of  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  been  continued  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Joint  Examination 
Board.  During  1932,  5  persons  were  granted  permission  to  undertake  the 
course  of  training,  one  of  whom  had  completed  the  course  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Arrangements  were  again  made  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  for 
a  course  of  lectures,  in  preparation  for  the  examination  for  the  certificate,  to 
be  given  at  the  Technical  College  on  tv/o  evenings  a  week  for  a  period  of  26 
weeks,  between  September  and  April.  The  fee  for  the  course  of  lectures  was  the 
same  as  last  year,  i.e.,  £1  Is.  payable  to  the  Local  Education  Authority  ;  15  students 
enrolled  and  were  continuing  the  course  at  the  end  of  the  year.

In  addition  to  the  1,679  houses  erected  by  the  Local  Authority,  private 
builders  have  erected  during  the  year  1,246  houses,  of  which  268  were  erected  by 
the  Sutton  Trust,  and  in  respect  of  which  Government  subsidy  was  granted. 
No  State  aid  was  granted  towards  the  cost  of  erection  of  the  remaining  978  houses. 

It  is  known  that  317  houses  were  demolished  for  various  reasons  during  the 
year,  and  25  houses  were  rendered  unuseable,  thus  the  net  increase  during  the  year 
in  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  City  is  2,583. 

The  following  table  shows  the  housing  progress  which  has  been  made  since 
1921  : —

The  Corporation’s  building  programme  for  1933  includes  the  erection  of 
153  houses  in  completion  of  existing  contracts.  General  approval  has  been  given 
by  the  City  Council  to  the  erection  of  150  houses,  33  flats,  60  cottage  flats  and 
11  shops,  but  these  have  not  yet  been  formally  sanctioned. 

Following  the  practice  of  the  past  few  years,  in  all  schemes  in  hand,  or 
contemplated,  bricks  are  being  used  in  preference  to  concrete  or  other  patent 
type  of  construction,  and  external  cavity  walls  have  been  adopted  as  standard, 
thus  ensuring  an  even  internal  temperature  with  an  absence  of  dampness  in  the 
walls  of  the  rooms. 

Central  heating  installations  are  fitted  in  3,228  houses,  whilst  126  houses  have 
been  provided  with  electric  cooking  and  washing  installations  by  the  Housing 
Committee.  In  many  other  cases  the  occupying  tenants  have  themselves  placed 
orders  with  the  Electricity  Department  for  electric  cookers  and  other  electrical 
appliances. 
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GENERAL  ACTION  TAKEN  AS  REGARDS  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

(a)  Under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

During  the  year  256  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  mostly  in  respect  of  nuisances  existing  in  dwelling-houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  65  notices  were  not  complied  with  and  will  be 
reported  on  next  year.  Those  complied  with  during  the  year  include  the 
70  mentioned  as  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1931. 


Informal  Action. 

Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  6,890  dwelling  houses,  and  6,822  houses 
were  rendered  fit  in  pursuance  of  informal  notices. 

(b)  Under  the  Housing  Acts. 

During  the  year  235  houses  were  represented  under  the  provisions  of 
Sections  19  and  20  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  as  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  241  houses.  Consideration  of 
the  making  of  demolition  orders  was  deferred  in  respect  of  21  houses,  under¬ 
takings  under  Section  19  (2)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  were  accepted  in 
respect  of  17  houses,  and  the  question  of  the  making  of  demolition  orders  in 
respect  of  57  houses  already  represented  will  be  considered  during  1933. 

Pursuant  to  the  making  of  demolition  orders  316  houses  were  demolished 
during  the  year,  199  of  these  being  in  respect  of  orders  made  in  1931. 

Notices  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  were  served  during 
1931  in  respect  of  8  houses,  and  were  complied  with  during  the  present 
year. 

In  pursuance  of  notices  served  during  the  last  year  under  Section  3  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1925,  22  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Informal  Action. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regula¬ 
tions,  house-to-house  inspection  was  carried  out  in  connection  with  1,247 
dwelling  houses,  and  of  these  967  were  found  to  be  in  such  a  state  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  capable,  at  reasonable  expense,  of  being  made 
so  fit  ;  the  whole  of  these  were  dealt  with  informally. 

As  a  result  of  representation  under  Section  19,  one  house  was  voluntarily 
demolished  by  the  owners,  and  two  houses  were  radically  repaired. 
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Further  demolitions  have  taken  place  during  the  year  on  the  area  of  the 
Hull  (New  George  Street)  Improvement  Scheme,  1923,  37  houses  being  thus 
cleared,  making  a  total  up  to  date  of  174  houses. 

Unhealthy  Areas.  The  following  table  shows  briefly,  as  at  December  31st,  1932,

As  shown  on  page  53  the  building  programme  is  proceeding  satisfactorily, 
and  the  re-housing  in  connection  with  the  Canning  Street  Clearance  Order  should 
be  completed  early  in  1933.  In  the  case  of  areas  dealt  with  by  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  for  the  Corporation  to  acquire  the  various 
properties  without  recourse  to  arbitration  proceedings.  It  is  expected  that  the 
Sykes  Street  Area  (No.  2)  will  be  dealt  with  in  this  way  at  an  early  date,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  owners  ot  properties  in  the  Sykes  Street  (No.  1)  and  Aldbro’  Street 
areas  will  then  be  willing  to  accept  the  award  regarding  Sykes  Street  (No.  2)  as  a 
basis  for  direct  and  speedy  negotiations,  with  consequent  economy  in  legal  costs. 
In  this  way  further  delay  in  re-housing  should  be  avoided. 

Inspections  of  two  other  areas  have  been  made,  and  I  expect  in  the  near  future 
to  be  able  to  make  official  representations  regarding  these  areas  which  comprise, 
in  all,  81  houses  occupied  by  324  persons. 
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Clearance  of  Individual  Slum  Houses.  In  general,  no  serious  difficulty  has  been 
encountered  in  connection  with  work  under  Sections  19  and  20,  although,  during 
the  year  appeals  were  lodged  against  demolition  orders  affecting  47  houses.  One 
appeal  in  respect  of  three  houses  Nos.  7,  8  and  9  Wilson’s  Buildings,  South  Street, 
was  lodged  by  the  Hull  &  District  Property  Owners’  Association,  acting  on  behalf 
of  the  owner.  The  County  Court  Judge,  in  delivering  his  judgment,  stated  that 
in  the  particular  circumstances  of  this  case  he  would  accept  an  undertaking  from 
the  owner  to  convert  the  three  houses  in  question  into  warehouses,  but  he  pointed 
out  that  this  case  would  be  useless  as  a  precedent  in  future  cases  unless  the  whole 
of  the  factors  involved  were  comparable.  He  accepted  the  words  of  the  appellant’s 
solicitor  that  these  houses  formed  “  an  island  within  a  sea  of  industrial  property,” 
and  found  in  favour  of  the  appellant. 

Following  this  judgment,  every  case  has  been  carefully  examined  in  order  to 
find  out  whether  the  circumstances  were  identical  with,  or  nearly  similar  to,  those 
which  obtained  in  the  case  above  mentioned.  As  some  demolition  orders  had 
been  made  before  this  judgment  was  delivered,  agreed  cases  were  put  before  the 
County  Court  Judge  who  quashed  the  orders  and  bound  the  appellants  in  under¬ 
takings  which  had  been  approved  mutually  by  them  and  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Of  the  47  demolition  orders  against  which  appeals  were  lodged,  22 
were  confirmed  by  the  County  Court  Judge,  appeals  were  withdrawn  in 
six  cases,  undertakings  were  given  to  render  the  houses  fit  in  two  cases  and  to 
convert  houses  to  warehouse  use  in  the  remaining  17  cases. 

Appeals  of  this  nature  are  not  likely  seriously  to  hinder  the  operation  of 
Sections  19  and  20,  as  they  are  confined  to  applications  for  the  acceptance  of  an 
undertaking  to  use  the  housing  accommodation  as  warehouse  accommodation. 
It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  conversion  to  a  warehouse  of  an  ordinary  slum 
dwelling-house  is  an  extremely  costly  operation  as  such  conversion  can  only  be 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  City  Byelaws,  and  it  seems  that  in  most  cases 
it  would  be  cheaper  to  demolish  and  rebuild. 

Since  the  date  of  operation  of  the  1930  Housing  Act,  representations  under 
Sections  19  and  20  have  been  made  in  respect  of  575  houses,  this  being  approxi¬ 
mately  two-fifths  of  the  number  included  in  the  five-yearly  programme. 

Re-housing.  From  the  inception  of  the  1930  Act,  2,298  persons  have  been 
dispossessed  by  slum  clearance,  and  corresponding  accommodation  has  been  made 
available  on  the  North  Hull  Housing  Estate,  in  Newtown  Buildings,  and  in  Barnsley 
Street. 

Measures  to  prevent  infestation  of  new  houses  have  been  maintained  through 
the  year  with  eminently  satisfactory  results,  only  one  or  two  slight  cases  having 
been  discovered. 

In  addition  to  the  three  sites  above  named,  other  sites  for  central  re-housing 
will  be  made  available  as  and  when  the  properties  comprised  in  the  Aldbro’  Street 
and  Sykes  Street  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  are  demolished. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  The  inspection  of  dairies  and  of  retail  purveyors’  premises 
and  the  supervision  of  bottling  and  wholesale  establishments  in  the  City  is  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  Cowsheds  and  herds  are  inspected 
by  the  staff  of  the  Chief  Food  Inspector. 

The  following  figures  show  the  amount  of  milk  consumed  daily  in  Hull  : —

Included  in  the  above  figure  is  an  amount  of  approximately  3,300  gallons  of 
milk  of  special  designation,  i.e.,  “  Certified,”  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested),” 
“  Grade  A,”  and  “  Pasteurised.” 

The  amount  of  milk  consumed  in  the  City  averages  approximately  0-52  pint 
per  person  per  day. 

Retail  Purveyors  and  Dairymen.  378  applications  for  registration  were  dealt 
with,  compared  with  328  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  378  applications,  313  were  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  bottles  only. 

There  are  more  than  2,000  milk  traders  on  the  registers,  the  great  majority 
being  persons  who  have  small  businesses  of  a  general  nature,  and  who  sell  very 
small  quantities  of  milk  for  the  convenience  of  their  customers.  About  1,400  of 
these  traders  sell  bottled  milk  only.

Graded  Milks.  Nineteen  dealers’  and  6  supplementary  licences  for 
“  Certified  ”  Milk  ;  3  dealers’  licences  for  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)  ”  Milk  ; 
1  bottler’s,  1  dealer’s  and  2  supplementary  licences  for  “  Grade  A  ”  Milk,  and 
1  licence  for  “  Pasteurised  ”  Milk  were  issued  during  the  year  :  a  total  of  33 
licences,  compared  with  23  issued  last  year. 
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The  advantages  of  using  milk  of  special  designation  are  still  not  fully 
appreciated  by  a  large  section  of  the  public.  The  amount  of  such  milk  sold  in  Hull, 
approximately  3,300  gallons  per  day,  is  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  total  amount 
of  milk  consumed  in  the  City,  viz.,  20,700  gallons.  It  may  be  mentioned  incidentally 
that,  apart  from  graded  milks,  some  3,500  gallons  of  “  bottled  ”  milk  are  sold  daily 
in  the  City. 

The  Department  endeavours  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  advantages 
of  using  these  specially  designated  milks,  and  all  possible  assistance  and  information 
are  given  both  to  dealers  and  consumers.  The  Department  has,  with  considerable 
success,  encouraged  producers  to  enter  the  “  Yorkshire  Clean  Milk  Competitions.” 

The  price  of  “  Certified  ”  milk,  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)”  and  “  Grade 
A”  milk  is  4d.  per  pint.  “  Pasteurised  ”  milk  is  the  same  price  as  ordinary  loose 
milk,  namely,  2|d.  per  pint  in  the  summer  and  3d.  per  pint  in  the  winter.

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Bacteriological  Examination  of  N on-designated  Milk.  Eleven  samples  of  non- 
designated  milk  were  taken  for  examination  for  bacterial  content.  (The  samples 
were  also  chemically  examined.) 

Seven  of  the  samples  contained  between  1,000  and  30,000  bacteria  and  3 
between  30,000  and  200,000  bacteria  per  1  c.c.,  but  the  organisms  present  in  one  c.c. 
of  the  remaining  sample  of  milk  could  not  be  counted  owing  to  the  spreading  of 
the  organisms  throughout  the  plates. 

In  2  cases  the  Bac.  Coli.  test  was  positive. 

Letters  are  sent  to  the  producers  or  dealers  in  all  cases  where  the  bacterial 
count  exceeds  200,000  or  where  a  positive  result  is  returned  to  the  Bac.  Coli.  test. 

Examination  of  Milk  for  Tuberculosis.  Examinations  of  milk  for  tuberculosis 
by  the  Biological  Test  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  W.  W.  Adamson,  the  Honorary 
Pathologist  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 

Of  192  samples  submitted  for  examination  by  the  inoculation  of  guinea  pigs, 
10,  that  is,  5-2  per  cent,  showed  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  The  percentage 
in  1931  was  10-9,  when  the  same  number  of  samples  was  examined.  All  the 
positive  samples  were  produced  in  the  East  Riding,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  that  area  was  immediately  notified  under  Section  4  (1)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1915.  In  each  case  he  gave  the  Corporation’s  Veterinary 
Officer  the  opportunity  of  inspecting,  along  with  the  County  Veterinary  Officer, 
the  herd  from  which  the  infected  sample  had  been  produced. 

Particulars  of  the  action  taken  to  trace  the  10  positive  samples  are  given 
below  : — 

The  County  Veterinary  Officer,  accompanied  by  one  of  the  Corporation’s 
Veterinary  Inspectors,  examined  the  herds.

One  cow  was  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  and 
was  slaughtered.

Tuberculous  Cows  in  the  City.  The  method  adopted  to  discover  tuberculous 
milk  produced  in  the  City  is  by  periodical  inspection  by  the  Authority’s  Veterinary 
Officers  of  the  cows  kept  in  the  cowsheds  within  the  City. 

During  the  year  3,671  examinations  were  made  of  cows  for  clinical  signs  or 
symptoms  of  tuberculosis.  Samples  were  taken  from  19  cows  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination. 
Two  samples  were  returned  as  positive  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  the  cows  from  which 
these  samples  had  been  obtained  were  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  The  Chief  Veterinary  Officer  reports  : — 

The  Department’s  Officers  discovered,  in  cowsheds  in  the  City,  12 
cows  which  they  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  These  animals 
were  slaughtered,  and  the  post-mortem  examinations  confirmed  the  presence 
of  the  disease. 

In  consequence  of  samples  of  tuberculous  milk  produced  in  the  East 
Riding  having  been  obtained  within  the  City,  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector  to  the  East  Riding  County  Council, 
examined  155  cows  in  cowsheds  in  that  area,  and  9  of  the  cows  were  after¬ 
wards  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

Cowsheds.  There  are  79  registered  cowsheds  in  the  City,  which  provide 
accommodation  for  1,429  cows.  During  1932  a  Veterinary  Inspector  paid  336 
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visits  to  the  cowsheds.  Six  informal  notices  were  served,  and  several  verbal 
warnings  were  given  regarding  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  the  registration 
of  premises,  and  these  were  complied  with  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department. 
A  Veterinary  Inspector  visits  each  cowshed  four  times  a  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  etc.  Examinations  were  made  of  520  milk  churns, 
872  handcans  and  70  vehicles.  In  20  cases  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  was 
not  inscribed  on  the  vehicle  or  receptacle.  One  vehicle  was  found  to  be  in  a  dirty 
condition,  whilst  in  another  vehicle  carrying  milk,  a  dog  was  also  being  conveyed. 
Three  receptacles  were  in  such  a  condition  that  they  were  incapable  of 
being  readily  cleansed.  In  all  these  cases  the  vendors  were  cautioned,  either 
verbally  or  by  letter. 

Public  Health  (Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927,  and  Public  Health 
( Dried  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927.  Included  in  the  samples  obtained 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  are  7  informal  samples  of 
condensed  milk.  All  were  genuine  and  properly  labelled. 


Ice  Cream.  During  the  year  105  applications  for  registration  were  received  ; 
16  for  the  manufacture  and  89  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  Three  of  these  applications — 
two  for  the  manufacture  and  one  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream — were  not  granted. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  321  premises  on  the  register  ;  45  for  the 
manufacture  and  276  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

Food  and  Drugs  ( Adulteration )  Act.  The  number  of  samples  examined  was 
1,628,  of  which  59,  or  3-6  per  cent,  were  adulterated  ;  the  corresponding  percentage 
for  1931  was  2-8  ;  in  that  year  1,639  samples  were  taken.  In  England  and  Wales 
4-6  per  cent,  of  the  samples  analysed  in  1931  were  found  to  be  adulterated. 

Samples  of  Milk  taken  in  Hull  numbered  945,  of  which  28,  or  3-0  per  cent., 
were  not  genuine.  The  percentage  for  1931  was  2-3. 

Other  samples  reported  against  were  Split  Peas  (6),  Vinegar  and  Jam  (5  each), 
White  Pepper  and  Tripe  (3  each),  Compound  Syrup  of  Figs  and  Fruit  Cordials 
(2  each),  and  Ex.  Ergot  B.P.,  Dripping,  Cow’s  Udder,  Butter  and  Cheese  (1  each). 
The  footnotes  to  Appendix  17  (page  180)  give  details  of  the  action,  apart  from 
legal  proceedings,  taken  in  connection  with  the  adulterated  samples. 

In  13  cases  legal  proceedings  were  instituted,  particulars  of  which  are  given 
in  Appendix  18  (page  181). 
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Full  particulars  of  the  samples  analysed  are  set  out  in  Appendix  17  (pages 
177  to  179).  Further,  the  City  Analyst,  Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  publishes 
in  his  Annual  Report  full  details  concerning  the  work  done  by  him  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act. 

“Appeal  to  Cow  ”  Samples.  During  the  year  12  “Appeal  to  Cow  ”  milk  samples 
were  obtained  in  following  up  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Adulteration)  Act.  Two  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  whilst  the  remainder  were 
of  similar  composition  to  the  original  samples.  In  the  latter  cases  letters  of  caution 
were  sent  to  the  producers. 

Labelling  of  Margarine.  Twelve  samples  of  margarine  were  obtained.  In  3 
instances,  parcels  of  margarine  exposed  for  sale  by  retail  were  not  labelled  ;  and 
in  addition,  in  one  of  the  cases,  the  printing  on  the  wrapper  containing  the  sample 
of  margarine  was  not  of  the  correct  size.  The  vendors  were  cautioned  by  letter. 

“  Dirt  ”  in  Milk.  Seven  samples  were  reported  to  contain  dirty  sediment. 
In  one  of  the  cases  the  vendor  was  cautioned  by  letter.  Further  samples 
obtained  from  all  the  vendors  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Public  Health  ( Preservatives  in  Food)  Regulations,  1927.  1,391  of  the  samples 
taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  were  examined  for  preserva¬ 
tives  :  9  contravened  the  Regulations  ;  details  of  these  samples  and  the  action 
taken  are  set  out  in  appendix  19  (page  182). 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs.  Inspections  were  made  of  2  manufactories 
and  1  wholesaler’s  and  18  retailers’  premises,  and  5  visits  were  paid  to  warehouses 
and  cowsheds.  In  8  instances  it  was  found  that  the  statutory  requirements  were 
not  being  observed  ;  and  the  responsible  parties  were  cautioned  by  letter  or 
otherwise.  The  register  at  one  manufactory  was  examined. 

Nine  samples  of  fertilisers  and  7  feeding  stuffs  were  obtained.  Two  of  the 
feeding  stuffs  were  taken  from  works  within  the  City  as  the  result  of  communi¬ 
cations  received  from  other  Authorities. 

Fifteen  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  sample  contained 
one  ingredient  which  was  not  of  the  degree  of  fineness  declared  in  the  accompanying 
statutory  statement.  The  seller  was  verbally  cautioned. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  Three  inspections  were  made  of  premises 
occupied  by  persons  licensed  for  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  used  for 
agricultural  and  horticultural  purposes.  It  was  found  that  poisons  were  being 
kept  and  sold  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 
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Bakehouses.  There  are  177  bakehouses  on  the  register,  viz.,  59  factories  and 
118  workshops.  600  inspections  were  made.  At  44  bakehouses  it  was  found  that 
the  half-yearly  cleansing  had  not  been  done  when  it  was  due.  After  verbal  or 
written  notice,  the  cleansing  in  all  cases  was  carried  out.  Only  two  other  matters 
were  found  to  require  attention  and  these  were  dealt  with. 

Refreshment  Room  Kitchens  and  other  Workplaces.  There  are  110  workplaces 
on  the  register,  each  of  which  was  visited  at  least  once  during  the  year  and  found 
to  be  in  order.  Ninety-seven  are  refreshment  room  kitchens,  and  at  the  other 
places  fruit  sorting,  tea  packing,  bottle  washing,  etc.,  are  carried  on  ;  162  males 
and  346  females  are  employed. 

WORK  OF  THE  FOOD  AND  VETERINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  report  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Lewis,  M.R.C.V.S., 
the  Chief  Food  Inspector  :  much  oc  the  work  described  in  the  preceding  section 
is  also  done  by  this  Department. 


Scope  of  Work.  Food  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Food  Inspector 
and  five  assistants,  one  of  whom  is  a  qualified  Veterinary  Inspector.  Their  duties 
include  the  inspection  of  the  cattle  and  fish  markets ;  the  slaughterhouses ;  and 
all  meat,  fish  and  fruit  sold  in  the  City  ;  of  cowsheds  and  cows  therein  ;  and  of 
all  retail  shops,  other  than  dairies,  where  food  is  sold.  Milkshops  and  Dairies  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Staff.  The  Food  Depart¬ 
ment  is  also  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  food  for  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  ;  for  examinations  and  reports  under  the  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  Acts  and  the  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  ;  and  for  the  super¬ 
vision  and  treatment  of  the  horses,  cattle  and  other  stock  belonging  to  the  various 
Committees  of  the  Corporation.  A  further  responsibility  is  the  administration  of 
the  Performing  Animals  (Regulation)  Act,  1925.  The  Veterinary  Inspectors  also 
act  on  behalf  of  the  Police  in  cases  of  alleged  cruelty  to  animals. 


Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926.  The  Officers  of  this  Department  carry  out 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  regarding  the  marking  of  imported  eggs  when  the 
eggs  have  reached  the  premises  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  traders.  The  enforcement 
of  the  regulations  at  the  time  of  importation  is  carried  out  by  the  Officers  of  H.M. 
Customs. 


Two  prosecutions  were  instituted  against  persons  for  removing  the  importation 
mark  from  foreign  eggs  and  selling  them  as  English  eggs.  The  fines  amounted 
to  £101  10s. 


c 
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Proceedings  were  also  instituted  against  a  fish  merchant  for  exposing  for  sale 
portions  of  imported  salmon  without  a  label  indicating  the  country  of  origin.  He 
was  fined  £3. 

Merchandise  Marks  ( Imported  Goods)  No.  1  Order,  1932. — Marking  of  Imported 
Butter.  Particulars  of  the  Order  made  during  the  year,  requiring  an  indication 
of  origin  to  be  applied  to  Imported  Butter,  were  sent  to  persons  who  were  affected 
by  the  Order. 

* 

One  contravention  was  discovered.  In  this  case  the  Corporation’s  Sampling 
Officer  purchased  a  sample  of  Danish  Butter  enclosed  in  a  wrapper  which  did  not 
bear  any  indication  of  the  country  of  origin.  The  firm  was  cautioned  by  letter. 

Fish  Dock  Office,  St. Andrew' s  Dock.  One  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Department 
is  mainly  engaged  in  the  inspection  of  fish  and  game  at  the  Fish  Dock  and  at  shops. 

Slaughterhouses.  There  are  45  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  City,  viz.:—

Several  verbal  and  written  warnings  were  given  to  a  person  who  was  using 
a  slaughterhouse  although  he  was  not  licensed.  After  being  warned  by  the 
Town  Clerk  he  applied  for  and  obtained  a  licence. 

(a)  The  “  Registered  ”  slaughterhouses  are  those  which  were  in  use  as 
slaughterhouses  at  the  time  the  sections  of  the  Towns  Improvement 
Clauses  Act,  1847,  with  respect  to  slaughterhouses,  were  brought  into  force 
by  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Improvement  Act,  1854,  and  have  continued 
to  be  used  as  slaughterhouses. 

(. b )  The  “  Old  Licences  ”  are  in  respect  of  the  slaughterhouses  licensed  between 
1854  and  1891,  the  original  licensees  still  being  in  possession  of  and  using 
the  premises  as  slaughterhouses. 

(c)  The  "  Yearly  Licences  ”  refer  to  slaughterhouses  not  coming  within  either 
of  the  two  categories  (a)  and  ( b )  above,  where  the  Corporation  grant 
licences  from  year  to  year  only,  in  accordance  with  Section  29  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  adopted  in  1891.

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  During  the  year  these  Regulations 
have  been  well  observed. 


The  number  of  notifications  relative  to  the  inspection  of  meat  received  at 
the  Food  Office  was  722. 

It  is  still  difficult  to  keep  those  engaged  in  the  transport  and  handling  of  meat 
alive  to  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  and  cautions  have  from  time  to  time 
been  administered. 

Sale  of  Food  Order,  1921.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  a  shopkeeper  for 
exposing  for  sale,  in  two  of  his  shops,  imported  meat  which  did  not  bear  a  label 
indicating  the  country  of  origin.  The  fines  for  the  two  offences  were  £5  and  £3 
respectively. 

Unsound  Food.  Condemned  meat  is  sold  to  a  salvage  firm  which  manufactures 
manure  and  meal  from  it. 

Condemned  fish  is  sold  to  the  Hull  Fish  Meal  and  Oil  Company,  whose 
premises  adjoin  the  Fish  Dock.

Agreements  for  Destruction  of  Unsound  Foodstuffs.  4,606  agreements  for  the 
destruction  of  unsound  foodstuffs  were  entered  into  by  the  owners  and  the  Food 
Inspection  Branch  of  the  Health  Department. 

Bacteriology.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  examinations,  special 
microscopical  preparations  were  made  and  examined  from  the  blood  and  tissues 
of  320  animals  for  the  detection  of  the  Anthrax  Bacillus,  all  with  negative  results. 

Fruit.  391  packages  of  fruit,  &c.,  were  sorted  under  supervision  in  the 
.Corporation’s  warehouse  :  177  packages  were  found  to  be  unsound. 

Premises  used  for  the  Manufacture  of  Potted  Meat,  etc.  Particulars  of  the  local 
Act  governing  the  registration  of  these  premises  are  given  in  last  year’s  report. 

During  the  year  3  premises  were  registered  and  2  registered  premises 
ceased  to  be  used  for  the  manufacture  of  potted  meat. 

There  are  21  premises  on  the  register. 

Apart  from  these  places,  there  are  52  premises,  including  meat  factories,  etc., 
in  which  food  is  prepared,  -which  are  regularly  visited  by  the  Department's 
Inspectors. 


Particulars  of  Fish  Landed  from  Trawlers,  &c.  The  Department  has  an  office 
on  the  Fish  Dock,  and  an  Inspector  devotes  practically  all  his  time  to  inspecting 
fish  at  the  docks  and  fish  shops.

Food  Inspection  in  Shops.  The  435  butchers’  and  pork  butchers’  shops  and 
other  shops  where  meat  is  sold  were  visited  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 
It  was  found  that  the  requirements  of  Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925, 
were  not  being  complied  with  at  a  butcher’s  shop,  as  a  water  closet  was  communi¬ 
cating  directly  therewith.  The  owner,  at  our  request,  made  the  necessary  alterations. 

Fish  and  Game  Shops.  In  the  City  there  are  319  fried  fish,  91  fish  and  game 
and  8  shellfish  shops,  and  53  smoke  houses.  These  premises  are  visited  regularly 
by  the  Inspectors  with  a  view  to  maintaining  a  supply  of  fresh  and  wholesome 
food-stuffs  and  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises  and  utensils. 

Miscellaneous  Visits  and  Contagious  Diseases  ( Animals )  Acts.  Appendix  20, 
(pages  183  to  186)  gives  details  of  the  inspections  made  by  the  Food  Inspectors, 
and  contains  the  Chief  Veterinary  Inspector’s  Report  on  the  Contagious  Diseases 
(Animals)  Acts.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  largely  by  Dr.  D.  A.  Cadman, 
Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  report  by  Dr.  H.  Mason  Leete, 
Medical  Superintendent  of  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  will  be  found  on  pages  192 
to  198. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  during  1932  was  5,218  ;  this  compares  with  4,688  for  the  previous 
year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  is  mainly  due  to  the  greater 
incidence  of  Diphtheria,  there  being  562  more  cases  of  that  disease  than  in  1931. 
There  were  also  323  more  cases  of  Measles  notified  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Of  Scarlet  Fever,  Chicken-pox  and  Erysipelas  there  were  respectively  90,  204 
and  32  cases  less  than  in  1931. 


Appendix  21  on  page  187  shows  the  numbers  of  cases  of  the  various  diseases  and 
gives  age  periods  and  the  distribution  of  the  cases  over  the  various  wards  in  the  city. 


Appendix  22,  on  page  188,  gives  a  summary  of  the  cases  notified  each  year 
including  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  over 
a  period  of  years.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  continued  reduction  in  the  Scarlet  Fever  notification- 
rate,  but  unfortunately  the  Diphtheria  rate,  which  has  been  high  for  a  number 
of  years,  again  shows  an  increase. 


Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  456.  This  is 
90  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  deaths  in  1932  numbered  7  ;  3 

occurred  in  1931.  The  death-rate  for  1932  was  0-02  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  0-01  for  1931.  Three  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  the  City  Hospital,  2  at  the 
Evan  Fraser  Hospital,  and  2  at  the  patients’  own  homes.  The  case  mortality 
was  T54  per  cent.,  compared  with  0-55  in  1931.  389,  or  85  per  cent.,  of  the  cases 
notified  in  1932  were  removed  to  the  City  Hospitals.  In  22  cases  the  diagnosis  of 
Scarlet  Fever  was  not  confirmed  after  treatment  in  hospital.  There  were  13 
secondary  cases,  i.e.,  cases  occurring  in  a  family  within  4  weeks  of  the  onset  of  a 
previous  case  ;  in  one  instance  2  secondary  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house. 
There  was  also  one  “  return  case,”  i.e.,  a  case  occurring  within  4  weeks  of  the 
return  home  from  hospital  of  a  patient  who  had  been  treated  there  for  Scarlet 
Fever.  The  return  case  rate  was  0-25  per  cent,  of  those  discharged,  and  the  infecting 
case-rate  0-25  per  cent,  of  those  discharged. 


Practically  all  the  cases  were  of  the  mild  type  which  has  been  prevalent  in 
the  country  for  a  number  of  years.  Our  hospital  accommodation  at  the  City 
Hospital,  Cottingham,  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  all  infectious 
caies,  consequently  use  still  had  to  be  made  of  beds  at  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital  for 
the  nursing  of  Scarlet  Fever  patients. 
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Diphtheria.  1,707  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year  ;  this  is 
562  more  than  in  1931  ;  133  deaths  were  registered  in  1932,  and  the  death-rate 
was  0-42  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  0-30,  0-15  and  0-12  respectively 
for  the  three  previous  years.  The  case  mortality  of  notified  cases  was  7-8  per  cent, 
against  8-2,  5-5  and  4-6  respectively  for  1931,  1930  and  1929.  Among  the  persons 
notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  only  2  fatal  cases  occurred  where  the 
cause  of  death  was  certified  to  be  due  to  some  disease  other  than  Diphtheria. 
Two  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  other  hospitals  in  the  City,  5  at  their  own  homes 
and  the  remainder  at  the  City  Hospital.  1,672,  or  98  per  cent.,  of  the  cases  notified 
were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital.  213  secondary  cases  occurred  ;  in  24  instances 
there  were  2  secondary  cases  in  one  house,  in  4  houses  3  secondary 
infections  were  reported,  in  4  houses  there  were  4  secondary  cases  and  at 
another  house  6  further  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  after  the  occurrence 
of  the  first  case.  There  were  9  return  cases.  These  return  cases  occurred  despite 
the  fact  that  no  patient  is  discharged  from  hospital  until  negative  results  have 
been  obtained  in  two  consecutive  faucial  and  nasal  swabs.  The  return  case-rate 
was  0-6  per  cent,  of  those  discharged,  and  the  infecting  cases  were  0-6  per  cent,  of 
those  discharged. 

121  of  the  notified  cases  were  “  positive  swab  ”  cases  found  as  a  result  of 
swabs  taken  at  the  schools  or  the  school  clinic  by  an  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer  ;  84  of  these  were  secondary  cases  discovered  after  being  swabbed  as 
“  contacts  ”  before  they  were  allowed  to  return  to  school ;  in  many  of  these 
patients  there  were  no  clinical  signs  of  a  diphtheritic  infection. 

In  378  of  the  notified  cases  the  diagnosis  after  treatment  in  hospital  was 
altered  to  some  disease  other  than  Diphtheria,  and  160  were  “  carriers  ”  with  no 
clinical  symptoms. 

During  1932  Diphtheria  attained  an  incidence  much  greater  than  has  been 
reported  in  the  City  for  the  past  40  years.  In  1906,  as  many  as  1,253  cases  were 
notified,  but  the  outbreak  during  that  year  subsided  within  a  short  period.  Since 
1924,  however,  the  cases  in  the  City  have  become  more  numerous  each  year  until 
in  1931  there  were  1,145  cases  notified  and  in  1932,  1,707.  The  table  on  page  73 
shows  that  the  notification-rate  for  Diphtheria  in  Hull  has,  for  several  years,  been 
much  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  following  shows  the  increase  in  the  notifications  and  deaths  in  Hull,  with 
corresponding  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population.

The  high  death-rate  from  Diphtheria  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  great  many  of 
the  patients  contracted  a  very  severe  type  of  infection  known  as  the  "  gravis  " 
type. 

These  cases  are  characterised  by  the  very  rapid  onset  of  symptoms, 
especially  the  occurrence  of  early  and  severe  toxaemia.  The  rapidity  with 
which  the  illness  assumes  a  serious  character  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  in 
a  certain  number  of  cases,  within  a  few  hours  of  the  first  complaint  of  illness,  the 
patient’s  condition  has  become  exceedingly  grave.  It  will  be  realised  that  in  some 
cases  of  this  type  it  is  practically  impossible  to  secure  treatment,  including  the 
administration  of  Anti-toxin,  at  an  effectively  early  stage,  with  the  result  that 
recourse  must  be  had  to  prophylaxis  as  our  most  reliable  weapon  against  this 
disease. 

All  the  usual  precautionary  measures  were  adopted,  but  the  disease  was 
widespread  over  the  City,  and  from  the  information  collated  nothing  could  be 
found  which  was  likely  to  lead  to  the  discovery  of  a  source  or  sources  of  infection. 
The  continued  upward  trend  of  the  disease  caused  much  anxiety,  and  great  efforts 
were  made  to  induce  parents  to  bring  their  children  to  the  clinics  to  be  Schick 
tested  and  immunised.  Whilst  the  results  of  this  propaganda  effort  were  better  than 
in  previous  years,  it  was  anticipated  that,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  which  occurred,  many  more  children  would  have  been  brought  for 
immunisation.  An  additional  immunisation  clinic  was  opened  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Education  Department  a  scheme 
was  adopted  whereby  children  were  allowed  to  attend  the  clinic  during  school 
hours.  The  written  consent  of  the  parents  was  first  obtained  and  arrangements 
made  with  the  Education  Department  to  allow  a  certain  number  of  these  children 
to  attend  the  clinic  at  each  session. 

It  is  imperative  to  secure  for  Hull  a  low  rate  of  susceptibility  to  Diphtheria. 
Th's  can  only  be  attained  by  parents  consenting  to  have  their  children  Schick 
tested  and,  where  necessary,  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  The  present  epidemic 
of  severe  Diphtheria  in  a  highly  susceptible  community  is  a  very  serious  matter. 
The  City  Council  have  provided  the  facilities  at  special  clinics  for  Schick  testing 
and  immunisation.  It  is  incumbent  upon  all  parents  to  secure  protection  for  the 
little  ones  who  are  liable  to  be  attacked  by  this  disease. 
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Anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  various  Police  Stations  throughout  the  City,  to  be 
readily  -available  at  any  time  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners.  During  the 
year  218  phials  of  8,000  units  and  12  prophylactic  doses  of  500  units  were  obtained 
and  used  by  various  medical  practitioners  in  the  City.  This  anti-toxin  was  provided 
free  of  charge  in  necessitous  cases,  but  where  the  patients,  or  parents  of  the  patients, 
were  able  to  pay,  a  charge  was  made  of  the  actual  cost  or  part  cost  of  the  serum. 

During  the  year  swabs  taken  from  persons  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
Diphtheria,  or  who  had  been  in  contact  with  a  case  of  that  disease,  were  examined 
by  the  City  Bacteriologist.  The  results  were  : —

Schick  Testing  and  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  As  already  indicated, 
more  intensive  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  induce  parents  to  have  their 
children  Schick  tested  and  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  Special  leaflets  were 
left  at  houses  where  Diphtheria  cases  occurred  and  were  also  distributed 
through  the  schools  in  the  areas  chiefly  affected  by  Diphtheria. 

It  is  at  least  gratifying  to  report  an  increase  over  previous  years  in  the  numbers 
attending  the  immunisation  clinics,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  1933  a  great  many  more 
children  will  be  mmunised  as  a  result  of  the  scheme  which  was  adopted  in 
December,  1932. 

The  establishment  of  another  immunisation  clinic  in  December  now  provides 
three  centres  in  the  City  for  this  purpose,  viz.,  at  Hanover  Chambers,  East  Hull 
Clinic  and  Coltman  Street,  each  having  a  half-day  session  per  week.

Schick  re-test  was  done  in  8  cases,  but  only  4  returned  for  re-examination. 
The  result  in  each  of  these  4  cases  was  negative. 

Measles.  Measles  became  more  prevalent  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 
Of  the  944  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year,  824 
occurred  in  the  last  three  months. 

As  Measles  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  it  can  be  assumed  that  a  much  larger 
number  of  cases  existed  than  was  investigated  by  the  Department.  The  majority 
of  the  cases  were  visited  as  a  result  of  the  patients,  or  contacts,  being  absent  from 
school  on  account  of  the  disease,  lists  of  the  absentees  being  forwarded  to  the 
Health  Department  by  the  Education  Department.  Others  were  discovered  by 
the  Health  Visitors,  and  some  were  traced  through  the  Relieving  Officers.  In  only 
66  cases  was  a  direct  notification  received  from  either  a  medical  practitioner  or  the 
parents. 

Three  complicated  cases  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  and  7  other 
cases,  which  had  been  admitted  under  the  diagnosis  of  Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever 
and  were  subsequently  found  to  be  measles,  were  treated  there  during  1932. 
Twenty-three  other  cases  were  isolated  and  treated  in  the  Institution  Hospitals. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  1,655  first  and  52  re-visits  to  homes  where  Measles 
cases  were  reported  or  suspected. 

Fifteen  deaths  from  Measles  were  recorded  during  the  year,  12  of  which 
occurred  during  the  last  quarter.  The  death-rate  was  0.05  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  compared  with  70  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-22  for  the  previous 
year  and  100  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-33  for  1930.  An  allocation  of  the  deaths  in  age 
periods  is  shown  below  : —

The  low  death-rate  from  such  a  large  number  of  cases  is  significant  of  the 
mild  type  of  the  disease  which  prevailed  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough.  Forty-three  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were  reported 
during  the  year,  giving  a  death-rate  of  0T3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  against 
24  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-08  in  1931,  and  16  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0-05  per  1,000  in 
1930  Nineteen  of  the  deaths  were  infants  under  1  year  ;  16  were  children  between 
1  and  2  years  old,  and  8  were  between  2  and  5  years  of  age. 
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Whooping  Cough  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  and,  as  in  Measles,  the  majority 
of  cases  are  brought  to  our  notice  by  the  School  Medical  Department.  All  cases 
reported  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  give  advice  to  the  parents.  During 
the  year,  456  actual  and  many  suspected  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department.  Forty  children  received  treatment  in  the  Institution  Hospitals. 
608  first  visits  and  28  re-visits  were  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year 
to  cases  or  suspected  cases.  In  only  11  instances  was  the  Department  aware  of  any 
of  the  fatal  cases  before  death  took  place. 

Diarrhoea.  Sixty-three  deaths  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  were  recorded 
during  the  year  compared  with  49  during  1931.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  births 
was  10-2  against  8T  for  1931,  6-5  for  1930,  and  2T8  for  1929.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  at  all  ages  from  this  disease  was  76  ;  the  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  was  0-24.  The  death-rates  for  the  previous  3  years  were  as  follows  : 
0T9  in  1931,  0T7  in  1930,  and  0-53  in  1929.  The  Health  Visitors  made 
70  first  visits  to  cases  of  Diarrhoea  in  children,  and  3  re-visits.  Further  reference 
is  made  to  Infantile  Diarrhoea  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  (page  125).

Enteric  Fever.  Twenty-three  cases  were  notified  and  2  deaths  occurred 
during  the  year  compared  with  13  cases  and  4  deaths  in  1931.  Both 
deaths  occurred  at  the  City  Hospital,  Cottingham.  Twenty-one  of  the  cases 
notified  as  Enteric  Fever  were  admitted  o  the  City  Hospital  ;  a  further  case, 
which  had  been  admitted  as  Scarlet  Fever,  was  re-diagnosed  as  Enteric  Fever. 
In  18  of  these  22  cases  treated  in  hospital,  the  diagnoses  were  confirmed  by 
bacteriological  examination  ;  the  other  4  were  re-diagnosed  as  suffering  from 
some  disease  other  than  Enteric  Fever. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  is  due  to  the  occurrence 
of  a  group  of  cases  of  Para-Typhoid  “  B  ”  Fever  reported  in  May.  This  group 
comprised  16  of  the  23  cases  notified  during  the  year,  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  in  1930  a  similar  spasmodic  outbreak  occurred  in  the  City,  at  practically  the 
same  time  of  the  year. 

No  case  was  notified  in  1932  until  the  23rd  April,  when  the  first  of  this 
series  of  16  cases  was  brought  to  my  notice.  Two  of  the  cases  were  later  re-diagnosed 
and  the  following  table  gives  the  details  of  the  14  definite  cases  : —

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From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  all  cases  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  5 
and  11  were  definitely  due  to  infection  with  the  Bacillus  paratyphosus  B. 


In  case  No.  5  the  clinical  picture  pointed  to  a  diagnosis  of  this  disease,  but  in 
No.  11a  Widal  Test  proved  that  the  case  was  one  of  typhoid  fever.  There  are, 
therefore,  12  cases  where  the  cause  of  the  disease  can  be  definitely  stated  as  being; 
due  to  Bacillus  Paratyphosus  “  B.”  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  onset  of 
the  illness  in  the  Typhoid  case  was  on  the  28th  March,  and  it  was  not  until 
nearly  three  weeks  later,  i.e.,  14th  April,  that  the  first  Paratyphoid  “  B  ”  was 
taken  ill.  On  the  21st  April,  a  week  after  the  first  case,  the  next  occurred  followed 
by  10  cases  during  the  subsequent  five  days.  The  son  of  Case  No.  6  was  taken  ill 
on  the  6th  May,  and  probably  was  infected  by  his  parent.  The  last  definite  case 
was  that  of  No.  14,  who  commenced  her  illness  on  May  7th. 

The  onset  of  the  illness  in  nearly  all  the  patients  was  between  the  21st  and 
26th  of  April,  pointing  to  an  infection  conveyed  by  some  article  of  food  or  drink 
common  to  them  all.  Another  factor  which  points  strongly  to  a  common  source 
of  infection  is  that  on  bacteriological  investigation  the  organisms  recovered  from 
each  case  treated  in  the  City  Hospital  gave  similar  morphological  reactions. 


The  curious  circumstance  in  this  outbreak  is  that  although  most  of  the  cases 
commenced  about  the  same  date,  they  were  scattered  widely  throughout  the  City. 
Two  came  from  the  west  of  the  City,  but  were  separated  from  each  other  by  a 
wide  interval.  Four  came  from  the  east  district.  Two  were  situated  in  the  north, 
and  the  rest  came  from  widely  separated  districts  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

In  only  2  instances  did  the  disease  attack  2  members  of  the  same  family, 
viz.,  in  the  case  where  the  mother  and  child  were  infected,  and  where  a  brother 
and  sister  apparently  contracted  it  at  the  same  time.  Eight  of  the  cases  were  in 
children  under  14  years  of  age. 

Exhaustive  enquiries  were  made  with  regard  to  foodstuffs  as  potential  vectors 
of  infection,  but  no  definite  evidence  of  an  incriminating  character  was  obtained. 

The  question  of  past  illness  in  members  of  the  affected  families  was  carefully 
investigated.  In  one  case  a  child  had  suffered  from  an  attack  of  diarrhoea,  but 
serological  examination  proved  negative. 

Ice  cream  had  been  partaken  of  by  No.  8,  but  this  was  after  his  illness  had 
started.  Salmon  had  been  eaten  by  No.  4  on  the  24th  April,  which  afterwards 
proved  to  be  the  day  of  his  onset.  In  only  one  case,  No.  13,  was  there  a  history 
of  shellfish  having  been  eaten,  but  here  the  patient  was  in  the  habit#of  eating  crab 
two  or  three  times  a  week.  In  no  other  case  had  crab  been  consumed. 
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In  connection  with  a  case  which  had  occurred  outside  the  district,  a  sample 
of  ice  cream  was  taken  by  the  Authority  concerned.  A  copy  of  the  report  forwarded 
to  me  showed  that  the  sample  was  innocuous. 

Milk  was  suspected,  but,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  tabular  statement  (see 
page  79),  most  of  it  was  supplied  by  different  dealers,  who  had  obtained  it  from 
different  wholesalers.  As  no  common  source  of  supply  was  discovered,  milk  must 
be  excluded  as  the  possible  means  of  conveyance  of  infection.  With  regard  to  the 
large  firms,  the  milk  supplied  by  them  is  either  pasteurized  or  sterilized  before 
delivery. 

Attention  was  then  turned  to  the  water  supply,  and  a  sample  was  taken  from 
a  main  supplying  a  house  in  which  a  case  had  occurred.  Bacteriological  tests 
showed  that  this  was  free  from  infection. 

After  each  case  had  been  removed  the  usual  routine  disinfection  of  the  house, 
bedding  and  clothing  was  carried  out. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  Three  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
Encephalitis  Lethargica,  and  all  received  hospital  treatment.  One  was  subsequently 
re-diagnosed  as  Hysteria  ;  another,  a  girl,  11  years  of  age,  has  not  yet  fully 
recovered  from  the  attack  ;  and  the  other  case,  a  boy,  5  years  of  age,  proved 
fatal.  One  other  death  was  also  certified  as  due  to  this  disease,  a  Post 
Encephalitis  case,  which  had  not  been  previously  notified  to  the  Department. 
In  none  of  the  notified  cases  was  there  any  record  of  vaccination  prior  to  the 
attack. 

Periodic  re-visits  are  paid  to  all  known  Encephalitis  Lethargica  patients. 

Appendix  No.  23  on  pages  189  and  190  shows  the  present  condition  of  those 
who  are  suffering  from  the  after-effects  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  Forty-eight 
notified  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  are  known  to  be  alive,  but  only  10  are 
reported  to  be  now  suffering  from  some  after-effect.  The  appendix  also  includes 
information  regarding  the  condition  of  10  other  cases  reported  to  be  suffering 
from  the  after-effects  of  an  attack  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  ;  none  of  these  10 
cases  had  previously  been  notified  to  the  Department,  but  the  history  and  condition 
of  each  patient  point  to  their  having  suffered  from  the  disease. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever.  Thirteen  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  6  of  whom  died.  In  one  of  the  fatal  cases  the  diagnosis 
was  revised,  as  on  further  investigation  the  cause  of  the  disease  was  found  not  to 
be  due  to  the  organisms  of  cerebro-spinal  fever.  Twelve  of  the  notified  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital  ;  the  other  case  received  treatment  in  another 
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hospital  in  the  City.  Three  of  the  7  surviving  cases  were  re-diagnosed  after 
treatment  in  hospital.  In  none  of  the  other  4  cases  is  any  serious  after-effect 
reported. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  Nine  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Five  of  the  patients  were  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital,  and  2  of  the 
remaining  cases  received  treatment  in  another  hospital  in  the  City.  Two  deaths 
occurred  amongst  those  notified.  With  one  exception  all  the  cases  were  children 
from  14  months  to  9  years  of  age,  and  reports  show  that  the  6  children  who 
survived  the  attack  are  all  affected  with  paralysis  of  one  or  more  limbs.  Two  are 
attending  the  Victoria  Hospital  and  4  at  our  Orthopaedic  Clinics,  where  splinting, 
massage  and  electrical  treatment  are  provided.  In  some  of  these  cases  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  affected  limb  is  reported.  The  only  adult  case,  a  woman,  39  years  of 
age,  is  reported  to  have  recovered  with  no  after-effect. 

Pneumonia.  Sixty-three  cases  of  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia  and  278  of 
Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified  ;  62  of  these  341  patients  died.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a  case  mortality  of  18.2  per  cent.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
registered  during  the  year  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  was  271.  In  2  cases 
the  services  of  the  Jubilee  District  Nurses  were  called  upon  by  the  Corporation 
where  nursing  assistance  was  needed. 

Dysentery.  No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Malaria.  Four  cases  of  Malaria  were  reported  ;  the  disease  had  been  con¬ 
tracted  abroad  in  each  instance.  No  case  of  Induced  Malaria  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

Periodical  visits  were  continued  during  the  year  to  12  general  paralysis  patients 
who  had  been  inoculated  with  Malaria  in  previous  years.  One  is  still  an  inmate 
of  the  Mental  Hospital  to  which  he  was  admitted  about  five  months  after  inoculation. 
The  condition  of  another  is  unsatisfactory,  and  he  is  still  reported  to  be  irritable 
and  bad  tempered.  The  other  10  are  in  good  health. 

Anthrax.  Two  cases  of  Anthrax  were  reported  during  the  year.  One,  a  man 
aged  24  years,  a  deck  hand  on  a  steam  trawler,  complained  of  a  painful  swelling 
in  his  neck  two  days  before  the  ship  arrived  in  Hull.  Medical  attention  was 
obtained  as  soon  as  the  ship  arrived,  and  the  patient  was  admitted  to  hospital 
at  once.  There  was  a  large  amount  of  swelling  over  the  right  side  of  the  neck  and 
down  the  upper  part  of  the  chest.  His  condition  was  extremely  grave,  but 
fortunately  he  responded  well  to  treatment  and  made  a  good  recovery. 
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Raw  hides  are  used  on  the  trawls  by  these  fishermen,  and  it  can  only  be 
assumed  that  one  of  these  hides  was  responsible  for  the  infection.  The  particular 
hide  suspected  was  destroyed  before  examination  could  be  carried  out,  but  others 
in  the  stock  from  which  this  was  originally  obtained  yielded  negative  results  on 
bacteriological  examination. 

The  other  case,  a  man  also  aged  24  years,  was  employed  as  a  motor  driver 
by  a  firm  of  provision  dealers.  Amongst  the  commodities  he  handled  was 
nothing  likely  to  carry  infection,  and,  in  the  absence  of  any  history  of  his  contact 
with  other  articles  which  might  possibly  retain  Anthrax  bacilli,  the  definite 
source  of  his  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

The  patient  was  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital,  where  the  diagnosis  was 
confirmed  bacteriologically.  He  had  a  malignant  pustule  on  the  right  side  of  the 
neck,  and  was  very  ill.  He  recovered  and  was  discharged  after  25  days  in  hospital. 

Smallpox.  No  case  of  Smallpox  was  reported  during  the  year. 

Vaccinations.  The  total  number  of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department 
under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  during  the  year  was  7, 
namely,  Primary  Vaccinations,  4  ;  Re-vaccinations,  3. 

Successful  results  were  obtained  in  3  of  the  primary  vaccinations  and  in 
2  of  the  re-vaccinations. 

The  Vaccination  Officers  report  that  2,151  exemptions  from  vaccination 
were  obtained  during  the  year  1931,  and  3,365  persons  were  vaccinated,  mostly  by 
the  Public  Vaccinators. 

The  total  vaccinations  performed  by  the  Public  Vaccinators  during  1932,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Vaccination  Acts  and  Vaccination  Order, 
1930,  are  as  follows  : —

Chickcnpox,  etc.  1,487  cases  of  Chick enpox  were  officially  notified  or  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Department  during  1932.  The  disease  was  compulsorily  notifiable 
throughout  the  year.  All  unvaccinated  cases  of  Chickenpox  were  visited  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  one  of  the  Senior  Assistants,  the  number  of  visits 
being  476.  They  also  paid  97  visits  to  doubtful  or  unusual  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  other  than  Chickenpox. 


Influenza.  There  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  Influenza  in  the  City  during 
the  year.  The  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  61.

Food  Poisoning.  The  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Act,  1930,  which  came 
into  operation  in  August,  1930,  provides  that  medical  practitioners  shall  notify 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  all  definite  or  suspected  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
amongst  the  residents  of  the  City  on  whom  they  may  be  in  attendance. 

During  the  year  1932  only  3  cases  of  suspected  Food  Poisoning  were 
notified.  They  were  all  of  a  very  mild  character,  and  no  action  was  necessary 
in  regard  to  any  of  the  attendant  circumstances. 

Hospitals  for  Infections  Diseases.  During  1932,  two  additional  blocks  of  38 
and  10  beds  respectively  were  put  into  service  at  the  City  Hospital,  Cottingham. 
This  brings  the  total  accommodation  now  available  to  160  beds.  Details  of  further 
new  wards  and  the  completion  of  the  administration  block  were  prepared,  and  the 
erection  of  these  additions  will  be  commenced  in  1933.  Owing  to  the  excessive 
demand  on  the  existing  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  the  large  number 
of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  it  was  necessary  to  continue  the  use  of  the  Evan  Fraser 
Hospital  for  the  nursing  of  Scarlet  Fever  patients. 

The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  cases  admitted  to  the  City  Hospital 
and  the  Evan  Fraser  Hospital  during  the  year.  The  figures  relate  to  the  diagnoses 
on  admission ;  particulars  of  the  cases  re-diagnosed  after  treatment  in  hospital  are 
given  in  the  report  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  on  page  192.

It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  past  year  the  number  of  patients  treated  in 
the  hospitals  for  infectious  diseases  shows  an  increase  of  457  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  large  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  admitted. 

Uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  discharged  from  Hospital,  in 
accordance  with  the  modern  practice,  on  the  28th  day  after  admission,  and  our 
experience  has  shown  that  the  number  of  return  cases  has  been  no  greater  since 
following  out  this  policy.  Only  one  return  case  occurred  throughout  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  Ambulance  Service.  Four  motor  ambulances  are  provided 
for  this  service.  At  the  present  time  two  are  used  for  Diphtheria,  one  for  Scarlet 
Fever  and  one  for  Tubercular  and  other  infectious  patients.  Two  vans  are  used 
in  disinfection  work,  one  for  the  collection  of  infected  material  and  the  other  for 
its  return  after  disinfection.  There  is  no  connection  between  this  ambulance  service 
and  that  engaged  on  the  removal  of  patients  to  the  Public  Assistance  Hospitals. 

Bacteriological  Examinations.  Appendix  26,  page  199,  gives  the  City 
Bacteriologist’s  report  on  specimens  submitted  to  him  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  or  pathological  examination.  The  specimens  numbered  8,365, 
amongst  which  5,773  were  for  the  organisms  of  Diphtheria  and  2,496  for  those  of 
Tuberculosis. 

A  large  number  of  specimens  was  examined  by  the  Medical  Superintendent 
in  the  laboratory  attached  to  the  City  Hospital  and  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium, 
Cottingham. 

Dr.  Adamson  (Hon.  Pathologist,  Hull  Royal  Infirmary)  is  responsible  for  the 
pathological  examinations  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  scheme  and  for  the 
examination  of  milk  for  Tuberculosis  by  the  biological  test. 

DISEASES  CONTRIBUTING  LARGELY  TO  THE  DEATH-RATE 
OR  OF  SPECIAL  INTEREST. 

Cancer.  Cancer  caused  452  deaths  compared  with  393  in  1931,  414  in  1930 
and  403  in  1929.  Accurate  records  of  the  causes  of  death  in  Hull  begin  in  1886. 
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In  that  year  there  were  101  deaths  from  Cancer  and  315  from  Tuberculosis.  These 
represent,  on  the  population  of  that  day,  a  death-rate  of  0.5  per  1,000  of  the 
population  from  cancer  and  1.6  from  tuberculosis.  In  1932  there  was  an  increase 
of  59  deaths  from  Cancer  compared  with  those  registered  for  1931.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  from  the  same  cause  in  1931  was  21  less  than  in  1930,  and  in 
1929  was  26  below  the  number  for  1928.  With  these  exceptions  the  mortality  from  this 
disease  has,  apart  from  slight  variations,  shown  an  upward  tendency  year  by  year. 
The  death-rate  from  Cancer  is  now  1.4  per  1,000  and  from  Tuberculosis  1.0. 
The  death-rates  for  England  and  Wales  are  Cancer,  1.5,  Tuberculosis,  0.8.  In  the 
last  47  years,  therefore,  the  death-rate  in  Hull  from  Cancer  has  increased  180  per 
cent.,  whilst  that  from  Tuberculosis  has  decreased  by  37.5  per  cent. 

A  table  has  been  prepared  showing  the  principal  sites  of  fatal  Cancer  ;  it  is 
printed  as  Appendix  27,  page  200. 

The  Local  Medical  Committee  on  Cancer,  which  is  affiliated  to  the  Medical 
Committee  of  the  Yorkshire  Council  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign, 
meets  as  occasion  requires. 

Mrs.  S.  E.  Eve,  M.B.,  has  continued  to  act  as  Honorary  Medical  Investigator 
to  the  Committee,  and  has  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  upon  the  cases  of 
Cancer  of  the  breast,  womb  or  rectum.  Since  the  scheme  of  inquiry  was  instituted 
nearly  6  years  ago,  484  cases  have  been  brought  within  the  scope  of  the  investi¬ 
gation.

These  figures  show  that  39  per  cent,  of  the  patients  suffering  from  Cancer  of 
the  Breast  were  inoperable  before  the  patients  were  examined  by  a  surgeon,  and 
of  those  suffering  from  Cancer  of  the  Uterus  and  Rectum,  the  inoperable  cases 
numbered  84  per  cent,  and  85  per  cent,  respectively.  It  should  be  mentioned  here 
that  these  are  all  patients  who  have  attended  the  Royal  Infirmary,  or  have  been 
admitted  to  a  Public  Assistance  Institution,  or  other  hospital,  and  that  if  all  cases 
of  Cancer  of  these  sites  were  included,  the  proportion  of  inoperable  cases  might  be 
even  greater,  as  many  very  old  people  do  not  consult  a  doctor  until  the  disease  is 
obviously  very  advanced,  and  the  general  practitioner,  properly,  does  not  think 
it  necessary  or  advisable  to  send  them  on  to  a  surgeon.  Figures  have  been 
extracted  showing  the  average  interval  which  has  elapsed  between  : — 

(a)  The  onset  of  symptoms  and  consulting  a  general  medical  practitioner,  and 

(b)  Consulting  the  general  practitioner  and  admission  to  hospital.

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The  delay  between  the  first  seeking  of  medical  advice  and  the  examination 
by  a  surgeon  is  very  often  the  fault  of  the  patient,  who  is  naturally 
reluctant  to  take  a  step  which  may  lead  to  a  surgical  operation. 

Radium.  It  is  now  known  definitely  that  radium  is  of  great  value  in  the 
treatment  of  certain  forms  of  cancer,  particularly  cancer  of  the  womb  and  of  the 
lip  or  tongue. 

The  44  milligrammes  of  Hydrated  Radium  Bromide  (23  milligrammes  of 
element)  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  is  lent  on  request  for  periods  of  48  hours 
at  a  time  to  any  medical  practitioner  who  requires  it  for  the  use  of  a  patient  in 
the  City  or  neighbourhood. 

During  1932  the  applicators  were  on  loan  on  25  occasions  for  the  use  of  19 
patients,  one  of  whom  had  the  use  of  it  3  times  ;  the  loans  in  15  instances  were 
in  respect  of  persons  suffering  from  Cancer. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  760  milligrammes  of  radium  under  the 
control  of  the  Hull  Radium  Trust.  This  radium  is  available  for  the  benefit  of 
patients  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Municipal  and  other  hospitals,  and 
approved  nursing  homes.  A  portion  of  this  supply  is  housed  at  the  Anlaby  Road 
Institution  (Hospital)  in  a  specially  constructed  safe. 

Bronchitis.  There  were  121  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  compared  with  203  in 
1931  and  120  in  1930.  The  death-rate  in  1932  was  0.4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
and  the  total  death-rate  from  non-tuberculous  respiratory  diseases,  chiefly 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  was  1.4. 

Heart  Disease.  This  disease  accounted  for  611  deaths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  746  in  1931.  The  death-rate  in  1932  was  1.9  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
These  figures  show  how  very  serious  is  this  cause  of  death,  and  emphasise  the 
importance  of  paying  ever-increasing  attention  to  rheumatism  in  children  and 
adolescents,  for  by  this  means  the  seed  of  heart  disease  in  adults  is  often  sown. 

Alcoholism.  During  the  year  14  deaths  were  certified  to  have  occurred  from 
Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver  but  none  from  Alcoholism,  compared  with  12  and  2  respec¬ 
tively  from  the  same  causes  in  1931,  and  a  total  of  13  from  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver 
in  1930.

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  is  not  an  absolutely  reliable  index  of  the 
incidence  of  the  disease.  For  example,  it  is  a  generally  accepted  fact  that  the 
incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  whole  country  tends  to  decrease  year  by  year,  but 
at  the  same  time,  the  Municipal  and  County  schemes  for  the  detection  and  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  continue  to  improve  so  that  fewer  cases  remain  undetected,  and  a 
greater  percentage  of  cases  are  consequently  notified.  So  far  as  Hull  is  concerned, 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  will  decrease  markedly 
during  the  next  few  years,  because  it  is  hoped  that  increased  efficiency  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Department  combined  with  still  greater  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
General  Practitioners,  will  result  in  most  of  the  undetected  cases  being  discovered 
and  notified.  For  many  years,  it  has  been  recognised  that  the  age  period,  15-25, 
has  not  shared  to  the  same  extent  as  other  age  groups  in  the  gradual  fall  in  the 
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death-rate  from  Tuberculosis.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  in 
this  age  group  during  the  last  5  years,  divided  according  to  the  type  of 
Tuberculosis  causing  death  and  sub-divided  according  to  sex  : —

It  will  be  noted  that  in  this  age  period,  as  in  previous  years,  the  number  of 
Pulmonary  deaths  in  females  has  greatly  exceeded  that  in  males. 


This  difference  is  the  more  remarkable  when  it  is  realised  that  the 
number  of  deaths  amongst  males  of  all  ages  is  greater  than  the  corresponding 
number  amongst  females.  A  reference  to  the  table  on  page  92  will  illustrate  this  fact. 


The  cause  of  this  abnormally  high  mortality  amongst  females  between  15-25 
is  still  obscure.  The  opportunities  of  infection  are  practically  the  same  in  males 
and  females.  For  some  reason,  then,  the  resistance  to  tubercle  is  lower  in  females 
in  this  particular  group.  This  phenomenon  is  not  peculiar  to  Hull.  It  is  experienced 
both  in  this  country  and  in  America.

The  deaths  from  Meningitis  numbered  31  in  1932,  1931  and  1930  respectively. 

The  total  death-rates  for  1932  are  definitely  lower  than  in  previous  years,  and 
this  applies  both  to  Hull  and  to  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  Pulmonary 
death-rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Hull,  though  it  is  still  higher  than  the 
corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  country. 

Unfortunately  the  Non-Pulmonary  death-rate  in  Hull  has  shown  little  or  no 
change  for  several  years,  and  compares  unfavourably  with  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales,  which  has  been  declining  steadily. 

The  numbers  of  notifications  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  each  year

Twenty  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  from  School  Medical  Officers 
were  received  in  1932,  compared  with  22  in  1931  and  41  in  1930. 


Dispensary  System.  Unless  arrangements  are  made  for  receiving  treatment 
elsewhere,  the  notified  cases  attend  at  one  of  the  two  Dispensaries. 
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Of  the  639  cases  notified,  a  number  were  moribund  at  the  time  of  notification 
and  others  were  removed  to  Institutions  or  elected  to  have  their  own  medical 
attendants.  The  balance,  numbering  512,  attended  the  Dispensaries.  Besides  these, 
1,430  suspected  cases  of  contacts  attended  the  Dispensaries,  making  1,942  new 
patients  who  came  for  diagnosis  or  to  have  the  appropriate  treatment  arranged  ; 
the  corresponding  number  for  1931  was  1,751. 

Of  the  total  for  1932,  473  were  diagnosed  as  cases  of  definite  tuberculosis, 
1,448  were  considered  not  to  be  suffering  from  active  tuberculosis,  and  21  were 
kept  under  observation.  Of  the  21  cases  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  3  have  been  found  to  be  tuberculous  and  18  to  be  non-tuberculous. 

Sources  of  the  New  Cases.  1,115  were  contacts  of  other  cases,  536  were  sent 
by  private  practitioners  or  from  the  General  Dispensary,  270  came  from  other 
Municipal  Institutions  such  as  the  School  Medical  or  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Departments,  and  21  came  from  other  sources  such  as  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  Medical  Officers  connected  with  Factory  Welfare  Schemes. 

Examination  of  Contacts.  One  of  the  main  objects  of  the  Dispensary  system 
is  to  bring  cases  under  treatment  at  a  stage  sufficiently  early  to  warrant  a  hope 
of  arresting  the  disease.  To  this  end,  the  Medical  Officers  and  the  Tuberculosis 
Nurses  use  every  effort  to  persuade  the  family  contacts  to  be  examined 
medically. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  contacts  examined  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  during  the  last  5  years  : —

These  figures  show  a  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  contacts  examined 
during  recent  years. 

Of  the  1,115  contacts,  nine  were  found  to  be  definitely  tuberculous  at  the  first 
examination  and  42  later  on  ;  877  were  considered  not  to  be  tuberculous  at  the 
first  examination  and  182  subsequently  ;  the  other  five  were  amongst  those  under 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  new  cases  sent  by  practitioners,  148  were  diagnosed  definitely  before 
they  came  to  the  Dispensaries  and  388  were  sent  for  diagnosis.  Of  these,  131  were 
diagnosed  as  tuberculous  and  257  as  non-tuberculous. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  1932,  72-4  per  cent,  of  the  new  cases  referred 
by  general  practitioners  were  sent  for  diagnosis,  as  compared  with  49-3  per  cent, 
in  1931.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  to  encourage  general 
practitioners  to  use  the  Department  more  and  more  as  a  centre  for  diagnosis 
instead  of  merely  as  a  gateway  to  institutional  treatment.

Visits  by  Tuberculosis  Nurses.  The  Tuberculosis  Nurses  paid  12,540  visits 
to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients,  as  compared  with  9,811  in  1931  and  9,615  in 
1930.

X-Ray  Examinations.  During  1932,  717  X-Ray  examinations  were  made  in 
connection  with  Dispensary  work,  compared  with  734  in  1931,  150  in  1930  and 


36  in  1929. 


Sputum  Examinations.  Of  1,481  specimens  of  sputum  sent  for  examination 
from  the  Dispensaries,  176  were  positive  and  1,305  negative. 

Of  the  many  methods  used  in  the  diagnosis  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the 
examination  of  sputum  ranks  as  the  most  important.  While  it  is  true  that  a 
negative  result  is  of  no  value,  it  is  equally  true  that  a  positive  sputum  is  the  most 
definite  evidence  obtainable  that  Tuberculosis  is  present.  This  method  has  the 
further  advantage  that  it  is  relatively  cheap. 

D 
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The  total  number  of  specimens  of  sputum  examined  by  the  City  Bacteriologist 
during  the  year  was  2,465  :  340  were  positive  and  2,125  were  negative.  These 
figures  include  specimens  sent  by  private  practitioners  and  from  the  After-Care 
Colony. 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Cases.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62,  provides 
for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
who  cannot  be  isolated  properly  at  home.  No  legal  action  has  been  necessary 
under  this  section,  but  in  certain  cases  the  persons  concerned  made  satisfactory 
re-arrangements  of  their  sleeping  accommodation. 


Houses  for  Tubercular  Patients.  A  scheme  for  the  re-housing  of  the  families 
of  tubercular  patients  was  described  at  length  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1931. 
This  scheme  provides  for  grants  of  the  tenancy  of  15  houses  with  assistance 
in  the  payment  of  rent  to  suitable  families.  The  scheme  continues  in  operation. 

Shelters.  The  Corporation  own  12  open-air  shelters  which  are  loaned  to 
patients  (free  of  charge)  when  there  is  a  garden  or  a  back-yard  available  and 
suitable  for  the  use  of  a  shelter.  At  the  end  of  the  year  10  shelters  were  in  use. 


The  Public  Health  ( Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925.  No  action 
was  necessary  under  these  regulations,  which  empower  the  Authority  to  prohibit 
an  infectious  case  of  Tuberculosis  from  engaging  in  the  milk  trade. 


Orthopedic  Clinic.  Ten  new  patients  were  examined  and  reported  upon. 
The  number  of  attendances  for  examination  and  re-examination  was  54.  The 
following  treatments  were  given  : — 

Massage — 50  attendances 
Electrical — 10  attendances 
Remedial  exercises — 39  attendances 
Other  forms — 17  attendances 


Light  Treatment.  Tuberculous  patients  in  need  of  light  treatment  are  referred 
to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  Seventy  were  so  referred  during  1932, 
and  they  made  2,210  attendances.

Dr.  H.  M.  Leete  has  been  responsible  for  the  following  section  dealing  with 
the  Sanatorium  : — 

The  Sanatorium,  Cottingham.  Dr.  H.  M.  Leete  continued  as  Medical 
Superintendent  throughout  the  year,  with  Dr.  P.  R.  Fanning  as  Resident  Medical 
Officer. 
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The  work  of  the  Sanatorium  has  continued  on  established  lines,  which  are, 
in  the  main,  the  provision  of  fresh  air,  suitable  food  and  rest.  The  importance  of 
rest  cannot  be  overestimated  and  must  be  the  dominating  factor  in  treatment 
no  matter  how  many  or  how  varied  are  the  auxiliary  methods  employed.  It  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  get  the  patients  to  appreciate  this,  and,  indeed,  it  has  not 
always  been  possible  to  give  as  long  a  time  in  bed  as  we  could  wish.  This  is  because 
of  the  shortage  of  accommodation  and  the  necessity  of  “  moving  patients  on  ” 
more  quickly  than  is  perhaps  desirable  in  certain  cases  in  order  to  give  others  the 
opportunity  of  Sanatorium  treatment.  This  will  be  remedied  by  the  provision  of 
more  Sanatorium  beds  and  proposals  with  this  object  in  view  were  being  considered 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  beds  have  remained  fully  occupied  throughout  the 
year.  We  have  continued,  in  suitable  cases,  to  use  collapse  therapy  as  part  of  the 
routine  treatment  in  the  Sanatorium.  This  method  of  giving  local  rest  to  the 
diseased  lung,  or  the  more  diseased  lung  when  both  are  involved,  is  now  firmly 
established  as  a  most  valuable  accessory  form  of  treatment. 

As  well  as  the  essential  requirements  for  treatment,  other  activities  of  the 
Sanatorium  require  brief  mention.  Craft  teaching  has  been  continued — classes 
meeting  regularly  and  work  being  done  on  the  wards.  Numerous  entertainments 
have  been  given  and  full  use  made  of  the  recreation  hut. 


At  the  beginning  of  1932  there  were  127  patients  in  residence  ;  324  were 
admitted  during  the  year  and  328  were  discharged,  leaving  123  under  treatment 
on  the  31st  December.  The  number  admitted  during  1931  was  369. 

No  observation  cases  were  in  residence  on  the  1st  January,  but  19  cases  were 
admitted  for  observation  during  the  year.  Of  these,  1  adult  and  7  children 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  were  admitted  for  treatment, 
while  1  adult  and  7  children  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
and  were  discharged.  One  adult  patient  left  against  advice,  and  one  child  was 
removed  by  parents  before  the  observation  period  under  observation  was 
completed  or  diagnosis  was  confirmed.  One  child  was  still  in  the  Sanatorium 
on  the  31st  December. 

Particulars  of  the  age  and  sex  of  the  patients,  the  extent  of  the  disease,  average 
length  of  stay,  and  condition  on  discharge  will  be  found  in  appendix  28  (pages 
201  and  202). 

Consultants.  Mr.  Blair  visited  the  Sanatorium  as  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and 
examined  33  cases  submitted  for  his  opinion,  and  Mr.  Simpson  dealt  with 
the  special  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  work,  the  number  of  his  examinations  being 
140,  including  5  cases  seen  on  5  special  visits. 
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Pneumo-thorax  Treatment.  Number  of  inductions,  12  ;  200  refills  were  given 
during  the  year. 

X-Ray  Examinations.  These  numbered  408,  in  which  420  films  were  taken, 
including  4  for  the  City  Hospital. 

Sputum  Examinations.  1,432  specimens  were  examined  at  the  Sanatorium. 
Of  these  659  were  found  to  be  positive  (approximately  46  per  cent.)  and  773  negative. 

The  Sanatorium  School.  Since  it  was  opened  in  1924,  1,258  children  have 
passed  through  the  school.  During  1932,  31  girls  and  46  boys  attended,  making  a 
total  of  77  children.  The  ages  of  the  children  varied  from  3  to  15  years,  and  the 
average  daily  attendance  was  34-6.  In  addition  to  those  taught  in  the  school,  an 
average  of  12  recumbent  cases  have  received  instruction  on  the  wards  each  day. 

After  Careers  of  Sanatorium  School  Children.  All  children  who  have  attended 
the  Sanatorium  School  are  kept  under  observation,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Department. 

During  the  last  7  years,  957  children  have  left  the  Sanatorium  School. 
The  total  admissions  to  the  school  are  in  excess  of  this  figure  because  many  children 
have  been  treated  and  taught  simultaneously  at  the  Sanatorium  School  during 
several  successive  periods. 

Appendix  30,  page  213,  gives  an  analysis  of  these  figures. 

Yorkshire  Children's  Orthopcedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside.  The  Health  and 
Public  Assistance  Committee  has  at  its  disposal  13  beds  at  this  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  children  suffering  from  Tuberculous  Bones  and  Joints.

The  average  stay  of  patients  discharged  during  1932  was  17  months. 

A fter-care  and  Provision  of  Extra  Nourishment.  Hull  is  fortunate  in  its  After- 
Care  Committee.  It  is  nominally  a  voluntary  organisation,  but  it  functions  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  Authority’s  Tuberculosis  Scheme.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer 
is  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  After-Care  Committee.  One  of  the  Tuberculosis  Nurses 
makes  the  investigations  for  the  After-Care  Committee.  Patients  awaiting 
admission  to  the  Sanatorium,  or  patients  discharged  therefrom,  are  encouraged  to 
apply  to  the  Committee  for  assistance. 

Advice  regarding  mode  of  life  and  occupation  is  often  given  with  benefit  to 
the  recipient.  In  many  cases  of  limited  means,  supplementary  nourishment  is 
granted.  This  is  especially  valuable  in  the  cases  of  children  leaving  the  Sanatorium, 
and  makes  less  sudden  the  change  from  the  ample  menu  provided  there. 

Motor  Watching.  This  enterprise  was  carried  on  successfully,  and  during  the 
year  has  given  permanent  employment  to  15  men. 

After-Care  Colony.  Fifteen  colonists  were  in  residence  at  the  After-Care 
Colony  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  ;  22  men  were  admitted  and  20  were  discharged 
during  the  year,  leaving  17  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  results  of  treatment  were  :  quiescent,  8  ;  and  not  quiescent,  12. 

All  these  patients  were  Hull  residents  and  the  majority  were  paid  for,* 
either  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  their  period  of  treatment,  by  the  Health 
and  Public  Assistance  Committee.

Comparing  the  total  attendances  for  1931  and  1932,  those  of  men  show  a 
decrease  of  3-8  per  cent,  and  of  women  a  decrease  of  7-9  per  cent.,  whilst  there  has 
been  a  decrease  of  3-4  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  male  attendances  for  intermediate 
treatment,  and  a  decrease  of  4-2  per  cent,  in  the  attendances  at  the  medical  sessions. 
In  the  case  of  women,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  13-5  per  cent,  in  the  attendances 
for  intermediate  treatment,  and  a  decrease  of  5T  per  cent,  in  the  attendances  at 
the  medical  sessions.  The  attendance  of  new  cases  in  men  shows  a  decrease  of 
4-5  per  cent,  and  in  women  a  decrease  of  2-3  per  cent. 

Sixteen  medical  sessions  were  held  each  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  of 
these  are  special  sessions  intended  solely  for  women  and  children  who  are  sent 
to  the  Clinic  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  In  a  few  cases,  where 
women  patients  have  expressed  the  desire  to  see  a  woman  doctor,  they  also  have 
been  allowed  to  attend  during  these  special  sessions. 
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Thirty-four  male  cases  of  Syphilis  ceased  to  attend  before  completing  the 
first  course  of  treatment  ;  the  total  number  of  male  Syphilis  cases  treated  during 
the  year  was  484. 

Eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight  persons  were  still  under  treatment  or 
observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Congenital  Syphilis.  Nineteen  new  cases  of  congenital  syphilis  came  under 
treatment  during  the  year.  Treatment  is  specially  important  in  these  cases  in 
order  to  prevent  the  blindness,  deafness  or  insanity  which  may  ensue.  This  figure 
is  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous  year. 


Diathermy  Treatment.  344  treatments  were  given  during  the  year. 


Free  Supply  of  Arsenobenzene  Compounds.  The  number  of  medical  practitioners 
whose  names  are  on  the  list  to  receive  free  supplies  of  arsenobenzene  compounds 
is  26.  Eight  applied  for  supplies  during  the  year,  and  151  doses  were  issued. 
In  addition,  369  doses  were  issued  for  use  in  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  312  in  the 
Victoria  Children’s  Hospital,  240  in  the  Beverley  Road  Hospital,  95  in  the  Anlaby 
Road  Hospital,  7  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  and  688  in  the  Special 
Out-patient  Department  of  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary. 


Pathological  Examinations.  The  extent  to  which  medical  practitioners  availed 
themselves  of  the  facilities  provided  for  pathological  examinations  is  shown  in 
the  subjoined  statement,  which  also  gives  .particulars  of  specimens  sent  from 
institutions  such  as  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Victoria  Children's  Hospital, 
and  the  Anlaby  Road  and  the  Beverley  Road  Hospitals,  and  from  the  Clinic.

Detailed  particulars  of  the  work  done  at  or  in  connection  with  the  Clinic  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  31  (pages  214  to  218). 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  clinic  is  due  to  a  re¬ 
survey  of  the  register  resulting  in  the  omission  therefrom  of  cases  which  had  ceased 
to  attend  for  a  period  of  three  months  or  more. 

To  enable  Port  Sanitary  Officers,  when  inspecting  ships,  to  furnish  a  supply 
of  notices  for  the  crew  stating  the  address  of  the  treatment  centre  for  Venereal 
Diseases  and  the  hours  of  the  Clinics,  cards  are  printed  in  the  languages  of  the 
11  different  countries  from  which  the  greater  number  of  seamen  come  who 
frequent  the  port.  For  the  translations  on  the  cards,  the  Department  is  indebted 
to  the  various  Consuls. 


MATERNITY  AND 
CHILD  WELFARE. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Most  of  the  material  for  this  section  has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  Helen  Standring, 
the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  charge  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department. 


Maternal  Deaths.  The  number  of  maternal  deaths  which  occurred  during  the 
year  was  24,  compared  with  21  in  1931,  28  in  1930  and  27  in  1929. 


Twelve  of  the  24  deaths  were  due  to  puerperal  sepsis  and  12  to  accidents 
of  pregnancy.  There  was  one  death  of  a  mother  for  every  264  births. 


The  proportion  per  1,000  live  births  was  3-9,  compared  with  3-5  per  1,000  in 
1931,  and  4-4  per  1,000  in  1930. 


Of  the  deaths  from  accidents  of  pregnancy,  3  were  due  to  eclampsia,  3  to 
post-partum  haemorrhage,  1  to  accidental  ante-partum  haemorrhage,  2  to  toxaemia, 
and  3  to  post  operative  shock. 


There  were  seven  other  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy,  each  of  such  deaths 
being  returned  as  respectively  due  to  pneumonia,  phthisis,  scarlet  fever,  pyelo¬ 
nephritis  and  pleurisy,  pyelo-nephrosis,  mitral  stenosis  and  T.B.  salpingitis. 


This  gives  a  death-rate  per  1,000  births  in  women  not  classed  as  from 
“  pregnancy  and  child-bearing,”  but  returned  as  “  associated  therewith,”  of  IT, 
compared  with  2-5  in  1931  and  0-79  in  1930. 


Two  of  the  fatal  cases  attended  the  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic  on  one 
occasion,  but  did  not  make  any  further  visit  although  advised  to  attend  regularly. 
Both  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  as  emergencies  suffering  from 
eclampsia.  These  2  cases  emphasize  the  findings  of  the  Maternal  Mortality 
Committee,  that  many  deaths  are  due  to  the  failure  of  patients  to  make  use  of  the 
ante-natal  care  available.  Another  patient  made  5  attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic.  She  was  delivered  at  her  own  home  and  died  of  post-partum  haemorrhage. 


Enquiry  forms,  which  are  confidential,  were  completed  for  22  cases  during 
1932,  and  forwarded  to  the  Maternal  Mortality  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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The  following  table  illustrates  the  fact  that  in  Hull,  as  in  England  and  Wales, 
the  rate  of  maternal  mortality  remains  high,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  render  maternity 
safe.  It  is  hoped  that  the  investigations  undertaken  by  the  above  Committee 
will  assist  us  in  our  endeavours  to  discover  the  means  of  lessening  maternal 
morbidity  and  preventing  maternal  mortality.

Midwives  Acts.  In  accordance  with  Section  10,  Midwives  Act,  1902,  66 
midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  Hull,  compared  with  69  in 
1931.  Of  these,  62  were  certificated  and  4  were  of  the  bona-fide  class.  Three 
midwives  removed  from  the  district  during  1932,  leaving  63  on  the  list  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 


Midwives  attended  3,141  births  during  the  year  1932.  This  includes  369  in 
the  practice  of  the  municipal  midwives.  Excluding  the  877  births  which  occurred 
in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  there  were  5,469  births  (including  238  still 
births)  in  Hull.  Accordingly,  the  3,141  births  attended  by  midwives  are  57-4  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  births  that  occurred  in  the  City  ;  this  compares  with 
56  per  cent,  in  1931. 


By  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  midwives  are  required  to  send 
for  medical  aid  under  conditions  and  for  reasons  which  are  definitely  specified. 
Medical  aid  was  summoned  in  882  cases,  that  is,  in  28  per  cent,  of  their  cases, 
compared  with  25-9  per  cent,  in  1931.  In  604  cases,  i.e.,  in  68-5  per  cent.,  medical 
help  was  required  for  the  mother  alone,  and  in  278  cases,  i.e.,  in  3T5  per  cent.,  for 
the  child  alone.  For  details  see  appendix  32  (pages  219  and  220).

Of  the  amount  (£878  11s.)  paid  to  Medical  Practitioners,  it  will  be  seen  that 
only  45  per  cent.  (£397  4s.)  was  recoverable  from  the  patients.

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During  1932,  the  total  amount  actually  recovered  from  patients,  in  respect 
of  Medical  Fee  claims,  including  those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £242.  This 
compares  with  £228  5s.  collected  in  1931. 

Supervision  of  Midwives.  259  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  by  the  Assistant 
Inspector  of  Midwives  to  the  homes  of  the  midwives,  in  order  to  inspect  their 
registers  and  bags.  There  were  also  159  special  visits  of  enquiry  to  obtain 
information  regarding  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  Pyrexia,  Pemphigus  and 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Mid  wives  sent  in  forms  of  notification  of  artificial  feeding  in  12  cases. 

There  were  26  suspensions  of  midwives  for  the  purpose  of  disinfection  for  the

Suspension  was  withdrawn  as  soon  as  disinfection  had  been  carried  out,  usually 
within  two  or  three  hours.  In  one  case,  owing  to  concurrent  cases  of  Pemphigus, 
the  midwife  was  suspended  for  4  days. 

Midwives  were  interviewed  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  14  occasions,  in  12  instances  for  failure  in  their  duties  either  to  the  mother  or 
the  child.  It  was  decided  that  a  warning  would  meet  the  circumstances  in  each 
case.  In  2  instances  midwives  came  to  seek  advice  as  to  the  treatment  of 
difficult  cases  which  had  arisen  in  their  practice. 

The  case  of  a  midwife  failing  to  leave  an  address  knowing  patient  to  be  in 
labour,  which  was  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  at  the  end  of  1931,  was 
tried  by  the  Penal  Court  of  the  Board,  who  decided  to  reprimand  the  midwife 
severely. 

Deaths  of  Mothers  Notified  by  Midwives.  Two  maternal  deaths  occurred 
during  the  time  a  midwife  was  in  attendance,  and  were  notified  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board.  Death  was  certified  to  have  been  due 
in  one  case  to  Puerperal  Fever  and  in  the  other  to  Post-Partum  Haemorrhage. 

Deaths  of  Infants  Notified  by  Midwives.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
occurring  while  a  midwife  was  in  attendance,  and  notified  under  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board’s  Rules,  was  60  compared  writh  39  in  1931.

With  regard  to  5  cases,  the  deaths  were  reported  to  the  Coroner  as  having 
taken  place  before  being  seen  by  a  medical  practitioner.  Post-mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  4  cases,  and  an  inquest  was  held  in  one.  Death  was 
due  in  3  cases  to  Atelectasis,  in  one  to  Haematemesis  and  Melaena  Neonatorum 
and  in  the  other  to  Haemorrhage  from  Umbilical  Cord.

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Ante-natal  examination  had  been  made  by  the  midwife  in  30  cases  and  by 
the  medical  practitioner  and  midwife  in  10  cases  and  by  medical  practitioner, 
midwife  and  clinic  medical  officer  in  one  case  ;  7  patients  attended  the  Municipal 
Maternity  Centre  only ;  and  6  the  Municipal  Maternity  Centre  and  private 
midwives  ;  6  had  had  no  ante-natal  care.  In  10  cases  there  was  a  twin  pregnancy. 
In  20  cases  the  child  was  full  term  ;  in  40  cases  the  birth  was  premature. 

Compensation  to  Midwives.  There  were  6  claims  during  1932  for  payment 
to  midwives  because  their  patients  had  been  referred  from  an  ante-natal  clinic 
to  the  Maternity  Home  for  medical  reasons.  A  fee  of  5/-  was  paid  in  each  case. 

MUNICIPAL  MATERNITY  HOME  AND  INFANTS’  HOSPITAL. 

In  addition  to  the  accommodation  for  maternity  cases,  there  are  special  wards 
provided  for  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
and  Venereal  Disease  in  pregnant  women,  as  well  as  cots  for  infants.

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The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  each  year 
continues  to  increase.  Not  only  are  patients  admitted  whose  home  conditions 
are  unfavourable  for  confinement,  but  an  increasing  number  of  abnormal  or 
complicated  cases  are  sent  in  by  medical  practitioners  in  the  City.  There  were 
463  of  these  emergency  admissions  during  the  year. 


All  women  who  apply  for  admission  to  the  Maternity  Home,  or  for  the  services 
of  the  Municipal  Midwife,  attend  a  Corporation  Clinic  for  ante-natal  supervision. 


Patients  who  can  pay  £3  3s.  a  week  are  admitted  without  enquiry  concerning 
their  financial  position.  If  they  cannot  pay  this,  they  fill  up  a  form  and  are  assessed 
in  accordance  with  a  scale.  The  usual  charge  is  from  £1  to  £2  a  week.  The  patients 
are  brought  in  by  ambulance,  and  usually  remain  14  days. 


Applications  for  admission  are  made  at  the  Municipal  Midwifery  Centre, 
14  Kingston  Square. 


During  1932,  1,100  cases  were  admitted  compared  with  1,023  in  1931.  There 
were  877  actual  deliveries  in  the  Home,  817  of  these  being  conducted  by  midwives 
and  60  by  doctors  on  the  Maternity  Home  Staff.  The  corresponding  numbers  for 
1931  were  :  deliveries  875 — 786  by  midwives  and  89  by  doctors.

Ninety-nine  patients  for  whom  medical  assistance  was  obtained  during  the 
Ante-natal  period  required  early  induction  of  labour  (surgical  or  medical)  ;  in 
67  of  these  cases  there  was  disproportion  between  the  pelvis  and  foetal  head. 


Nine  cases  of  Placenta  Praevia  occurred  during  the  year ;  8  were  treated 
by  internal  version  and  1  by  caesarean  section ;  there  were  also  38  cases  of 
Accidental  Ante-partum  Hemorrhage,  one  of  which  proved  fatal. 
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Two  cases  of  puerperal  fever  occurred  during  the  year  ;  one  died. 

There  were  13  cases  of  pemphigus  neonatorum  ;  one  died. 

Forty-six  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  ;  5  died. 

Ten  infants  developed  ophthalmia  neonatorum  :  a  complete  recovery  was 
made  in  all  but  one  case,  where  there  was  impaired  vision  of  one  eye.  Twenty 
other  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  occurred,  and  all  recovered. 


The  value  of  breast-feeding  is  emphasised  during  the  time  that  the  mother 
and  baby  are  in  hospital,  but  in  33  cases,  owing  either  to  illness  of  the  mother  or 
to  suppression  of  the  breast  milk,  the  infant  had  to  be  fed  artificially. 

There  were  19  maternal  deaths  in  the  Maternity  Home  during  the  year. 

Forceps  were  applied  in  20  cases. 

Six  cases  of  venereal  disease  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Block. 

There  were  48  still-births.

Some  of  the  reasons  why  the  remaining  127  assessments  were  not  accepted 
were  birth  occurred  prematurely  at  home  ;  patient  changed  her  mind  about 
going  into  the  Home  and  made  other  arrangements  ;  “  had  a  miscarriage  ”  ;

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The  amount  paid  by  patients  during  the  year  towards  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance  at  the  Maternity  Home,  including  balances  from  previous  years,  was 
£3,093,  compared  with  £3,255  in  1931. 


Infants’  Hospital.  The  work  of  the  Infants’  Hospital  is  increasing  and  the 
treatment  of  dietetic  disorders  in  infants  plays  an  important  part  in  our  Child 
Welfare  Scheme.

and  25  were  still  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  amount  paid  during  the  year  in  respect  of  Infants,  towards  the  cost 
of  their  maintenance  including  balances  from  previous  years,  was  £71,  compared 
with  £128  16s.  2d.  during  1931. 

Training  School,  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  During  the  year  29  new  pupils 
commenced  their  training  ;  25  pupils  who  had  completed  their  course  entered 
for  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  examination.  All  were  successful,  including  two 
who  failed  at  the  first  sitting. 

The  Ministry  of  Health’s  grant  was  claimed  in  respect  of  16  pupils  who  propose 
to  practise  midwifery  or  to  become  Health  Visitors.  The  training  of  one  of  these 
grant-aided  pupils,  who  left  to  be  married,  was  cancelled.

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Municipal  Midwives.  The  staff  consists  of  3  certificated  midwives  and 
3  pupil  midwives.  During  1932  all  the  free  midwifery  cases  were  attended  by  the 
Municipal  Midwives. 

Applications  received  for  the  services  of  a  free  midwife  numbered  420,  of 
which  375  of  these  were  granted  ;  the  remaining  45,  being  outside  the  income 
scale,  were  not  granted. 

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Municipal  Midwives  was  369  : 
329  of  these  were  actually  delivered  by  the  midwives,  and  one  was  delivered 
by  a  doctor  called  because  of  some  complication  ;  and  39  births  occurred 
before  the  midwife  arrived.  One  case  developed  Puerperal  Pyrexia ;  a 
complete  recovery  was  made.  Five  mild  cases  of  Pemphigus  occurred.  Medical 
aid  was  obtained  for  one  case  of  discharging  eyes,  which  recovered  without  any 
impairment  of  vision. 


One  maternal  death  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the  Municipal  Midwives,  due 
to  Post-partum  Haemorrhage. 


There  were  7  still-births  due  to  the  following  causes,  viz.,  prematurity,  2 ;

Ante-Natal  Care.  Every  effort  is  made  to  assist  midwives  to  keep  the  Ante¬ 
natal  records  prescribed  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board.  Midwives  are  encouraged 
to  bring  or  send  their  cases  to  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  and  278  patients  referred  by 
midwives  were  sent  during  1932.  Of  these,  255  attended  Kingston  Square  Clinic, 
19  the  East  Hull  Clinic,  and  4  the  Sutton  Clinic.

Kingston  Square.  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  conducted  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  mornings  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  Kingston  Square,  by  Drs.  Findlay, 
Griffith  and  Davies. 

Wednesday :  Fifty-two  sessions  were  held  during  the  year,  with  886 
attendances  ;  the  first  attendances  numbered  332  and  the  re-attendances  554. 

Thursday  :  Fifty-two  sessions  were  held,  with  a  total  of  436  attendances, 
of  which  228  were  first  attendances  and  208  re-attendances.

Ante-Natal  Clinic,  East  Hull,  etc.  Dr.  Alice  Steven  conducted  an  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  each  week  at  the  East  Hull  Centre. 

In  all,  52  sessions  were  held,  and  there  were  508  attendances,  an  average  of 
9-8  per  session.  Of  these,  204  were  first  attendances,  19  being  referred  for 
examination  and  advice  by  midwives  ;  the  remaining  304  were  re-attendances. 
Nineteen  patients  attended  for  post-natal  examination.  It  was  found  necessary  to 
refer  21  patients  to  their  private  practitioners,  5  to  the  Hull  Royal  Infirmary, 
12  to  the  Corporation  Clinic,  Mill  Street,  and  50  to  the  Dental  Department. 

At  the  Sutton  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  23  attendances  were  made 
by  ante-natal  cases  ;  7  were  first  attendances  and  16  re-attendances. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  Maternity  Home  and  Municipal  Midwives'  Cases. 
Sessions  are  held  at  Kingston  Square  on  3  afternoons  a  week  for  the  examination 
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of  patients  who  are  to  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  or  who  are  to  be  attended 
by  the  Municipal  Midwives.  The  total  attendances  numbered  6,270,  with  1,362 
first  visits,  compared  with  5,189  total  attendances  and  1,318  first  visits  in  1931. 

The  municipal  midwives  visit  the  homes  of  all  these  cases,  and  a  total  of  1,721 
visits  were  paid  to  patients  before  confinement.  These  included  451  visits 
to  investigate  applications  for  the  services  of  a  Municipal  Midwife,  and  1,270  other 
ante-natal  visits. 

Summary  of  Ante-Natal  Work.  The  number  of  patients  seen  at  all  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  was  2,133.  The  number  of  births,  including  238  still-births,  in  the 
City  was  6,346.  The  number  of  women  seen  at  a  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was 
therefore  about  33  per  cent.,  the  same  as  in  1931. 

Amongst  the  2,133  women  who  attended  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  there  were  only 
3  maternal  deaths. 

Post-Natal  Clinic.  All  mothers  treated  in  the  Maternity  Home,  or  by  the 
Municipal  midwives,  were  advised  to  attend  the  Post-Natal  Clinic  held  once 
monthly  at  the  Maternity  Centre,  14  Kingston  Square.  The  Doctors  from  the 
Maternity  Home  attended  each  session.  The  following  table  shows  the  attendances  :

In  each  case  advice  was  given  and  the  patient  referred,  if  necessary,  to  her  own 
doctor,  or  to  hospital,  for  treatment. 


Gynecological  Clinic.  This  Clinic  was  commenced  at  the  Maternity  Centre, 
Kingston  Square,  Hull,  on  the  3rd  February,  1932. 

The  Clinic  was  held  once  a  month  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  Dr.  Townend 
being  in  attendance.  The  following  patients  attended  for  advice  : —

Fifteen  applications  for  the  supply  of  accessories  were  received  :  all  were 
granted. 

Maternity  Bags.  Twenty  maternity  bags,  containing  the  bed-linen  and 
clothing  necessary  for  use  during  confinement,  are  stored  at  the  Maternity  Centre 
and  lent  to  necessitous  mothers.  During  the  year  the  bags  were  lent  to  56  mothers 
for  periods  of  2  to  3  weeks. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits.  The  Maternity  and  Children  Sub-Committee, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  have  obtained  a  number  of  sterilised 
outfits.  Practising  midwives  may  obtain  them  on  application  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Department,  at  the  Guildhall,  at  the  cost  price,  6/-  each,  and  they 
are  asked  to  recommend  them  for  the  use  of  those  patients  who  have  difficulty 
in  obtaining  a  proper  supply  of  sterilised  material.  The  Municipal  Midwives  who 
attend  cases  in  the  poorest  homes  in  the  City,  may  use  a  sterilised  outfit  whenever 
it  is  considered  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  patient  ;  10  sterilised  outfits  have 
been  so  used  by  Municipal  Midwives. 

Provision  of  Dentures.  The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  dentures  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  has  been  continued.  A  few  of  the  mothers  do  not 
appreciate  the  importance  of  skilled  attention  to  the  teeth  during  pregnancy, 
with  the  result  that  they  fail  to  keep  appointments  made  for  them  with  the 
dentist.  Fortunately,  an  ever-increasing  number  of  mothers  do  realize  the 
importance  of  dental  care,  not  only  for  themselves  but  also  for  their  babies, 
and  the  department  is  encouraged  to  maintain  the  facilities  provided. 

Extractions  are  done  by  one  of  the  Dental  Officers  attached  to  the  School 
Medical  Department,  and  dentures  are  fitted  and  provided  by  members  of  the 
panel  of  practising  dentists  in  the  City  who  have  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the  scheme. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  330  applications  for  Dentures,  compared 
with  218  during  1931  and  120  during  1930.  Eighty-six  were  refused  because  of 
failure  to  attend  for  dental  treatment  ;  6  patients  did  not  wish  to  continue 
treatment,  and  41  did  not  proceed  with  their  applications. 

In  1932,  the  number  of  dentures  supplied  was  197,  at  an  average  cost  of 
£5  3s.  10d.,  compared  with  145  supplied  in  1931,  at  an  average  cost  of  £4  18s.  5d., 
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and  99  in  1930,  at  an  average  cost  of  £5  8s.  4d.  The  average  assessment  was 
£1  11s.  7d.,  compared  with  £1  9s.  2d.  in  1931  and  £1  11s.  in  1930.  During  the 
year  under  review,  the  total  amount  recovered  from  applicants  in  respect  of 
dentures,  including  those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £277,  as  against  £160 
in  1931  and  £104  in  1930. 

Home  Helps.  For  the  sixth  year,  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  Home  Helps 
has  worked  very  satisfactorily.  508  applications  were  received  and  granted 
during  the  year,  compared  with  381  in  1931,  363  in  1930,  and  219  in  1929.

The  above  figures  include  9  instances  where  a  Home  Help  was  applied  for 
in  cases  other  than  maternity  :  all  these  applicants  proceeded  with  the  arrange¬ 
ments. 

During  the  year,  341  cases  were  attended  by  45  Home  Helps. 

The  Home  Helps,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Visitors,  have  carried 
out  their  work  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.  Doctors  and  midwives  have  drawn 
the  attention  of  their  patients  to  the  facilities  provided,  with  the  result  that  there 
has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  this  service. 

The  usual  period  for  which  a  Home  Help’s  services  are  granted  is  14  days, 
and  it  is  only  where  there  is  an  urgent  medical  reason  that  the  Home  Help  is 
allowed  to  stay  for  a  longer  period.  In  the  22  instances  where  extensions  of 
time  were  allowed,  medical  certificates  were  furnished. 

In  the  43  cases  with  periods  varying  from  7  to  13  days,  the  mothers  were 
able  to  manage  without  further  assistance,  and  the  Home  Helps'  services  were 
terminated. 

The  majority  were  cases  of  normal  confinement  where  the  mother  had  no 
friend  or  relative  to  assist  her,  or  could  not  go  into  the  Maternity  Home  because 
of  the  number  of  children  to  be  looked  after. 
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The  gross  cost  to  the  Corporation  of  the  341  cases  was  £1,328  16s.,  compared 
with  335  cases  during  1931,  at  a  cost  of  £1,283  8s.  6d. 

During  1932,  the  total  amounts  recovered  in  respect  of  Home  Helps,  including 
those  oustanding  from  previous  years,  was  £245,  compared  with  £220  2s.  during  1931. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes.  The  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927, 
came  into  force  on  July  1st,  1928.  The  model  Bye-laws  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  have  been  adopted. 

There  are  18  homes  on  the  register,  including  3  approved  during  the  year. 
One  home  was  closed  down,  and  one  has  been  unoccupied  throughout  the  year. 

Every  Nursing  Home  was  inspected  by  a  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year, 
and  25  inspections  were  made  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
(Maternity  and  Child  Welfare)  and  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

During  the  year  338  births  occurred  in  registered  private  Maternity  Homes  ; 
329  of  these  were  live  births  and  the  remaining  9  were  still-births.  One  maternal 
death  occurred. 

Puerperal  Fever.  Thirteen  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified  in  1932  ; 
22  in  1931,  27  in  1930  and  18  in  1929. 

Of  these  13  notified  cases,  9  died ;  of  the  4  remaining  cases,  one  was 
treated  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home  and  3  at  home.  A  Jubilee  District 
Nurse  attended  2  of  these  patients.

Supplies  of  Anti-streptococcal  serum  are  available  at  the  Municipal  Maternity 
Home,  for  issue  to  general  medical  practitioners  for  emergency  cases  of  Puerperal 
Sepsis. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Sixty-one  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during 
1932  ;  of  these,  5  proved  fatal,  the  causes  of  death  being  Puerperal  Septicaemia 
in  3  cases.  Respiratory  Disease  in  one,  and  Kidney  Disease  in  one.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  During  1932,  159  cases  of  discharging  eyes  were 
reported  by  midwives  ;  of  these  only  31  were  notified  as  Ophthalmia  by  the  medical 
practitioners  called  to  attend  them.  Of  the  159  cases  reported  by  midwives,  54 
occurred  in  primiparae,  and  105  in  multiparae.  A  history  of  vaginal  discharge 
was  given  in  19  cases  ;  12  of  these  were  multiparae  and  7  primiparae.  In  11  cases 
a  previous  infant  had  been  infected,  and  in  one  case  3  other  infants.  Collosol 
Argentum  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  midwives  for  prophylactic  use.

It  will  be  noted  that  in 

only  half  of  these  cases 

was  the  date  of  onset  from 

the  first  to  the  fifth  days,  and  therefore  presumably  only  half  were  cases  due  to 
birth  infection.  This  is  no  doubt  owing  to  the  increasing  attention  paid  to  Venereal 

Disease  by  the  Public  Health  Authority,  particularly  the  ante-natal  examinations, 
which  are  now  so  much  encouraged,  and  the  special  arrangements  for  the  treatment 
of  expectant  mothers  suffering  from  Gonorrhoea.  It  is  now  very  rare  to  see  a  child 
blinded  by  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  ;  only  a  decade  ago  half  the  children  in  the 
blind  schools  were  there  because  of  this  disease. 
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Pemphigus  Neonatorum.  This  disease  is  compulsorily  notifiable  in  the  City. 
During  1932,  43  cases  were  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  disease 
was  of  the  mild  type  in  all  but  3  cases,  which  were  fatal.  Eight  cases  occurred 
before  the  7th  day,  14  occurring  between  the  7th  and  10th  days,  and  21  after 
the  10th  day. 

The  maternal  health  was  good  in  33  cases,  fair  in  6,  and  poor  in  4 
cases.  In  only  one  of  the  43  notified  cases  was  there  any  umbilical  infection. 
The  Jubilee  District  Nurses  attended  mother  and  child  in  9  cases.  The  midwife  in 
attendance  upon  each  case  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  was  sent  to  the  Municipal 
Disinfecting  Station  for  a  disinfectant  bath,  and  for  the  disinfection  of  her 
maternity  bag  and  appliances.  Five  cases  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the 
Municipal  Midwives. 

Thirteen  cases  occurred  in  the  Maternity  Home.  The  first  case  in  one  series 
occurred  in  a  baby  whose  mother  had  a  very  septic  mouth.  Every  precaution  was 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection,  and  it  was  soon  checked. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea.  There  were  67  deaths  among  children  under  the  age  of  5 
years  in  1932  compared  with  52  in  1931.  Of  the  deaths  in  1932,  53  occurred  in 
children  under  12  months,  11  between  1  and  2  years  of  age,  and  3  between  the 
ages  of  2  and  5  years.  All  the  cases  were  investigated  by  Health  Visitors.

In  27  cases  the  child  had  never  attended  a  clinic  ;  in  26  cases,  irregular 
attendances  had  been  made,  and  in  14  cases  the  child  had  attended  regularly. 

On  analysing  the  cases  which  had  attended  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  regularly, 
it  was  found  that  the  disease  occurred  in  many  children  who  had  been  quite  healthy. 
In  3  cases  it  followed  Pneumonia ;  it  was  associated  with  Marasmus  in  3 
others,  with  Convulsions  in  one,  and  occurred  in  delicate  babies  in  6  other  cases. 

Still-Births.  The  number  of  still-births  registered  during  the  year  was  238, 
including  48  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  The  238  still-births  represent  a 
rate  of  39-0  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  Forty  of  the  still-births  were 
notified  by  doctors,  91  by  midwives,  48  from  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  and 
59  by  the  Registrars  of  Births  and  Deaths.  In  86  cases  a  doctor  only  attended 
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the  confinement,  in  54  a  doctor  and  a  midwife,  and  in  98  a  midwife  only.  In  119 
cases  the  foetus  had  arrived  at  full-term  ;  in  68  the  birth  was  premature,  and  in  51 
cases  no  particulars  could  be  obtained. 

Infantile  Mortality.  414  deaths  of  infants  occurred  under  one  year  of  age. 
This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  67-7  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  80-9 
in  1931  and  690  in  1930.  The  rate  for  1932  was  the  lowest  recorded  in  Hull. 


The  chief  causes  of  infantile  mortality  during  the  year  were  :  Prematurity, 
114 ;  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis,  52  ;  and  Pneumonia,  51.  There*  were  7  deaths 
from  Measles. 

Sixty-eight  infants  died  on  the  day  they  were  born  ;  138  (33  per  cent,  of  the 
total  mortality  under  one  year)  died  before  they  were  a  week  old  ;  and  185  (45  per 
cent,  of  all  the  deaths  under  one  year)  occurred  in  infants  under  the  age  of  one 
month. 

The  185  neo-natal  deaths  are  an  indication  of  unfavourable  ante-natal 
conditions. 


The  neo-natal  mortality — that  is,  the  death-rate  under  one  month  of  age 
per  1,000  births — was  30-3,  compared  with  32-3  in  1931,  and  3T5  in  1930. 

This  improvement  is  largely  due  to  the  increased  attention  to  the  welfare 
of  the  expectant  mother.

Notification  of  Births  Acts.  The  live  births  notified  by  midwives  numbered 
3,093,  and  by  doctors,  parents  and  others,  1,228.  These  figures  do  not  include 
the  877  births  which  occurred  in  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  The  number  of 
births  not  notified  was  approximately  910. 


Health  Visitors.  During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  continued  to  carry  out 
their  many  and  varied  duties  in  an  efficient  manner,  and  the  scope  of  their  work 
is  reflected  in  the  attendance  of  children  at  the  Child  Welfare  centres.  The 
percentage  of  children  up  to  5  years  of  age  who  have  attended  a  clinic  at  least

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The  movement  of  population  from  the  more  congested  areas  of  the  City  to 
the  new  housing  estates  has  resulted  in  a  fall  in  the  visits  made  to  certain  of  the 
centres  by  children  from  some  of  the  districts  above  mentioned,  and  to  an  increase 
in  such  visits  from  other  districts.  This  has  necessitated  a  re-arrangement  of  the 
clinic  duties  of  health  visitors  at  the  various  centres. 

The  number  of  children  removed  from  Hull  and  notified  to  other  authorities 
was  199. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  was  98,205  : 
the  number  of  clinic  sessions  attended  by  them  was  4,977.  For  details  of  the  visits, 
see  Appendix  37  (pages  228  to  230). 

Training  of  Health  Visitors.  The  scheme  for  the  training  of  Health  Visitors 
was  continued,  8  Probationer  Health  Visitors  taking  up  their  duties  in  the 
Health  Department  in  April,  1932.  The  Course  of  Instruction  for  the  Health 
Visitors’  Certificate  arranged  by  the  Council  of  the  University  College  of  Hull, 
commenced  on  April  1st.  Students  attended  the  University  College  for  60  lectures 
and  20  tutorials  during  3  academic  terms  ;  they  received,  in  addition,  special 
lectures  and  demonstrations  by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
staff  each  week,  and  were  given  a  wide  practical  experience  of  all  branches  of  Public 
Health  work  in  the  School  Medical,  Tuberculosis  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Departments.  Seven  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate, 
a  special  examination  being  held  in  the  University  College,  Hull,  in  March,  1933. 

Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors.  Miss  Harrison  continued  to  act  as  Infant 
Life  Protection  Visitor  for  the  area  formerly  administered  by  the  Hull  Board  of 
Guardians,  and  Miss  Shrewsbury,  Health  Visitor,  for  that  part  of  Hull  previously 
within  the  area  of  the  Sculcoates  Board  of  Guardians. 

During  the  year,  668  visits  were  paid  to  foster  children,  44  being  first  visits 
and  624  re-visits.

Child  Welfare  Clinics.  As  in  previous  years,  the  full-time  medical  officers  in 
the  service  of  the  Corporation  have  been  assisted  in  the  conduct  of  Child  Welfare 
Clinics  by  Drs.  Jackson,  Gibson  and  Redfern. 

Lists  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  were,  by  the  kind 
permission  of  the  Postmaster,  exhibited  in  the  Post  Offices  during  the  year. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS. 
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Excluding  Toddlers'  Sessions. 
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The  total  attendances  at  the  clinics  increased  from  68,083  in  1931  to  70,827 
in  1932. 

There  were  31,804  medical  consultations  in  1932,  compared  with  32,124  in 
1931  ;  the  number  of  doctors’  sessions  was  997  in  1932  and  1,013  in  1931. 

During  1932,  621  children  were  referred  from  the  clinics  for  private  or  hospital 
treatment. 

Talks  to  Mothers.  Short  talks  were  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  at  the 
following  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  : — 

West  Hull,  145  ;  East  Hull,  208  ;  King’s  Hall,  48  ;  Queen’s  Hall,  106  ; 

Dairycoates,  49  ;  Marfleet,  4  ;  Newland,  40  ;  Sutton,  19,  and  Lees  Walk,  44,

Voluntary  Workers  at  Clinics.  Voluntary  workers  continue  to  do  valuable 
work  at  the  Ante-Natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  attending  both  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions,  in  order  to  help  in  the  general  work  of  the  Clinics. 

Early  in  the  year,  they  arranged  entertainments  which  were  given  to  a  large 
number  of  mothers  attending  the  different  centres. 

The  Committees  of  the  voluntary  workers  consists  of  the  Superintendents  of 
the  various  centres  ;  the  Chairman  is  Mrs.  Lawton.  Meetings  are  held  quarterly. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  ladies  who  give  so  much  of  their  time,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  further  volunteers  will  be  forthcoming  to  assist  in  the  increasing  work  of  the 
Clinics. 

Welfare  of  Toddlers.  Measures  for  the  improvement  of  the  health  of  the 
pre-school  child  in  Hull  were  continued.  The  4  Clinics  for  Toddlers  held  at 
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King’s  Hall  ;  the  West  Hull  Clinic,  Coltman  Street  ;  Queen’s  Hall  and  the 
East  Hull  Clinic,  Morrill  Street,  were  well  attended.  The  number  of  children 
between  the  ages  of  2  and  5  years  seen  at  these  Clinics  was  3,697,  and  the 
attendances  numbered  5,765.  If  any  physical  defect  was  found  at  the  medical 
examination,  advice  was  given  as  to  the  best  method  of  obtaining  the  necessary 
treatment,  and  many  cases  were  referred  to  the  School  Clinic  for  dental  treatment, 
and  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments.  Routine  visits  were  paid  to  the  homes  of 
these  children  by  Health  Visitors,  and  free  milk  and  nutritives  were  granted  to 
necessitous  children  certified  by  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer  as  requiring  them. 


Toddlers’  Dining  Centres.  Dinners  have  continued  to  be  provided  for 
necessitous  children  between  the  ages  of  2  and  5  years.  As  the  attendances 
thereat  were  so  disappointing,  the  Madeley  Street  and  Humber  Street  Centres 
were  closed  on  the  25th  June,  1932  ;  and  on  the  27th  June,  dinners  were  supplied 
to  toddlers,  along  with  their  mothers,  at  the  West  Hull  and  Queen’s  Hall  Dining 
Centres.  This  innovation  proved  such  a  success  that,  on  the  1st  September,  a  further 
centre  on  the  same  lines  was  opened  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic,  and,  on  the  21st 
November,  another  one  at  the  King’s  Hall  Clinic.  In  1932,  17,243  dinners  were 
served,  compared  with  3,942  in  1931. 


Interavailability  of  Clinics.  Children  under  5  years  of  age  who  are  suffering 
from  Squint,  Dental  Caries,  or  minor  ailments  are  referred  to  the  School  Medical 
Department  for  treatment.

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Supply  of  Splints.  Children  are  provided  with  splints  when  ordered  by  the 
Orthopedic  Surgeon.  Plaster  splints  were  made  at  the  Park  Avenue  Special  School, 
and  others  were  ordered  from  manufacturers  of  surgical  apparatus.  The  necessity 
for  the  payments  for  splints  other  than  plaster  splints,  did  not  arise  during  1932, 
as  the  local  organiser  of  the  Hull  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things  made  arrangements 
for  those  appliances  ordered  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  to  be  supplied  at  once 
and  paid  for  by  weekly  payments.  In  some  cases  splints  were  provided  by 
voluntary  organisations  such  as  the  Poor  Bairns’  Fund,  and,  in  others,  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  appliances  was  paid  by  the  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things. 

Subsidiary  Massage  Clinic,  69,  Coltman  Street.  The  work  of  this  centre  is 
mainly  for  the  treatment  of  children  who  were  the  victims  of  the  epidemic  of 
Poliomeyelitis  in  1927,  but  cases  of  Rickets  are  also  treated  :  there  are  2  sessions 
per  week.

X-Ray  Department — East  Hull  Clinic.  The  work  of  this  department  is 
increasing  rapidly.  There  were  130  cases  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment,  689  by  the  Tuberculosis  Department,  2  by  the  Public  Assistance  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  140  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department,  making  a  total 
of  961  cases  in  all.  The  radiologists  were  Dr.  Bannen  and  Dr.  Hermon,  who  attended 
for  42  sessions. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment.  Provision  has  been  made  by  the  Corporation 
for  mothers  in  certain  cases  to  have  convalescent  home  treatment  after  difficult 
confinements  or  prolonged  nursing.  In  the  year  under  review,  3  mothers  and 
3  babies  were  sent  to  the  Yorkshire  Convalescent  Home  for  Mothers  and  Babies, 
Withernsea. 

Christmas  Entertainments  for  Clinic  Mothers.  In  January,  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  Voluntary  Workers,  the  “  Tec's  Concert  Party  ”  gave  four  excellent 
entertainments  at  the  principal  centres.  Each  concert  was  attended  by  over  200 
mothers,  who  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  entertainment  and  the  refreshments  provided. 
The  attendance  of  members  of  the  Committee  at  these  entertainments  was  much 
appreciated. 
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The  Municipal  Light  Clinics — Lamps.  The  three  types  of  lamp  in  use  are  the 
Tungsten  Arc,  Mercury  Vapour  and  Carbon  Arc.  An  infra-red  ray  lamp  is  used  at 
East  Hull  Clinic,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mercury  Vapour  lamp.  Treatment  by 
all  lamps  remains  as  described  in  previous  reports.

Corporation  Clinic,  Mill  Street.  Two  sessions  a  week  are  held  at  the  Corporation 
Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  in  women  and  children,  patients 
being  referred  to  this  Clinic  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Ante-Natal  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  and  also  by  general  medical  practitioners. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  instituting  treatment  for  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  of  Syphilis 
in  pregnant  women,  the  number  of  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Congenital 
Syphilis  will  decrease  :  1,478  attendances  were  made  by  192  patients  during  the 
year,  compared  with  1,869  attendances  by  196  patients  during  1931,  and  2,133 
attendances  by  199  patients  in  1930.

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  pregnant  women  who  are  attending 
this  Clinic  to  be  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Maternity  Home  when 
necessary. 

Dining  Centres  and  Work  of  Dining  Superintendents.  Dinners  provided  by 
the  Municipal  Restaurants  Department,  were  served  to  necessitous  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  at  the  4  centres  each  week-day  throughout  the  year.  3,063 
applications  were  granted  during  1932,  compared  with  2,173  in  1931. 

The  popularity  of  this  service  will  be  appreciated  by  a  comparison  of  the 
figures  for  1932  with  those  of  previous  years.  There  is  no  doubt  the  Dining 
Centres  are  serving  a  very  great  need  in  helping  towards  the  reduction  of  Maternal 
Morbidity. 

The  dietary  is  liberal  and  nourishing,  and  is  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  ;  the  cost  is  6d.  per  meal.

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The  Dining  Superintendents  serve  the  dinners  and  investigate  applications 
for  free  meals.  They  paid  206  visits  and  485  re-visits  to  expectant  mothers,  and 
224  first  visits  and  742  re-visits  to  nursing  mothers.  During  the  year  they  also 
attended  406  sessions  at  Infants’  Welfare  Clinics  and  125  sessions  at  the  Light 
Clinic.  Visits  were  paid  to  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Chicken-pox  and 
Mumps  on  758  occasions. 

Supply  of  Milk  and  Nutritives.  Supplies  of  Dried  Milks  and/or  Nutritives 
are  issued  at  cost  price  to  women  who  can  afford  to  pay,  and  free  when  they  cannot 
afford  to  pay  even  cost  price. 

There  is  a  very  great  increase  in  the  number  of  applications,  and  this  is  no 
doubt  due  to  the  present  economic  distress. 

The  number  of  applications,  renewable  monthly,  received  for  the  free  supply 
of  milk  and/or  nutritives,  was  9,517.  Of  these,  1,271  were  1st  applications  ;  109 
were  not  granted,  as  the  income  was  above  the  scale.  The  number  of  applications 
dealt  with  in  1931  was  6,043,  compared  with  6,894  in  1930. 

The  total  value  of  the  free  issues  during  the  calendar  year  was  £2,871,  compared 
with  £2,792  in  1931. 

Receipts  from  sales  at  cost  price  totalled  £3,547,  compared  with  £4,115  in  1931. 
The  total  number  of  issues  was  116,939  in  1932,  and  122,860  in  1931. 

Particulars  will  be  found  in  Appendix  38  (page  231). 

Provision  of  Fireguards.  In  order  to  prevent  deaths  from  burns  and  scalds, 
resulting  from  the  absence  of  a  fireguard,  it  was  arranged  that  fireguards  should 
be  purchased  at  a  cost  of  5s.  9d.  and  supplied  to  necessitous  families,  payment 
being  made  by  instalments.  A  deposit  of  9d.  is  usually  made,  and  the  balance  is. 
payable  by  weekly  payments  of  6d. 

During  the  year,  268  applications  were  received,  as  against  304  in  1931. 
195  fireguards  were  supplied  in  1932,  and  214  in  1931. 

The  gross  cost  of  the  fireguards  supplied  in  1932  was  £56  13s.  3d., 
compared  with  £62  6s.  6d.  during  1931.  The  remaining  applications  were  being 
dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  1932  the  total  amount  recovered  in  respect  of  fireguards,  including 
those  arising  in  previous  years,  was  £44  compared  with  £50  14s.  2d.  during  1931. 

There  were  six  fatal  cases  of  burns  or  scalds  in  children  (under  the  age  of 
five  years)  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

A  notice,  drawing  the  attention  of  parents  of  young  children  to  their  obligations 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  fireguards,  is  placed  in  each  Infants’  Welfare  Clinic, 
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Free  or  Assisted  Services.  The  use  made  of  the  various  free  or  assisted  services

Home  Nursing.  The  nurses  of  the  Hull  Jubilee  District  Nursing  Association 
continue  to  visit  cases  recommended  by  the  Health  Department,  and  give  valuable 
assistance  in  nursing  patients  in  their  own  homes.  In  the  event  of  a  case  of 
Pemphigus  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurring  in  the  practice  of  a  midwife,  the 
midwife  leaves  the  case,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  the  mother  and  child  to 
be  attended  by  the  District  Nurse. 


During  the  year,  1,900  visits  were  paid  to  192  cases.  Treatment  in  5  cases 
had  not  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Day  Nurseries.  The  West  Hull  Day  Nursery  at  95  Coltman  Street  and  the 
East  Hull  Day  Nursery  at  Moscow  House,  Holderness  Road,  continue  to  look 
after  pre-school  children  whose  mothers  go  to  work  each  day.  The  charge  is 
sixpence  per  day  and  fourpence  each  half-day,  but  this  does  not  cover  all  expenses. 
The  Corporation  make  a  contribution  of  £260  per  annum  to  the  West  Hull  Nursery, 
and  £300  per  annum  to  the  East  Hull  Nursery,  and  the  deficit  is  defrayed  by 
voluntary  contributions.

Co-ordination  of  Work  with  other  Institutions  and  Departments.  The  clinic 
cards  and  health  visitors’  records  of  children  reaching  the  age  of  5  years  are  sent 
to  the  School  Medical  Department  four  times  a  year,  in  order  that  a  medical 
history  of  the  children  shall  be  available  for  routine  inspection  purposes. 


Inspectors  of  the  Hull  Branch  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  visited  74  cases  reported  by  the  Department.  Forty-six  of 
the  children  were  suffering  from  Rickets,  12  needed  medical  treatment,  5 
required  supervision,  3  were  suffering  from  malnutrition,  and  8  from  neglect. 
Of  these,  the  children  in  4  families  were  twice  referred  to  the  Society,  and  in 
one  three  times. 

The  Hull  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  worked  with  the 
Department  in  obtaining  the  treatment  required  in  one  other  case. 


The  “  Mother  Humber  ”  Fund  granted  extra  nourishment  or  coal  to  10  cases 
which  were  referred  for  help  by  the  Department. 


Children  requiring  splints  were  referred  to  the  Guild  of  Brave  Poor  Things. 
The  Guild  undertake  the  care  of  all  cripples  in  the  City,  and  have  organised  a 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  splints  ordered  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  the 
various  clinics.  This  work  is  efficiently  done,  and  is  proving  of  inestimable  benefit 
to  the  crippled  poor  of  the  City. 
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Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  voluntary  societies  which  help  the  work  of  the 
Department. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children.  The  York  Diocesan  Maternity  Home,  Linnaeus 
Street,  was  opened  in  January,  1915,  for  young  unmarried  mothers  under  25  years 
of  age,  of  previous  good  character,  for  first  cases  only.  The  Home  is  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Corporation  contribute  a  sum  of  £635  per  annum 
towards  the  expenses  of  the  Home. 

During  the  year  46  girls  and  43  babies  have  been  in  the  Home  ;  28  of  the  girls 
were  new  admissions.  One  baby  was  still-born.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Forty-four  girls  left  the  Home  during  the  year :  15  went  into  service, 

11  returned  to  their  parents  or  friends,  2  were  sent  to  Hospital  for  further 
treatment,  7  returned  to  business,  4  took  posts  as  probationer  nurses,  3  were 
sent  to  homes  for  further  training,  and  2  to  Mother  and  Baby  Homes. 

Fourteen  babies  left  the  Home  during  the  year. 

Notice  of  removal  of  any  child  from  the  Home  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  the  child,  if  still  in  this  area,  is  visited  by  a  Health  Visitor  at  frequent 
intervals. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 
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MONTHLY  BULLETIN—"  HEALTH  NEWS.” 

Each  month  the  Department  publishes  a  Magazine  entitled  "  Health  News,” 
giving  particulars  of  health  matters  of  national  and  local  interest.  The  Magazine 
is  composed  of  the  monthly  number  of  “  Better  Health,”  issued  by  the  Central 
Council  of  Health  Education  of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  together 
with  local  articles  and  cover,  the  latter  being  printed  with  a  special  local  design. 

The  Hull  “  Health  News  ”  was  first  published  in  October,  1927,  and  has 
continued  uninterruptedly  to  the  present  time.  During  the  year  1932,  approxi¬ 
mately  24,000  copies  were  issued,  and  were  published  under  arrangements  whereby 
a  considerable  number  was  sold  direct  to  the  public,  a  further  number  was  taken 
by  regular  subscribers,  and  the  copies  remaining  on  hand  each  month  were  distri¬ 
buted  to  the  senior  scholars  of  the  secondary  and  elementary  schools  of  the  City. 
The  sales  are  effected  principally  through  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Hospitals  and 
Institutions,  local  newsagents,  and  the  welfare  departments  of  industrial  firms. 
As  a  means  of  disseminating  local  and  national  information  with  respect  to  health 
matters,  the  Magazine  is  of  proved  value.  The  articles  frequently  receive  the 
attention  of  the  local  Press,  whose  comments  on  the  matter  appearing  in  “  Health 
News  ”  still  further  enlarge  the  field  reached  by  the  publication. 

Amongst  the  subjects  dealt  with  in  the  Magazine  are  many  of  special  interest 
and  value  to  school  teachers,  nurses,  and  social  and  welfare  workers,  who  form  a  large 
percentage  of  the  list  of  regular  subscribers.  In  addition,  enquiries  are  received 
from  health  organisations  in  various  foreign  countries  for  copies  of  the  Journal  to 
be  made  available  for  them. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  valued  services  of  the  local  Press 
in  re-publishing  information  from  “  Health  News  ”  of  special  local  interest.  Their 
willing  assistance  in  securing  publicity  for  matters  affecting  public  health  is  much 
appreciated. 


LECTURES  AND  TALKS  ON  HEALTH  SUBJECTS. 

During  the  year  69  lectures  and  addresses  were  given  (mostly  in  the  evenings) 
by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  to  various  organisations  in  and 
around  the  City.  The  organisations  addressed  were  representative  of  all  phases 
of  educational,  social  and  philanthropic  activities,  and  the  lectures,  etc.,  dealt 
with  the  many  and  varied  subjects  that  come  within  the  purview  of  the  Health 
Department.

Performing  Animals  ( Regulation )  Act,  1925.  Forty-seven  animals  affected  by  this  Act 
came  into  the  City  during  the  year.

Anthrax.  An  animal  which  died  whilst  awaiting  the  tuberculin  test  prior  to  purchase  by 
the  Mental  Hospital  Farm  Committee  was  found  to  have  Anthrax.  As  the  animal  was  on 
premises  outside  the  City  area,  the  East  Riding  Constabulary  were  notified.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  subsequently  confirmed  the  case  as  one  of  Anthrax. 

It  was  reported  to  the  Department  that  an  animal  on  a  farm  within  the  City  boundary 
was  suspected  to  have  died  from  Anthrax,  but  a  microscopical  examination  showed  that  such 
was  not  the  case. 

Other  Contagious  Diseases.  No  cases  of  any  disease  specified  by  the  Contagious 
Diseases  (Animals)  Acts  occurred  in  the  City  during  1932,  other  than  those  already  referred  to. 

Veterinary  Supervision  of  Horses.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  paid  visits  to  the  various 
Corporation  Stables  in  the  City,  which  accommodated  86  horses,  viz.  : —

Twenty-two  cows  and  one  bull  were  subjected  to  the  Tuberculin  Test  for  Tuberculosis 
before  being  purchased  by  the  Mental  Hospital  Committee.  Eight  cows  failed  to  pass  and  were 
rejected. 

Numerous  visits  were  also  paid  to  the  Mental  Hospital  Farm  and  the  Sanatorium  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  to  treat  the  stock. 

A  monthly  veterinary  examination  and  bi-annual  tuberculin  tests  of  the  herd  of  cows  at 
the  Mental  Hospital,  and  periodical  inspections  of  the  stock  at  Winestead  Farm,  have  been 
made. 

Cruelty  to  Animals  Acts.  For  the  purposes  of  these  Acts  the  Veterinary  Inspector 
examined  nine  animals  at  the  request  of  the  Police.  Prosecutions  followed  in  seven  instances  ; 
convictions  were  obtained  in  four  cases  ;  judgment  was  postponed  in  one  case  ;  and  the 
remaining  two  were  dismissed.  The  total  fines  amounted  to  ^8  3s.  and  costs. 

Horse  Purchase  Committee.  Several  visits  were  made  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  with 
members  of  the  Committee  to  examine  horses  for  soundness  before  being  purchased. 

Fat  Stock  Market.  A  weekly  market  is  held  on  Mondays  at  which  fat  cattle,  sheep  and 
pigs  are  exposed  for  sale.  Inspections  of  the  stock  are  made  on  each  market  day  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts.  The 
approximate  numbers  of  animals  sold  in  the  past  two  years  have  been  : —

Diphtheria  carriers  are  cases  where  there  are  no  clinical  signs  of  Diphtheria,  but  where  a 
diphtheria-like  germ  has  been  found  in  throat,  nose  or  other  site  either  by  an  outside  bacteriologist 
or  at  the  hospital.  Such  cases,  though  they  need  isolation,  are  not  suffering  from  Diphtheria, 
and  should  not  therefore  be  included  in  the  final  statistics  and  especially  in  the  calculation  of 
the  death  rate.  There  were  160  carriers  in  the  total  of  1231  diphtheria  cases,  and  in  many  the 
carrier  condition  was  not  confirmed  in  hospital — but  all  carriers,  confirmed  or  otherwise,  are 
omitted  in  the  following  table  which  shows  true  clinical  Diphtheria  only. 

The  diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  practically  all  cases  by  bacteriological  examination, 
though  the  final  diagnosis  is  on  a  clinical  basis.

The  average  duration  of  treatment  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  discharged  was  35-09  days. 
This  compares  with  36*2  days  in  1931  and  44  days  in  1930.  The  decreased  stay  is  due  to  the  more 
intensive  diagnostic  methods  carried  out  on  admission,  with  an  early  discharge  of  the  Diphtheria 
"  carriers  ”  where  the  carrier  condition  is  not  confirmed,  or  clears  up  rapidly. 

The  mortality  rate  was  high  throughout  the  year,  the  disease  continuing  to  be  of  severe 
toxic  type.  Special  investigations  were  begun  during  the  year  which  showed  that  a  particularly 
virulent  type  of  infection  was  prevalent  in  Hull  and  that  this  was  probably  the  chief  cause  of 
the  heavy  incidence  and  high  mortality  due  to  this  disease.  In  this  investigation  we  were 
priviliged  to  collaborate  with  Professor  McLeod,  Head  of  the  Bacteriological  Department  of 
the  Leeds  School  of  Medicine,  whose  recent  work  on  the  types  of  Diphtheria  bacilli  marks  an 
important  advance  in  bacteriology.  This  investigation  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  it  is  hoped  that  material  of  importance  will  be  available  for  publication  on  its  coir, 
pletion.  Many  cases  arrive  in  hospital  too  late  for  treatment  to  be  effective.  Of  the  124  fatal 
cases  no  less  than  44  died  within  48  hours  of  admission.  Attention  is  drawn  elsewhere  in  the 
report  to  the  attempts  made  to  solicit  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  doctors  in  securing  early 
admission  of  the  cases  to  hospital.  In  hospital  we  rely  on  the  administration  of  anti-toxin  by 
the  intravenous  as  well  as  the  intramuscular  route.  This  routine,  combined  with  careful  nursing, 
is  augmented  when  necessary  by  the  adoption  of  the  newer  methods  of  treatment  which  the 
research  worker  is  constantly  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  clinician.

The  deaths  numbered  six.  All  were  in  complicated  cases. 

In  four  cases  the  complicating  diseases  or  conditions  were  Diphtheria,  Septic  Peritonitis, 
Cellulitis  of  Neck  and  Convulsions.  In  the  two  other  fatal  cases  the  Scarlet  fever  was  a 
complication  of  Parturition  and  Pneumococcal  Empyema  respectively. 

Attributing  all  these  deaths  to  Scarlet  fever,  the  case  mortality  is  1-4%.  The  average 
duration  of  treatment  in  hospital  was  38-3  days. 

Scarlet  fever  maintained  its  mild  type,  and  the  incidence  of  its  complications  was  not  so 
marked  as  in  1931.

The  cases  of  Tonsillitis  were  practically  all  sent  to  hospital  as  cases  of  Diphtheria,  but  the 
diagnosis  of  Tonsillitis  was  confirmed  by  subsequent  observation  and  bacteriological  examination.

In  addition  to  the  routine  work  tabulated  above,  special  research  into  the  type  of  diphtheria 
bacillus  present  in  Hull  was  undertaken  and  to  the  end  of  the  year  111  cases  were  investigated 
in  detail.  As  the  organism  had  to  be  isolated  in  pure  culture  and  then  tested  in  several  different 
ways,  each  case  required  ten  separate  tests  or  steps,  so  that  the  amount  of  work  covered  was 
considerable.  At  the  same  time  separate  specimens  were  sent  to  Professor  McLeod  at  Leeds  in 
connection  with  the  larger  investigations  referred  to  under  Table  A  and  to  the  end  of  the  year 
these  numbered  233. 

The  laboratory  is  licensed  for  inoculation  experiments  and  during  1932,  56  experiments 
were  performed.  These  were  chiefly  virulence  tests  in  diphtheria,  which  it  is  necessary  to 
perform  in  special  and  doubtful  cases.

The  majority  of  the  cases  treated  were  Scarlet  Fever,  practically  all  cases  being  admitted 
directly  to  the  hospital.  The  fall  in  numbers  of  cases  dealt  with  at  Evan  Fraser  Hospital 
(during  1931,  502  cases  were  admitted)  is  due  to  the  admission  of  Scarlet  Fever  patients  to  the 
City  Hospital,  Cottingham  from  20th  January  to  15th  September.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the  School  Medical  Service 
in  the  City  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1932. 

In  the  report  itself  and  in  the  statistical  tables  annexed  thereto,  there  is  ample 
evidence  that,  during  the  year  under  review,  the  work  of  the  School  Medical 
Department  has  been  assiduously  and  sympathetically  carried  out,  and  the 
successful  results  recorded  in  these  pages  reflect  the  very  high  standard  of  work 
achieved  by  Dr.  J.  Morrison  and  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  department 
concerned.  The  continuance  of  the  period  of  world-wide  economic  depression  has 
dictated  the  local  policy  of  utilising  to  the  fullest  extent  existing  services,  and  of 
refraining  from  extending  their  scope.  The  needs  of  the  rapidly  developing  housing 
estates  have  not  been  forgotten,  however,  and  during  the  year  a  new  Clinic  for 
Minor  Ailments  has  been  opened  at  Hall  Road  School,  and  a  new  Treatment  Centre 
has  been  established  at  Endyke  Lane  West  School. 

The  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  and  treatment  are  very  compre¬ 
hensive  and  have  worked  admirably  throughout  the  year.  There  is  also  a  very 
complete  scheme  for  dental  inspection  and  treatment  of  the  school  population. 
The  magnitude  of  the  work  of  the  School  Dental  Department  will  be  appreciated 
from  the  fact  that  44,944  routine  dental  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the 
year,  and  17,853  school  cases  were  treated,  necessitating  25,199  attendances. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  diphtheria  continued  to  be  prevalent  and  many  of 
the  cases  were  of  severe  type.  Protection  of  the  children  by  means  of  immunisation 
has  been  strongly  urged  upon  the  parents  and  publicity  has  been  given  to  the 
facilities  at  clinics  for  this  purpose. 

Scabies  has  shewn  an  increased  prevalence  and  treatment  has  been  made 
available  not  only  for  the  school  children  but  also  for  the  other  members  of  affected 
families. 
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Within  recent  years  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp  has  practically  disappeared  as  a 
cause  of  absence  from  school.  Treatment  by  means  of  X-Rays  has  undoubtedly 
played  an  important  part  in  securing  this  result. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elementary  Education 
Sub-Committee  for  their  keen  personal  interest  in  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
school  children,  to  the  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  clerical  staffs  of  the  Department 
for  their  enthusiasm  and  devotion,  to  the  Director  of  Education  and  his  staff  for 
their  valued  assistance,  and  to  the  parents  of  the  children  for  their  ready 
co-operation.

2.  A  very  comprehensive  scheme  providing  for  the  int  era  vail  ability  of  clinic 
services  is  in  existence  in  the  city.  Full  details  of  the  scheme  were  printed  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1930. 

3.  The  closest  possible  degree  of  co-ordination  is  maintained  between  the 
School  Medical  Department  and  other  departments  of  the  Corporation  concerned 
with  health  work.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  record  that,  in  addition,  a  close 
co-operation  exists  between  the  department  and  the  general  body  of  medical 
practitioners  and  also  the  medical  officers  on  the  staff  of  voluntary  hospitals  and 
institutions.

HI.— SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

6.  Owing  to  circumstances  connected  with  the  economic  situation,  the 
surveys  of  hygienic  conditions  of  school  premises,  which  used  to  be  undertaken 
by  medical  officers,  were  suspended  during  1932.

9.  Physical  training  and  the  provision  of  meals  are  aspects  of  general  hygiene 
which  are  dealt  with  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 


IV.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

10.  The  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  remain  unchanged.  Medical 
officers  made  594  visits  to  schools  for  the  purpose  of  routine  medical  inspection  of 
children.  The  figures  relating  to  inspection  are  printed  in  Table  I,  page  266. 
The  number  of  routine  inspections  increased  from  13,165  in  1931  to  16,096  in  1932

V.-  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

11.  Detailed  figures  relating  to  defects  found  as  a  result  of  medical  inspection 
are  printed  in  Table  II,  page  267.  The  percentages  of  defects  found  in  the  various 
groups  in  comparison  with  the  percentages  for  the  whole  country  are  shown  below. 
No  definite  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  such  a  table  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
figures  are  influenced  by  the  variation  in  standards  adopted  by  individual  medical 
officers  in  the  assessment  of  a  defect  for  “  treatment  ”  or  for  “  observation.” 
Thus,  in  the  case  of  Hull,  the  percentage  for  entrants  fell  from  22-2  in  1931  to 
16-4  in  1932,  but,  on  further  enquiry,  it  was  found  that  the  difference  is  explained 
largely  by  the  fact  that,  in  1932,  the  number  of  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids  considered  to  require  treatment  showed  a  big  decrease  compared  with 
the  number  for  1931,  whereas  the  number  of  cases  considered  as  requiring  only 
observation  showed  an  approximately  similar  increase.

Other  Defects. 

15.  Two  features  only  are  worthy  of  special  notice.  The  first  feature,  however, 
is  not  a  satisfactory  one.  The  number  of  cases  of  scabies  remains  much  too  great 
in  spite  of  every  effort  to  deal  with  the  matter.  There  is  no  doubt  that  one  of  the 
main  difficulties  in  coping  with  the  problem  is  the  lack  of  power  to  persuade  adults 
to  secure  effective  treatment.  The  second  feature  relates  to  ringworm  of  the  scalp, 
which  has  now  become  of  almost  negligible  importance,  due,  mainly,  to  the 
introduction  of  X-Ray  treatment  in  1928.  Such  cases  as  are  now  met  with  can 
frequently  be  traced  to  infection  from  children  under  school  age  or  to  entrants 
to  school.

Figures  for  the  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  not  shown  because  of 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  reliable  information.  There  was  no  serious  epidemic 
of  these  diseases  during  the  year. 


Certificates  in  accordance  with  the  Education  Code  were  issued  in  respect 
of  two  Infants’  Departments  where  the  abnormally  low  attendance  (less  than 
60  per  cent)  was  reasonably  attributable  to  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  disease. 
The  total  number  of  weeks  during  which  this  low  attendance  prevailed — in  the 
two  departments — was  only  four,  and  the  diseases  responsible  were  measles  and 
whooping  cough.

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The  total  number  of  deaths  (159)  can  be  compared  with  155,  118  and  140  in 
1929,  1930  and  1931  respectively.  The  increase  for  1932  can  be  attributed  almost 
entirely  to  the  increase  in  deaths  from  diphtheria.  The  incidence  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  during  1932  did  not  assume  excessive  proportions,  but  the  type  of 
the  disease  was  such  that  the  mortality  rate  was  very  high.  Diphtheria  is  a  disease 
which,  at  the  present  time,  shows  a  considerable  variation  in  severity  in  different 
parts  of  the  country,  and,  unfortunately,  Hull  is  one  of  the  localities  where  the 
disease  is  of  a  severe  type.  A  considerable  amount  of  propaganda  regarding  the 
testing  of  susceptibility  to  diphtheria  by  means  of  the  Schick  Test  and  Immuni¬ 
sation  against  the  disease  was  undertaken  during  the  year,  and  facilities  were 
provided  for  the  immunisation  of  children.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  these  facilities 
have  not  been  utilised  to  a  greater  extent  by  the  public  during  the  past  few  years. 


VH.— FOLLOWING-UP. 

18.  The  number  of  visits  to  homes  in  connection  with  the  following-up  of 
defects  was  10,409  ;  in  addition,  189  visits  to  schools  were  made  for  the  same 
purpose,  437  children  being  seen  at  these  visits. 

Under  the  cleanliness  scheme,  139,904  examinations  were  carried  out  and 
1,429  visits  to  homes  were  made. 

19.  During  the  year  no  legal  proceedings  were  taken  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Education  Authority  in  connection  with  uncleanliness  or  neglect  to  obtain  medical 
treatment.  The  assistance  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children  was  invoked  in  several  cases. 


Vm.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

20.  All  of  the  work  done  in  school  clinics  is  not  in  the  nature  of  treatment. 
In  many  cases,  inspection  only  is  undertaken.  It  is  convenient,  however,  to  deal 
with  all  work  done  in  clinics  under  this  section  of  the  Report. 

Full  details  of  the  work  are  printed  in  Table  IV,  pages  270  and  271.  In 
addition,  two  tables  printed  below  illustrate  the  amount  of  work  done  in  respect 
of  non-school  as  well  as  school  cases. 

During  the  year,  a  new  clinic  was  opened  in  the  Hall  Road  School  where 
inspection  facilities  and  treatment  of  minor  ailments  only  are  provided. 
A  treatment  centre  was  opened,  in  addition,  at  the  Endyke  Lane  West  School. 
These  new  facilities  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  North  Hull  Housing 
Estate.

21.  Inspection  and  treatment  at  school  clinics  are  provided  free  of  charge, 
except  in  the  case  of  dental  treatment,  for  which  small  fixed  charges  are  made, 
in  accordance  with  the  family  income.  Voluntary  payments  by  means  of  contri¬ 
bution  boxes  are  accepted  on  behalf  of  any  patient  attending  the  clinics.  In 
addition,  every  non-school  case  treated  in  a  clinic  is  the  subject  of  payment  by 
the  appropriate  Committee  of  the  Corporation  to  the  Education  Committee,  and 
in  the  course  of  1932,  payments  on  this  account  amounted  to  a  considerable  sum. 
The  table  printed  below  shows  the  amounts  received  under  two  headings  ;  the 
amount  paid  by  other  Committees  is  not  included.

(c)  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

24.  The  Education  Committee  do  not  make  any  provision  for  the  operative 
treatment  of  these  conditions.  Parents  are  advised  to  make  their  own  arrangements 
for  the  operation.  The  figures  in  Table  IV,  Group  III,  showing  the  number  of 
operations  carried  out  do  not  represent  the  total  number  performed  on  school 
children  ;  it  is  not  possible  to  secure  accurate  information. 


(d)  Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

25.  The  figures  in  Table  IV,  Group  II,  refer  only  to  children  attending 
elementary  schools.  The  figures  in  the  table,  however,  show  an  increase  from 
1,113  in  1931  to  1,526  in  1932  as  regards  children  dealt  with  under  the  Authority’s 
scheme.  The  total  amount  of  work  done  in  ophthalmic  clinics  is  shown  in  the 
table  below.

As  compared  with  the  figures  for  1931,  the  number  of  cases  increased  from 
1,370  to  1,846,  the  number  of  attendances  from  1,860  to  2,565,  and  the  number 
of  spectacles  prescribed  from  1,252  to  1,509.-  In  view  of  the  nature  of  the  work, 
which  involves  a  good  deal  of  time  being  spent  on  each  case,  these  increases  repre¬ 
sent  a  very  satisfactory  year’s  work  on  the  part  of  the  ophthalmic  surgeon  and 
the  assistant  medical  officers  concerned.

33.  These  tables  indicate  the  very  excellent  work  done  by  the  dental  staff. 
The  figures  show  that  practically  every  child  is  inspected  every  year  and  treatment 
is  offered  to  all  of  those  noted  as  requiring  attention.  It  must  not  be  assumed, 
however,  that  all  children  requiring  treatment  obtain  it  :  unfortunately,  a  large 
number  of  children  still  remain  untreated  because  of  failure  on  the  part  of  parents 
to  accept  the  opportunity  of  treatment. 


(h)  Treatment  by  Artificial  Light. 

34.  This  type  of  treatment  is  provided  at  the  West  Hull  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  and  at  the  East  Hull  Clinic.  The  number  of  cases  recommended  for 
treatment  by  assistant  medical  officers  is  not  large,  the  total  for  the  year  being  63. 
The  results  of  treatment,  as  in  former  years,  have  been  assessed  by  medical  officers 
as  inconclusive  in  most  instances. 


(i)  Rheumatism  and  Heart  Clinic. 

35.  This  clinic  is  not  a  “  treatment  ”  clinic  in  the  usual  sense,  but  its  activities 
can  be  referred  to  most  appropriately  in  this  section.

36.  A  considerable  amount  of  research  work  is  undertaken  in  connection 
with  this  clinic.  The  activities  of  the  clinic  have  formed  the  basis  of  investigations 
into  the  etiology  and  nature  of  rheumatism  in  children,  and  into  the  medical 
aspects  of  various  types  of  congenital  abnormalities  of  the  heart.  Papers  have 


been  published  in  the  medical  press  and  elsewhere.  A  note  by  Dr.  D.  C.  Muir 
dealing  with  the  activities  of  the  clinic  is  appended. 

37.  “  Particular  attention  has  been  devoted  to  the  problems  of  congenital 
cardiac  pathology.  Children  with  congenital  heart  disease  form  a  large  proportion 
of  those  attending  the  clinic.  It  so  happens  that  in  this  group  those  with  the  most 
trivial  defect  present  often  have  the  most  marked  physical  signs,  and,  unless  the 
anatomical  lesion  is  accurately  defined  and  an  authoritative  opinion  based  upon  a 
clinical  and  radiological  examination  is  given,  these  children  run  the  risk  of  being 
early  condemned  to  a  life  of  inactivity  if  not  invalidism.  This  danger  particularly 
applies  in  lesions  of  the  interventricular  septum  and  in  patency  of  the  ductus 
arteriosus.  The  latter  of  these  conditions  was  the  subject  of  a  review  of  20  cases 
occurring  in  school  children  in  Hull  and  Grimsby  by  Drs.  D.  C.  Muir  and  J.  W. 
Brown  (Archives  of  Disease  in  Childhood,  Vol.  7,  No.  42,  December,  1932,  page  291). 
Their  conclusions  were  : — 

1.  Certain  criteria  necessary  to  establish  a  diagnosis  have  been  suggested. 
A  combination  of  any  three  of  the  following  signs  is  considered  as  adequate 
for  a  diagnosis. 

(a)  The  presence  of  a  continuous  or  machinery  bruit  in  the  second  left  space. 

(b)  The  presence  of  a  long  rough  systolic  bruit  with  maximum  intensity  in 
the  second  left  interspace,  with  conservation,  accentuation,  or  redupli¬ 
cation  of  the  pulmonary  second  sound. 

(c)  Gerhardt’s  ribbon  dullness. 

(d)  Radiological  evidence  of  dilatation  of  the  trunk  of  the  pulmonary  artery. 

(e)  Comparative  absence  of  symptom0-. 

2.  No  direct  relationship  can  be  established  between  the  presence  of  a 
machinery  murmur  and  thrill,  or  between  any  degree  of  dilatation  of  the 
pulmonary  artery  and  a  machinery  bruit. 

3.  In  cases  that  exhibit  Gerhardt’s  dullness,  radiological  confirmation 
is  always  forthcoming. 

4.  Radiographic  examination  has  a  definite  value  in  the  differentiation 
of  this  condition  from  some  other  forms  of  heart  disease  in  children. 

5.  Investigation  is  still  necessary  to  establish  the  average  age  and  the 
conditions  under  which  a  continuous  murmur  may  appear.  This  can  probably 
be  best  accomplished  in  a  heart  clinic  maintained  in  connection  with  a  well 
organised  school  medical  service. 

A  similar  review  of  40  cases  of  Patent  Interventricular  Septum  (Maladie  de 
Roger)  in  which  the  clinical  and  radiological  features  of  this  condition  are  dis¬ 
cussed  is  in  the  Press.  Other  work  in  relation  to  coarctation  of  the  aorta,  and  the 
congenital  cyanotic  group  of  cases  is  in  progress. 
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The  work  in  this  clinic  has  served  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  combined 
observation  of  these  patients,  and  the  value  of  radiological  examination  cannot 
be  overestimated.  At  the  present  time,  there  is  the  tendency  elsewhere  to  group 
all  congenital  cardiac  cases  together  without  reference  to  their  anatomical  lesion 
and  to  treat  their  capacity  for  exertion  according  to  rule  of  thumb.  Here,  effort 
has  been  made  to  assess  the  individual  capacity  of  each  patient,  with  the  result 
that  more  than  80  per  cent  of  the  cases  are  doing  full  school  games  and  drills.” 

IX.— OPEN  AIR  EDUCATION. 

38.  The  Open  Air  School,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country,  provides 
accommodation  for  270  day  scholars.  On  31st  December,  1932,  the  number  on  the 
register  was  305.  A  mid-day  meal  is  provided  and  a  milk  ration  is  supplied  to  all 
children.  The  school  has  proved  very  successful  in  operation  and  a  large  number 
of  children  derive  benefit  from  a  period  of  attendance  at  the  school.  The  conditions 
from  which  the  305  children  who  were  on  the  register  at  31st  December,  1932, 
were  suffering  is  set  out  below  as  a  sample  of  the  type  of  child  catered  for.

XII.— SCHOOL  BATHS. 

41.  There  is  no  provision  of  school  baths  in  ordinary  elementary  schools. 


XIH.— CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

42.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  the  majority  of  parents  continue  to 
co-operate  efficiently  and  cordially  in  the  work  on  behalf  of  their  children. 
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XIV.— CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

43.  Once  again,  the  highest  tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  invaluable  assistance 
rendered  by  teachers  to  the  School  Medical  Department. 


XV.— CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  OFFICERS. 

44.  As  in  former  years,  the  assistance  of  the  Superintendent  School  Officer 
and  his  staff  has  proved  of  much  value. 

45.  The  table  printed  below  summarises  (at  31st  December,  1932,  as  an 
example),  the  reasons  for  absences  extending  for  three  months  or  more.  The  table 
differentiates  between  children  who  have  been  in  attendance  at  school  and  are 
temporarily  absent,  and  those  who  either  have  failed  to  commence  school  within 
three  months  of  attaining  the  age  of  five  years  or  have  been  permanently  excluded 
on  account,  of  severe  disease  or  defect.  Ihe  table  omits  certified  cases  of  mental 
defect  which  were  of  sufficiently  low  grade  to  require  notification  to  the  Local 
Control  Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts.  It  omits  also  children 
resident  in  institutions,  such  as  Cottingham  Sanatorium,  where  education  is 
provided  in  addition  to  medical  treatment. 

Further,  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that,  in  the  case  of  most  of  the  group 
who  have  not  commenced  school  or  are  permanently  excluded,  the  School  Medical 
Service  either  has  investigated,  or,  at  an  appropriate  time,  will  arrange  an  investi¬ 
gation,  to  determine  what,  if  anything,  can  be  done  to  provide  special  education.

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XVI.— CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 


46.  During  1932,  the  Hull  Children’s  Clothing  Fund  distributed  1,633  pairs  of 
boots  and  stockings  to  children.  In  addition,  21  children  were  provided  with  various 
articles  of  clothing,  and  the  parents  of  104  children  were  persuaded  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Fund  to  provide  suitable  clothing  for  their  children. 

47.  The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  continued 
to  render  invaluable  assistance  to  the  School  Medical  Service  in  securing  that 
treatment  is  carried  out  in  special  cases  and  in  ameliorating  the  condition  of  children 
who  have  been  found  in  a  neglected  condition. 

48.  In  connection  with  the  orthopaedic  scheme,  the  financial  assistance  given 
by  various  bodies  in  the  purchase  of  surgical  apparatus  has  to  be  acknowledged 
with  gratitude.  Such  assistance  was  provided  by  the  organisations  noted  below  : —

49.  The  trustees  of  the  W.  W.  Tasker  Fund  arranged  to  send  school  children 
selected  by  the  School  Medical  Department  for  holidays  in  the  country  for  periods 
ranging  from  two  to  four  weeks.  The  number  of  children  sent  was  179.  All  the 
children  derived  considerable  benefit  and  many  appreciations  were  received  from 
parents. 

XVU.— ELIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

50.  Figures  relating  to  these  groups  of  school  children  are  printed  in  Table  III, 
page  268.  The  children  referred  to  in  that  table  are  either  resident  in  the  city  or 
are  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  Education  Committee  in  special  schools  or 
institutions  outside  the  area,  or  are  patients  in  institutions  belonging  to  the 
Corporation. 

(a)  Ascertainment  and  Disposal. 

51.  The  methods  of  ascertainment  have  been  detailed  in  previous  Reports.

52.  Forma]  examinations  in  connection  with  suspected  mental  deficiency 
were  undertaken  in  204  cases  and  the  findings  are  set  out  below.

53.  It  is  appropriate,  in  connection  with  the  figures  in  Table  III,  relating 
to  mentally  defective  children,  to  stress  the  fact  that  these  figures  do  not  represent, 
by  any  means,  the  total  number  of  defective  children  in  the  area.  The  table  omits 
the  large  number  of  children  of  low  grade  mentality  whose  cases  have  been  notified 
to  the  Local  Control  Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  either  as  a  result 
of  the  primary  examination  or  after  a  period  on  trial  in  the  special  school.  It  omits 
also,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  shown  as  at  no  school,  all  children  under 
seven  years  of  age  who  suffer  from  mental  defect,  and  further,  the  table  does  not 
include  those  children  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years  who,  because  of  the 
fact  that  no  vacancy  was  ever  found  for  them  in  the  special  school,  pass  out  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Education  Authority  at  the  age  of  14  years  instead  of  remaining 
under  that  jurisdiction  until  the  age  of  16  years,  which  would  be  the  case  if  the 
Authority  provided  adequate  accommodation  in  schools  for  the  mentally  defective. 


54.  It  will  be  noted  that  no  less  than  104  children  who  have  been  certified 
as  feeble-minded  and  suitable  for  admission  to  a  special  school  remain  in  attendance 
at  ordinary  elementary  schools.  The  figure  compares  with  74  in  1931,  so  that 
the  position  cannot  be  described  as  satisfactory.  A  curiously  anomalous  position 
exists  in  the  city  in  respect  of  the  fact  that,  although  insufficient  special  accommo¬ 
dation  is  provided  for  certified  feeble-minded  children,  special  provision  is  made, 
in  craft  classes,  for  a  group  of  children  who,  as  regards  mental  capacity  and 
educational  attainment,  are  of  higher  grade  than  the  first  group.  The  result  is 
that,  in  many  instances,  a  certified  feeble-minded  child  remains  in  an  ordinary 
class  in  an  ordinary  school,  whereas  a  non-certified  dull  or  backward  child  is  placed 
in  a  craft  class. 


55.  The  total  number  of  children  notified  to  the  Local  Control  Authority 
under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  was  54,  of  whom  35  had  been  in  attendance  at 
the  special  school.  The  number  included  three  idiots,  17  imbeciles  and  34  feeble¬ 
minded  cases. 
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Tuberculous  Children. 

56.  With  practically  no  exception,  all  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  included  in 
Table  III  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  during 
the  year. 

Children  with  Multiple  Dejects. 

57.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures  do  not  include  all  children  suffering 
from  more  than  one  serious  defect,  but  only  children  suffering  from  a  combination 
of  certain  defects  specified  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

( b )  Special  Schools. 

Osborne  Street  School  for  the  Deaf. 

58.  A  summary  of  the  position  at  this  school,  which  provides  for  day  scholars 
only,  is  printed  below.

The  number  of  children  on  the  school  register  is  the  lowest  since  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  effective  ascertainment  about  20  years  ago.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
decreasing  number  of  deaf  children — a  fact  common  to  the  country  as  a  whole — 
is,  to  some  extent,  attributable  to  the  activities  in  the  way  of  treatment  of  ear 
conditions  carried  on  at  school  clinics. 

Malton  Street  Special  School  for  Menially  Defective  Children. 

59.  The  summary  appended  shows  the  position  at  the  school.  The  bathing 
installation  provided  in  1931  has  not  yet  been  put  into  operation  owing  to  reasons 
connected  with  economy.

As  stated  on  page  260.  the  accommodation  at  the  school  is  totally  inadequate 
to  meet  the  demand  in  the  city. 
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Craft  Classes. 

60.  Seven  of  these  classes,  with  a  total  of  198  children  on  the  registers, 
continued  in  operation  during  the  year. 


Park  Avenue  Special  School  for  Physically  Defective  Children. 

61.  The  report  of  the  orthopaedic  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  treatment  of 
children  is  appended.  The  position  at  the  school  is  not  satisfactory  in  respect  of 
the  fact  that  the  accommodation,  both  as  regards  nature  and  extent,  is  not  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  city.  Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  a  long  list  of  children 
awaiting  admission.  This  fact  has  two  main  undesirable  effects.  In  the  first  place 
a  number  of  children  are  deprived  of  educational  facilities  until  a  vacancy  is  found, 
and  secondly,  the  effort  to  create  vacancies  results  in  children  being  discharged  to 
ordinary  schools  before  such  discharge  is  altogether  desirable. 

A  special  report  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  with  recommendations  as  to 
alterations  in  procedure  necessary  to  secure  treatment  for  a  greater  number  of 
children  if  the  school  were  conducted  as  a  Day  Special  School,  is  at  present  receiving 
the  attention  of  the  Education  Committee. 


Report  of  Orthopcedic  Surgeon. 

62.  “  The  School  for  Physically  Defective  Children  has  had  a  successful  year. 

There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  on  the  register,  but  the 
average  attendance  has  been  remarkably  good. 

The  number  of  discharges  is  26-8  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  children  on 
the  register,  and  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  record  that,  of  these,  58  per  cent  were  fit 
for  ordinary  school,  which  is  a  considerable  advance  on  last  year’s  40  per  cent. 

I  consider  the  results  are  quite  satisfactory  and  that  the  school  certainly 
justifies  its  existence. 

The  Matron  and  her  Staff  continue  to  keep  their  standard  of  work  high. 

It  should  be  noted  that  over  50  per  cent  of  the  cases  at  present  receiving 
treatment  are  infantile  paralysis,  all  of  them  in  a  chronic  condition.

Sight  Saving  Classes. 

63.  The  two  classes  in  existence  continue  to  do  excellent  work.  It  had  been 
hoped  that  a  third  class  would  have  been  instituted  during  the  year,  but  this  has 
been  found  impossible  for  reasons  of  economy.  It  is  evident,  from  experience 
gained  in  demonstrating  these  classes  to  members  of  the  public,  that  the  existence 
of  the  “  partially  blind  ”  group  of  children  is  not  generally  recognised,  probably 
largely  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  defect  from  which  these  children  suffer  is 
not  one  which  is  immediately  obvious  to  the  onlooker.  In  a  city  of  the  size  of  Hull, 
the  fact  that  two  classes  only  are  in  existence  means  that,  in  practice,  an  unduly 
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large  proportion  of  places  must  be  filled  by  children  suffering  from  the  serious 
effects  of  eye  disease,  who  are  totally  unable,  by  reason  of  existing  poor  vision,  to 
attend  ordinary  schools,  and  there  are  comparatively  few  places  available  for 
children  suffering  from  high  refractive  errors  in  whose  cases  the  “  saving  ”  element 
of  such  classes  might  be  expected  to  prevent  the  aggravation  of  the  moderately 
impaired  vision  which  already  exists. 

Open  Air  School. 

64.  Reference  to  the  activities  at  this  school  is  made  in  Section  IX,  page  256. 


(c)  The  After  Careers  of  Defective  Children. 

65.  The  table  printed  below  is  of  interest,  although,  perhaps,  its  interest  is 
lessened  by  the  fact  that,  in  the  present  state  of  unemployment  among  the 
physically  and  mentally  fit  members  of  the  community,  statistics  as  to  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  these  handicapped  persons  cannot  be  construed  as  a  valuable  indication 
of  their  capabilities  in  the  direction  of  securing  or  retaining  work. 


It  should  be  noted  that  the  table  refers  solely  to  such  persons  in  the  various 
categories  born  in  1911  or  later  who  actually  attended  a  special  school  in  the  city 
or  were  maintained  by  the  Committee  at  special  schools  outside  the  city.  Thus, 
for  example,  only  such  mentally  defective  children  as  were  of  sufficiently  high 
grade  to  merit  a  trial,  at  least,  in  a  special  school,  are  included.

67.  The  Annual  Report  for  1931  contained  a  special  report  on  the  arrange¬ 
ments  for  medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  scholars  attending  secondary  schools 
and  other  institutions  for  higher  education.  These  arrangements  remained 
unaltered  during  1932. 

68.  The  medical  officers  visited  secondary  schools  on  156  occasions  during 
the  year.

71.  On  31st  December,  1932,  520  boys  but  no  girls  were  employed  out  of 
school  hours,  and  of  these,  364  boys  were  employed  before  school  hours.  All 
employed  children  were  examined  by  medical  officers  prior  to  employment.

72.  Various  investigations  have  taken  place  in  connection  with  the  rheumatism 
and  heart  clinic,  and  a  short  note  by  Dr.  D.  C.  Muir  is  printed  on  page  255. 


XXIII.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


73.  The  medical  staff  examined  32  teachers  in  connection  with  absence  from 
duty,  and  32  student  teachers  or  teacher  bursars.  Examinations  in  connection 
with  the  Superannuation  Act  totalled  26.  In  connection  with  theatrical  employ¬ 
ment,  25  children  were  examined. 

74.  As  in  former  years,  lectures  in  First  Aid  were  delivered  twice  weekly  to 
adult  students  of  the  School  for  Fishermen.  This  arrangement  ceased  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Lectures  in  future  will  be  delivered  by  the  medical  officer  employed 
by  the  Hull  Steam  Trawlers’  Mutual  Insurance  and  Protecting  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  the 
examinations  will  be  undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  School  Medical 
Department. 

75.  A  considerable  amount  of  work  of  an  educative  nature  is  undertaken  in 
connection  with  students  training  as  teachers  at  various  centres  in  the  city. 
In  addition  to  lectures  given,  approximately  100  students  attended  clinics  and 
special  schools  for  a  demonstration  of  the  work  carried  out  at  these  establishments.

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APPENDIX. 

Report  of  Physical  Training,  Hull  Elementary  Schools,  1932. 

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  my  work  as  Organiser  of  Physical  Training. 

General. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  109  departments  and  have  seen  497  teachers 
conducting  lessons  in  physical  training.  The  public  baths  were  visited  62  times 
during  the  swimming  season  and  89  times  during  the  winter  session,  when  the 
baths  are  covered  and  utilised  for  physical  work.  Two  or  three  classes  are  seen 
at  each  of  these  visits.  The  playing  fields  were  visited  81  times.  Play  centres  were 
visited  36  times  and  17  visits  made  to  Evening  Institute  classes. 

The  work  seen  in  the  schools  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  The  necessity 
for  close  attention  to  posture  is  always  being  pointed  out.  The  improvement, 
noted  in  my  last  report,  is  not  so  general  as  it  might  be,  and  it  is  with  regret  that 
it  is  felt  necessary  to  state  that  the  improvement  is  not  so  marked  amongst  the 
boys  as  amongst  the  girls.  The  probable  cause  is  lack  of  outdoor  exercise.  Too 
often  classroom  lessons  are  neglected  during  inclement  weather.  It  is  a  wasteful 
policy  to  neglect  the  physical  training  lesson  because  the  children  cannot  use  the 
playground.  The  need  is  greater  then  :  growing  bodies  need  to  stretch  and 
move,  and  if  this  relief  was  given  by  judicious  exercise,  the  result  would  be  bodily 
comfort  and  increased  mental  alertness. 

The  use  of  “  group  work”  is  more  fully  realised,  but  "leadership”  varies 
tremendously.  In  a  few  cases  the  leaders  are  efficient  and  enable  the  scope  of  the 
work  to  be  enlarged  ;  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  duties  are  strictly  limited  to  the 
movement  of  their  teams  and  recording  marks,  and  in  the  remaining  cases  they 
are  leaders  in  name  only.  It  is  worth  while  training  the  leaders.  The  choice  of  the 
group  activities  could  be  improved  upon.  They  should  be  consciously  directed 
towards  the  development  of  skill,  and  as  preparation  for  a  “  major  ”  game. 

Playing  Fields. 

In  addition  to  the  Public  Parks,  eight  of  the  Committee’s  playing  fields  were 
available  for  use.  The  condition  of  seven  of  them  greatly  improved  with  the 
regular  cutting  and  rolling.  Parkfield  Drive  was  not  so  satisfactory,  but  is  now 
receiving  special  attention.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  Committee’s  playing 
field  at  Pickering  Road  should  be  available  for  use  in  1933,  as  the  congestion  on 
the  public  park  made  work  by  the  school  children  both  difficult  and  dangerous. 
The  "  marking  out  ”  of  the  fields  to  ensure  a  greater  variety  of  games  and  greater 
accuracy  in  the  games  played,  still  presents  a  difficult  problem,  because  so  much 
work  is  required  in  marking  out  a  field  for  120-150  children.  This  work,  of  necessity. 
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must  be  done  when  the  children  are  not  on  the  field.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly 
stressed  that  a  well-marked  field  is  a  great  saving  of  time,  and  makes  for  greater 
skill  in  the  selected  games.  The  lessons  at  present  are  chiefly  confined  to 
“  practices.”  A  marked  out  field  would  mean  that  the  children  could  start 
right  away  with  the  major  games. 

Swimming. 

The  bath  accommodation  for  the  teaching  of  swimming  has  not  changed. 
About  one-third  of  girl  applicants  were  able  to  attend.  The  results  were  excellent, 
the  best  feature  being  the  improvement  in  the  boys’  results. 

The  numbers  of  certificates  awarded  for  the  past  three  years  are  : —

Special  Demonstrations  and  Teachers’  Classes. 

Four  afternoons — three  for  teachers,  one  for  Training  College  students — 
were  given  up  to  demonstration  lessons,  and  two  teachers’  classes  (six  lessons  each) 
were  arranged.  They  were  very  well  attended.  The  classes  were  intended  to 
introduce  progression,  and  consolidate  previous  knowledge. 

Games  Equipment. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  care  and  storage  of  this.  It  is 
more  than  ever  necessary  to  watch  this  point.  This  must  not  be  taken  to  mean 
restricted  use  of  the  equipment,  involving  consequent  deterioration  of  the  standard 
of  work,  as  has  been  found.  Captain  Hamilton  has  again  most  willingly  allowed 
his  pupils  at  the  Nautical  School  to  assist  the  schools.  This  year  732  ropes  were 
repaired  and  60  nets  for  netball  supplied. 

Play  Centres. 

Owing  to  financial  reasons,  the  summer  play  centres  were  not  opened  this  year. 
The  six  winter  play  centres  were  retained.  The  number  of  children  in  attendance 
justifies  their  retention.  The  average  number  of  children  in  attendance  per  evening 
at  each  of  the  play  centres  was  388  ;  last  year’s  figure  was  364.  Many  offers  of  help 
contribute  to  keeping  the  cost  of  the  equipment  as  low  as  possible.  The  Amalga¬ 
mated  Press  Company,  the  National  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council,  Day  Street 
Girls’  Centre,  Lambert  Street,  Ainthorpe  Grove  and  Eastfield  Road  schools  have 
helped  most  generously.  The  help  given  by  students  from  the  Municipal  Training 
College,  owing  to  the  kind  permission  of  Miss  Cumberbirch,  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  “  leaders.” 
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Sports  Days. 

The  District  and  Final  Sports  Days  were  held,  as  usual,  and  20  departments, 
viz.,  two  Mixed,  14  Boys’  and  four  Girls’,  organised  their  own  sports  day.  Very 
little  use  was  made  of  the  Committee’s  playing  fields  for  this  purpose.  They  were 
used  only  12  times.  There  are  a  great  many  more  departments  capable  of  organising 
their  own  day.  It  is  a  useful  experience  and  the  fields  are  available.
